1.  The  Secretary  of  War  directs  you  be  informed  that  in 
addition  to  the  thirty-six  (36)  drills  which  were  authorized  in 
our  letter  of  May  28,  1926,  for  the  first  three  Quarters  of  the 
Fiscal  Year  1927,  authority  is  hereby  given  to  hold  such  additional 
drills  during  the  Fourth  Quarter,  Fiscal  Year  1927.  as  will  bring 
the  total  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1927  to  forty-eight  (48)  drills. 

2.  The  maximum  number  of  forty-eight  (48)  drills  hereby  auth- 
orized for  the  Fiscal  Year  1927,  cannot  be  exceeded  in  any  case.

1.  On  page  48,  Report  of  the  Chief  of  Militia  Bureau  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  ended  June  30,  1926,  attention  was  directed  to  the 
large  number  of  Reports  of  Survey  and  Inventory  and  Inspection 
reports  received  and  acted  upon  in  the  Militia  Bureau,  during  the 
period  covered  by  the  report.  It  was  stated  therein  that  Reports 
of  Survey,  Inventory  and  Inspection  Reports  covering  Federal 
property  issued  to  the  National  Guard,  which  had  been  lost,  de- 
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stroyed,  stolen,  or  rendered  unserviceable  by  fair  wear  and  tear 
in  the  service,  had  a  total  value  of  $3,823,367.70.  Appendix  N 
of  the  Report  shows  by  States  the  principal  items  lost  or  stolen 
and  dropped  on  Reports  of  Survey  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1926. 
Appendix  O  shows  by  States  the  value  of  the  property  dropped  by 
Reports  of  Survey  and  Inventory  and  Inspection  Reports  during 
the  Fiscal  Year  1926,  and  the  value  of  the  Federal  property  in 
the  hands  of  the  National  Guard.  A  careful  study  of  the  data 
contained  in  Appendices  K  and  O  above  referred  to,  undoubtedly 
sustains  the  opinion  frequently  expressed  in  reports  from  various 
sources,  that  one  of  the  weak  points  of  the  National  Guard  is  the 
lack  of  care  in  handling  public  property. 

2.  The  information  outlined  above  was  placed  in  the  Report 
of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  in  the  hopes  that  the  situation  would 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  responsible  officers  of  the  National 
Guard  in  the  various  States,  with  a  view  to  improving  the  situation 
in  this  important  matter.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  several  States 
have  already  initiated  action  which  will  undoubtedly  have  the  effect 
of  correcting  some  of  the  deficiencies  which  have  existed  in  the 
care  and  preservation  of  public  property  in  the  hands  of  the 
National  Guard  and  I  hope  that  other  States  which  have  not  taken 
this  action  will  do  so  at  the  very  earliest  practicable  date. 

3.  During  the  past  year  a  comparatively  large  number  of  ir- 
regularities in  the  disbursement  and  expenditure  of  public  funds 
have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Militia  Bureau  through 
investigations  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Justice  and  by  the 
Inspector  General's  Department  of  the  Army.  These  irregularities 
have  involved  the  payment-for  attendance  at  armory  drill,  the  pay- 
ment of  caretakers  and  the  sale  of  public  property.  _  In  some 
cases  the  State  authorities  concerned  have  initiated  suitable  dis- 
ciplinary action;  in  others,  indictments  have  been  obtained  and 
cases  have  been  prosecuted  in  the  courts.  In  the  recent  debate  m 
the  House  of  Representatives  on  the  War  Department  Appro- 
priations Bill,  with  special  reference  to  items  pertaining  to  the 
National  Guard,  the  charge  was  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  that  there  was  wholesale  padding  of  pay  rolls 
and  fraudulent  payments  to  enlisted  men  as  caretakers.  While 
such  accusations  were  properly  answered  at  the  time,  the  number 
of  irregularities  brought  to  light  during  the  past  fiscal  year  is 
undoubtedly  responsible  for  the  impression  in  certain  quarters 
that  there  is  laxity  in  handling  of  public  funds  in  the  JNational 
Guard.  Of  course'  I  cannot  condone  such  irregularities  nor  can 
I  intervene  to  protect  individuals.  At  the  same  time  I  am  very 
much  concerned  lest  these  continued  irregularities  shall  .have  the 
effect  of  bringing  the  good  name  of  the  National  Guard  into  dis- 
repute and  cause  a  loss  of  the  public  confidence.  In  my  opinion, 
these  are  matters  of  primary  importance  to  all  officers  ot  the 
National  Guard  and  particularly  to  those  in  positions  of  responsi- 
bility. 

4  The  primary  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  bring  these  matters 
to  vour  attention  and  to  suggest  that  you  insist,  that  all  officers 
charged  with  responsibility  for  public  property  m  the  hands  of 
the  National  Guard,  for  the  preparation  of  pay  rolls  . for ■disburse- 
ment and  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  for  deliver?  of  pay 
checks,  must  exercise  the  greatest  care  and  do  all  in  their  power 
to  prevent  the  loss  of  public  property,  irregular  disbursements 


and  expenditures.

Subject :    Revised  policies  governing  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps. 

To :    Corps  Area  and  Department  Commanders  and  Chiefs  of 
Branches. 

I.  The  policies  stated  below  will  govern  the  procurement  and 
appointment,  promotion,  assignment,  transfer,  separation  and  re- 
appointment of  reserve  officers : 

II.  PROCUREMENT  AND  REAPPOINTMENT  : 

1.  In  order  that  definite!  data  may  be  available  to  the  various 
assignment  jurisdictions  concerning  the  numbers  and  grades  of 
Reserve  Officers  which  should  be  procured  in  time  of  peace  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  procurement  and  promotion  of  Reserve 
Officers  has  been  placed  largely  in  the  hands  of  agencies  outside 
of  the  War  Department,  a  definite  peace  time  procurement  objective 
by  grade  and  section  will  be  established  and  the  various  assign- 
ment jurisdictions  informed  of  their  allotments  for  procurement 
and  promotion. 

This  peace  time  procurement  objective  to  be  announced  in  the 
near  future,  will  be  based  upon  the  requirements  of  officers  to 
perforpi  duties  under  a  general  mobilization  as  follows : 

a.  Reserve  officers  required  for  the  active  units  of  Regular 
Army  as  set  forth  in  approved  plans  of  the  War  Department. 

6.  Reserve  officers  required  for  the  inactive  units  of  the 
Regular  Army  as  set  forth  in  approved  plans  of  the  War  De- 
partment. 

c.  Reserve  officers  required  for  all  Organized  Reserve  units 
of  the  First  Phase  of  Mobilization  as  set  forth  in  the  War 
Department  General  Mobilization  Plan. 

d.  Reserve  officers  required  for  the  Philippine  Department 
as  set  forth  in  the  peace  time  procurement  objective  approved 
by  the  War  Department. 

e.  Reserve  officers  required  for  the  Hawaiian  Department 
as  set  forth  in  the  peace  time  procurement  objective  ap- 
proved by  the  War  Department. 

/.  Reserve  officers  required  for  industrial  mobilization 
as  set  forth  in  approved  plans  of  the  War  Department  to  be 
commissioned  in  the  Specialist  Section  Reserve. 

g.  Reserve  officers  required  for  the  27  Organized  Reserve 
Infantry  and  the  6  Organized  Reserve  Cavalry  Divisions. 

h.  Reserve  officers  required  for  such  branch  installations 
as  are  recommended  by  the  chiefs  of  branches  for  organiza- 
tion in  peace  time  and  for  War  Department  overhead  for  the 
first  phase  of  mobilization  under  the  War  Department  General 
Mobilization  Plan. 

i.  Reserve  officers  required  for  corps  area  headquarters. 

j.  Reserve  officers  reserved  for  assignment  to  National 
Guard  units. 
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fc.  A  surplus  over  and  above  the  nupibers  of  fffieers  re- 
quired for  the  activities  listed  in  sub-paragraphs  o  to  j  above 
will  be  authorized  for  assignment  jurisdictions,  in  order  to 
provide  when  practicable,  for  the  assignment  of  officers  resid- 
ing in  a  unit  area  only  to  a  unit  of  the  Organized  Reserves. 

2.  In  computing  the  requirements  under  this  policy,  the 
approved  war  strength  tables  of  organization  will  govern  except 
that  the  total  requirements  under  the  peace  time  procurement  ob- 
jective described  above  will  not  serve  to  limit  the  appointment  of 
persons  in  the  following  categories  and  under  the  following  con- 
ditions :

4.  The  Personnel  Division  will  prepare,  revise  when  neces- 
sary and  direct  the  issue  of  the  necessary  information  setting  forth 
the  peace  time  procurement  objective  of  Reserve  officer  by  grade 
and  section  as  contemplated  under  this  policy. 

5.  In  cases  where  examination  has  been  authorized  on  or 
before  January  8,  1927,  action  on  the  recommendations  will  be 
taken  by  the  War  Department  under  the  provisions  of  AR  140-5 
and  related  policies. 

Note:  *  For  appointment  in  these  grades  in  peace  time,  appli- 
cant must  have  completed  the  full  course  of  instruction  required  of 
Regular  Arpiy  officers  at  the  Special  Service  Schools  of  his  section 
the  full  course  as  required  of  Regular  Army  officers  at  the  Command 
and  General  Staff  School,  provided  that  this  restriction  will  not 
apply  in  case  of  any  National  Guard  officer  who  has  had  World 
War  experience  as  an  officer. 

III.  PROMOTION. 

1.    In  time  of  peace  no  Reserve  officer  will  be  promoted  unless 

a.    He  holds  a  Certificate  of  Capacity  indicating  his  pro- 
fessional qualifications,  and 

6.    There  is  an  appropriate  vacancy  in  the  grade  and  section 
in  the  corps  area,  branch,  or  activity  allotment  under  such 
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peace  time  procurement  objective  as  the  War  Department  may 
establish,  and 

c.  He  shall  have  served  a  minimum  time  in  grade  in  the 
Officers'  Eeserve  Corps  as  constituted  under  Section  37, 
National  Defense  Act,  as  follows : 


As  a  second  lieutenant    4  years 

As  a  first  lieutenant    8  years 

As  a  captain    8  years 

As  a  major    6  years 

As  a  lieutenant  colonel    4  years 


2.  No  officer  will  be  promoted  or  appointed  to  any  grade  in 
the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  higher  than  that  of  major  unless  he 
first  shall  have  completed  the  full  courses  of  instruction  required 
of  Regular  Army  officers  at  the  Special  Service  Schools  of  his 
section  and  the  full  course  as  required  of  Regular  Army  officers 
at  the  Compiand  and  General  Staff  school,  provided  that  this 
restriction  will  not  apply  in  the  case  of  promotion  of  any  Reserve 
officer  who  has  had  World  War  experience  as  an  officer. 

3.  a.  No  promotion  to  or  in  the  grade  of  General  officer, 
Reserve,  will  be  made  in  time  of  peace,  except  that  appointments 
in  the  grade  of  general  officer,,  Reserve,  may  be  made  in  the  case 
of  federally  recognized  National  Guard  officers,  such  appointynent 
to  terminate  with  the  termination  of  their  federal  recognition  as 
provided  for  in  Section  38,  National  Defense  Act.  This  policy  is 
not  intended  to  prevent  the  reappointment  of  the  present  general 
officers  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  under  such  regulations  as 
the  War  Department  may  prescribe. 

b.  The  Eligible  List  from  which  selection  for  promotion 
to  the  grade  of  brigadier  general,  Reserve,  may  be  /made  in 
the  event  of  an  emergency,  will  be  maintained  as  now  con- 
templated in  regulations. 

4.  In  cases  where  reserve  officers  have  complied  fully  with 
the  provisions  of  AR  140-5  regarding  promotion,  and  recommenda- 
tions for  promotion  with  reports  showing  vacancies  have  been 
forwarded  to  this  office  not  later  than  January  8,  1927,  action  on 
the  recommendations  will  be  taken  by  the  War  Department  under 
the  provisions  of  AR  140-5  and  related  policies. 

5.  The  practical  test  for  certificate  of  capacity  may  be  given 
at  any  time  when  the  reserve  officer  has  completed  the  written 
examination. 

IV.    ASSIGNMENT  AND  TRANSFER. 

1.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  an  officer  has  accepted  ap- 
pointment in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  he  will  be  placed  under 
the  assignment  jurisdiction  of  one  of  the  following  agencies :  Corps 
Area  Commander,  Chief  of  Branch  or  The  Adjutant  General. 

2.  a.  In  case  of  approved  selection  for  assignment  to  a 
War  Department  activity  not  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  of 
Branch,  assignment  to  such  activity  will  be  made  by  the  Adjutant 
General.— (General  Assignment  Group). 

6.  In  case  of  approved  selection  for  assignment  to  an  ac- 
tivity under  the  control  of  a  chief  of  branch,  assignment  will 
be  made  by  the  chief  of  branch.   (Branch  Assignment  Group). 

c.  If  not  selected  for  assignment  under  a  or  6  above  the 
officer  will  be  released  to  the  proper  corps  area  commander 
for  assignment  to  a  unit  or  installation  under  his  control. 
(Territorial  Assignment  Group). 
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3.  Reserve  officers  assigned  to  units  of  the  Organized  Re- 
serves will  be  of  the  grade  and  section  specified  in  Tables  of 
Organization  except  that  no  limit  will  be  placed  upon  the  number 
of  Reserve  officers  of  the  lowest  grade  of  the  proper  section 
which  may  be  assigned  to  any  Organized  Reserve  unit. 

4.  When  vacancies  in  a  unit  of  the  Organized  Reserves  in 
grades  above  the  lowest  have  been  filled  by  assignment  in  so  far 
as  officers  of  proper  grade  and  section  are  available  there  may 
be  attached  to  the  unit  officers  of  the  proper  section  and  regard- 
less of  grade  in  numbers  sufficient  to  bring  thei  total  number  of 
officers  assigned  and  attached  to  the  unit  in  grades  above  the  lowest 
up  to  the  total  nupiber  of  officers  authorized  by  Tables  of  Organiza- 
tion in  grades  above  the  lowest  for  the  unit. 

5.  Any  officer  under  the  assignment  jurisdiction  of  a  Corps 

•  Area  Commander  may  be  attached  for  training  to  any  unit  in  the 
Corps  Area  without  regard  to  his  assignment  or  attachment  for 
duty  to  another  unit. 

6.  Transfers  of  officers  between  all  sections  of  the  Officers' 
Reserve  Corps,  except  the  Auxiliary  Section,  the  Specialists  Sec- 
tion and  of  officers  placed  in  the  Unassigned  Section,  may  be  made 
upon  approval  of  the  Chiefs  of  Branches  (sections)  concerned 
except  that  no  transfer  will  be  jmade  unless  the  officer  desiring 
transfer  has  a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  the  section  and  grade  to 
which  transfer  is  desired  and  provided  there  is  a  vacancy  for  him 
within  the  assignment  jurisdiction. 

7.  No  transfers  of  officers  from  the  Auxiliary  Section,  the 
Specialists  Section  or  from  the  Unassigned  Section  to  any  other 
sections  will  be  made  except  that  the  transfer  may  be  made  from 
the  Unassigned  Section  as  provided  in  the  policy  governing  re- 
appointment. 

8.  Where  recommendations  for  assignment  or  transfer  of  re- 
serve officers  have  been  forwarded  to  this  office  on  or  before  Jan- 
uary 8,  1927,  action  thereon  will  be  taken  by  the  War  Department 
under  the  provisions  of  AR  140-5  and  related  policies. 

V.  SEPARATION. 

1.  Appointments  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  are  terminated 
by  death,  resignation,  vacation  of  appointment  (by  virtue  of 
accepting  commission  in  the  Regular  Army  or  acceptance  of  an 
appointment  in  a  different  grade  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps), 
discharge,  expiration  of  term  of  appointment,  and  dismissal  or 
dropping  from  the  rolls. 

•  2.  Any  Reserve  officer  may  be  discharged  at  any  time  in 
the  discretion  of  the  President.  Discharge  will  be  the  form  of 
separation  in  cases  not  otherwise  covered,  including  the  following : 

a.  Incompatible  occupation  of  office.  This  will  include  an 
enlistment  or  the  acceptance  of  a  commission  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard,  Naval  Reserve  or 
Revenue  Cutter  Service.   Separation  is  mandatory. 

6.    Physical  disqualification. 

c.  Misconduct,  inefficiency  or  other  unfitness.  Reports  of 
misconduct,  inefficiency,  or  other  unfitness  of  Reserve  officers 
will,  in  time  of  peace,  be  forwarded  to  the  department^  or 
corps  area  copimander.  The  latter  will  cause  such  investiga- 
tion to  be  made  as  deemed  necessary,  or  as  directed  by  (higher 
authority.  If  such  investigation  is  conclusive  as  to  unfitness 
to  remain  a  Reserve  officer,  the  report  thereof  will  be  for- 
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warded  to  the  War  Department  with  recommendation  for 
discharge.  In  all  other  cases  the  Department  or  Corps  Area 
Com,tnander  will  cause  to  be  convened  a  suitable  board  of 
not  less  than  three  officers  to  further  investigate  and  make 
recommendation.  The  officer  whose  fitness  is  being  inquired 
into  will  be  informed  of  the  alleged  inefficiency,  misconduct, 
or  unfitness,  and  will  be  given  opportunity  for  a  hearing  before 
the  board,  either  in  person  by  counsel,  or  by  brief,  as  he_  may 
elect.  When  practicable,  one  or  more  reserve  officers  will  be 
included  in  the  piembership  of  such  boards.  The  board's  pro- 
ceedings, together  with  the  action  and  recommendations  of 
the  convening  authority  thereon,  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
War  Department. 

d.  Conviction  by  Civil  Court.  Conviction  of  a  felony  in- 
volves mandatory  discharge  from  commission  in  the  Officers' 
Reserve  Corps. 

e.  Failure  to  reply  to  comgnunication.  Discharge  made 
upon  recommendation  of  the  corps  area  commander  in  which 
corps  area  the  officer  resides  or  the  Chief  of  Assignment  juris- 
diction. 

/.  The  entry  of  a  reserve  officer  into  the  military  service 
of  a  foreign  country  or  his  departure  from  the  United  States 
or  any  territory  thereof  for  such  purposes  will  be  considered 
ground  for  immediate  discharge. 

VI.  REAPPOINTMENTS. 

1.  A  Reserve  officer  above  the  grade  of  captain  will  be  re- 
appointed in  the  grade  and  section  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps 
in  which  he  was  previously  commissioned  and  which  is  just  ter- 
minating provided  that: 

o.  He  passes  the  physical  examination  as  prescribed  for 
original  appointment  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  or  has 
passed  such  examination  within  1  year  of  date  of  reappoint- 
jtnent  and 

6.  His  record  during  the  5  year  period  immediately  pre- 
ceding suoh  reappointment  indicates  that 

(1)  He  has  obtained  during  his  current  appointment 
a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  promotion  to  the  next  higher 
grade  or 

(2)  He  has  during  his  current  appointment  obtained 

a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  his  present  grade  or  ~| 

(3)  He  has  indicated  during  his  current  appointment  his 
interest  in  military  affairs  by  having  a  written  record  of 
at  least  300  hours  of  correspondence  school  work,  attendance 
at  classes  or  active  participation  with  troops  on  inactive 
duty  training.  In  computing  the  300  hours,  active  duty 
training  periods  of  15  days  will  be  considered  as  60  hours 
credit  or 

(4)  He  has  been  on  active  duty  during  his  current  ap- 
pointment for  a  period  of  3  months  or  longer  or 

(5)  He  has  satisfactorily  completed  during  his  current 
appointment  the  prescribed  correspondence  course  of  instruc- 
tion for  Reserve  officers  at  the  Special  Service  Schools  of 
his  branch  or  the  special  course  for  Reserve  Officers  at  the 
Command  and  General  Staff  School  or  the  Army  War 
College  or  a  full  course  at  one  of  the  above  mentioned  schools. 
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2.  A  Reserve  officer  in  grade  of  captain  or  lieutenant  piay 
be  reappointed  in  the  grade  and  section  of  the  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps  in  which  he  was  previously  commissioned  and  which  is  just 
terminating  provided  that  he  fulfills  the  requirements  of  1,  6  above. 

3.  A  section  of  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  to  be  known  as 
the  Unassigned  Section,  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  is  hereby  estab- 
lished. 

4.  In  the.  event  that,  at  the  termination  of  a  5  year  period, 
a  Reserve  officer  has  not  complied  with  the  requirements  outlined 
above,  he  may  elect  to  do  one  of  the  following : 

a.  Be1  reeopimissioned  in  the  Unassigned  Section  of  the 
Officers'  Reserve  Corps  with  suitable  notation  as  to  branch  in 
which  commission  has  been  held. 

b.  Be  honorably  discharged  from  the  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps. 

5.  a.  Officers  below,  the  grade  of  Major, 'who  have  served 
one  5  year  period  in  the  Unassigned  Section,  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps,  will  not  be  recommissioned  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps 
unless  they  have,  during  the  elapsed  5  year  period,  complied  with 
the  requirements  of  1,  6  above. 

6.  Officers  in  the  grade  of  Major,  or  above,  may  continue 
to  serve  in  the  Unassigned  Section,  Officers'  Reserve  Corps, 
indefinitely  and  when  once  placed  in  the  Unassigned  Section 
will  not  be  transferred  therefropi  to  other  sections  of  the 
Officers'  Reserve  Corps  in  time  of  peace. 

6.  There  will  be  no  promotion  or  active  duty  training  for 
officers  commissioned  in  the  Unassigned  Section,  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps. 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  data  required  by  para- 
graph 1,  6  (3)  of  this  policy  the  Corps  Area  Commanders  will 
keep  the  necessary  records  of  Reserve  officers  in  this  respect  and 
be  prepared  to  furnish  the  necessary  reports  to  The  Adjutant 
General. 

8.  In  putting  this  policy  into  effect,  and  until  a  5  year 
period  has  elapsed,  only  the  portion  of  the  work  required  by  para- 
graph 1,  6  (3)  which  corresponds  to  the  ratio  of  hours  to  elapsed 
time  will  be  required  in  making  decisions  as  to  reappointment. 

9.  Reserve  officers  who,  upon  being  physically  examined  prior 
to  reappointment,  are  found  to  be  physically  incapacitated  for 
active  service  or  who  have  reached  the  age  of  64  years  may  apply 
for  transfer  to  the  Unassigned  Section. 

10.  This  policy  will  govern  all  reappointments  which  will 
be  effective  on  or  after  January  1,  1928. 

11.  The  reports  required  by  paragraph  7  above  will  be  for- 
warded so  as  to  reach  this  office  three  months  prior  to  the  date 
of  expiration  of  the  appointments  concerned.  In  determining, 
under  paragraph  8  above,  the  pro  rata  requirements  of  paragraph 
1,  b  (3)  above,  for  reappointments  effective  during  the  calendar 
year  192S,  an  allowance  of  fifteen  hours  for  Reserve  officers  resid- 
ing within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  and  an 
allowance  of  twenty-four  hours  for  those  residing  outside  the  con- 
tinental limits  of  the  United  States  will  be  made  to  compensate 
for  the  time  necessary  to  notify  Reserve  officers  of  these  require- 
ments and  for  the  period  required  for  advance  reports  as  to  quali- 
fications for  reappointment.

"It  is  noted  from  shipping  tickets  received  in  this  office 
covering  shipments  of  cal.  30  ball  ammunition  issued  on  re- 
quisitions approved  by  Corps  Area  Ordnance  Officers  that 
numerous  issues  are  being  made  of  grades  of  this  ammunition 
which  are  not  authorized  by  AR  775-10. 

This  is  particularly  evident  in  connection  with  issues  of  Grade 
II-R  ammunition,  which,  according  to  AR  <7o-10.  Par  ->b-b 
(2)  (c)  is  authorized  for  use  only  for  rifle  ^competitions 
and  preliminary  and  record  firing  for  qualification  for  addi- 
tional compensation  with  the  rifle  and  machine  rifle.  Appar- 
ently many  issues  of  Grade  LL-R  are  being  made  to  the 
National  Guard  contrary  to  this  provision.  As  the  Kegular 
Army  only  receives  additional  compensation  for  qualification 
the  issues  of  Grade  II-R  ammunition  should  be  of  very 
small  amount,  yet  during  the  past  6  months  the  issues  of  this 
particular  grade  have  exceeded  all  other  grades  issued  tor  the 
various  classes  of  fire. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  of  conserving  the  available  supply 
of  cal.30  ammunition  to  the  utmost,  it  is  necessary  that  strict 
authentication  of  all  requisitions  be  made  in  the  future  to  in- 
sure the  issue  only  of  the  grades  authorized  in  AK  7<o-lU, 
Par.  26-M2). 

It  is  suggested  that  this  matter  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  all  requisitioning  officers  within  your  corps  area  m  order 
that  when  requisitions  are  submitted  to  Corps  Area  Headquar- 
ters for  approval  they  will  supply  necessary  data  on  the  face 
of  same  to  enable  that  office  to  determine  the  grade  of  ammu- 
nition that  should  be  authorized  to  fill  the  requisition.

CHANGES  IN  THE  REQUIRED  ATTENDANCE  AT 
NATIONAL  GUARD  DRILLS. 
1.    On  December  21,  1926,  the  Secretary  of  War  approved 
(AG  42511  (12-10-26)   (Misc.)-D),  a  change  in  National  Guard 
Regulations  relative  to  the  required  attendance  at  armory  drills 
to  entitle  officers  and  warrant  officers  of  National  Guard  organi- 
zations to  receive  armory  drill  pay  to  read  substantially  as  tollows : 
"In   organizations   having   their  entire  personnel   at  one 
station  except  in  those  which  include  band  sections,  the  num- 
ber of' enlisted  men  of  the  organization  present  in  uniform 
and  participating  in  training  for  not  less  than  one  and  one- 
half  hours,  exclusive  of  rests  and  interruptions,  shall  be  at 
least  60%  of  the  minimum  maintenance  strength  ot  the  or- 
ganization, as  prescribed  by  the  applicable  Table  of  Organi- 
zation.   In  companies  which  include  band  sections,  the  num- 
ber of  enlisted  men  in  attendance  must  equal  or  exceed  bU% 
of  the  minimum  maintenance  strength  of  the  company,  ex- 
clusive of  the  band  section.    For  those  regular  drills  during 
the  quarter  covered  by  one  pay  roll  at  which  there  was  less 
than  60%  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  organization  in  attend- 
ance pay  is  also  authorized  for  the  officers  if  other  require- 
ments,  are  fulfilled  and  the  average  number  of  enlisted  men 
of  the  organization  in  attendance  at  all  drills  during  the 
quarterlv  period  equals  or  exceeds  60%. 
2     The  above  indicated  change  is  to  be  embodied  in  its  appro- 
priate place  in  National  Guard  Regulations  No  58  (Pay  and  Al-

SECTION     I    MODIFICATION  OF  INSTRUCTIONS  ON 
MILITIA  BUREAU  FORM  No.  100. 

SECTION    II    PROCEDURE      FOR      DISPOSING  OF 
CLAIMS  FOR  HIRED  ANIMALS  KILLED 
OR  INJURED  AT  ENCAMPMENTS,  ETC. 
I.    Modification  of  instructions  on  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  100. 

1.  Paragraphs  96,  Qd  (4)  (b),  9d  (4)  (e)  and  136  of  the  in- 
structions printed  on  the  back  of  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  100 
are  modified,  and  sub-paragraph  (j)  of  9d  (4)  is  added,  to  read  as 
follows : 

"9.    Preparation  of  Form.  ***** 

6.    The  report  will  be  rendered  by  the  following : 

(1)  By  every  commanding  officer  of  a  troop,  company, 
battery,  detachment,  or  similar  unit.  These  reports  should 
include  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  belong  to  the  organ- 
ization. They  should  not  include  officers  or  men  belonging  to 
other  organizations  who  are  merely  attached  for  purposes  of 
training. 

(2)  By  each  commander  of  a  battalion,  squadron,  regi- 
ment, brigade,  division,  or  similar  headquarters.  These  re- 
ports should  cover  all  officers  who  are  shown  in  the  tables  of 
organization  as  belonging  to  the  headquarters  of  tlie  com- 
mander making  the  report;  except  that  officers  commissioned 
in  the  National  Guard  of  a  State  other  than  that  in  which 
the  commander  is  commissioned  will  not  be  included  in  the 
report  of  such  commander.  When  the  members  of  a  head- 
quarters are  commissioned  in  two  or  more  States  the  com- 
mander will  report  upon  those  commissioned  in  the  same  State 
as  himself.  Separate  reports  will  be  made  by  the  senior  officer 
assigned  to  this  headquarters  in  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
this  report  will  include  all  officers  belonging  to  said  head- 
quarters in  that  State. 

(3)  By  each  State. 

(a)  A  single  report  showing  all  officers  holding  commis- 
sions in  the  State  Staff,  giving  name,  rank,  branch,  and 
assignment  of  each  officer. 

(b)  A  report  for  each  State  Staff  Detachment  of  en- 
listed men  recognized  as  a  separate  unit." 

Paragraph  9d  (4)   (b).    After  the  words  "2d  Lieutenants"  in 
second  line  add — "Below  each  of  the  headings,  the  word  'Vacancy' 
will  be  inserted  when  there  are  no  names  to  appear." 
Paragraph  9d  (4)   (c)  — 

"(c)  Individual  names. — Officers. — The  names  of  all 
officers  and  warrant  officers  will  be  entered  with  the  Chris- 
tian names  first  followed  by  middle  initials  and  surname. 
In  case  an  officer  or  warrant  officer  has  not  been  federally 
recognized  his  name  will  be  shown,  but  a  notation  showing 
he  has  not  been  federally  recognized  will  be  entered  in  the 
column  of  remarks. 
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Enlisted  men. — The  names  of  all  enlisted  men  will  be 
entered  with  the  surname  first,  followed  by  the  Christian 
name  and  middle  initials." 

New  sub-paragraph  (j)  of  9d  (4)  : 

"(j)  Losses. — Under  a  caption  headed  'Losses'  imme- 
diately following  the  end  of  'Assigned  Reservists'  the  names 
of  all  officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  separated 
from  the  organization  during  the  month  should  appear,  ar- 
ranged in  the  order  specified  in  paragraph  9d  (4)  (b)  of 
these  instructions." 

"13.    Disposition.  ***** 

b.  On  or  before  the  eighth  day  of  the  succeeding  month, 
the  copies  will  be  dispatched  as  follows: 

(1)  The  first  copy  (original  typed)  and  one  other  copy 
will  be  mailed  direct  to  the  State  Adjutant  General,  who 
will  promptly  forward  the  first  copy  to  the  Militia  Bureau. 

(2)  One  copy  will  be  mailed  to  the  instructor  assigned 
to  duty  with  the  organization.  Immediately  upon  receipt 
of  this  ,copy,  the  instructor  will  verify  the  correctness  of 
entries  thereon  and  will  make  notation  of  his  action  on 
this  copy  by  stamp  or  indorsement  in  the  space  provided 
on  the  reverse  side.  He  will  then  mail  it  to  the  officer 
designated  to  verify  and  certify  the  payrolls  of  the  organi- 
zation. That  officer  will  retain  the  copy  until  the  Pay™11 
to  which  it  pertains  is  certified,  and  then  forward  the 
copy  to  Corps  Area  Headquarters  for  file." 

2  Discussion  of  above  changes. — The  principal  effect  of  the 
above  is  to  require  a  consolidated  report  from  each  headquarters 
where  formerly  individual  reports  were  permitted  from  the_  officers 
belonging  to  same.  This  change  is  in  conformity  with  the  instruc- 
tions governing  the  preparation  of  payrolls  promulgated  in  Militia 
Bureau  Circular  No.  29B  of  September  9,  1926.  Hereafter  all 
names  appearing  on  a  particular  payroll  should  also  appear  on  a 
single  report  of  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  100.  Like  the  payroll, 
the  Form  No.  100  report  should  show  "all  and  only  personnel 
that  actually  belongs  to  the  unit  or  headquarters  reported  upon. 
Any  question  as  to  what  personnel  should  be  included  in  the  re- 
port can  be  easily  answered  by  referring  to  the  appropriate  table  ol 
organization.  As  an  example  take  the  report  to  be  rendered  by  the 
headquarters  of  an  infantry  regiment.    Table  of  Organization  IS 

N  G  "Infantry  Regiment."  shows  in  the  column  'Headquarters 

1  colonel.  1  lieutenant  colonel  (2  if  instructor  is  commissioned),  1 
major  (RMGO),  3  captains  and  1  chaplain.  Hence  only  these 
officers  should  be  shown  on  the  regimental  headquarters  report. 
Note  that  the  majors  commanding  battalions  are  shown  on  the 
battalion  headquarters  report  and  not  on  the  regimental  headquar- 
ters report,  also  that  the  medical  and  dental  officers  are_shown 
on  the  medical  department  detachment  report  and  not  on  that 
of  the  regimental  headquarters.  In  the  few  exceptional  cases 
where  a  medical  officer  is  recognized  in  his  capacity  of  a  staff 
officer  only,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Medical  Detachment  has  not 
been  organized,  he  should  be  carried  on  the  headquarters  report 
of  the  commander  whose  staff  officer  he  is  until  such  time  as  thp 
Medical  Department  Detachment  is  organized.  The  same  principle 
would  apply  in  the  case  of  a  battalion  adjutant  in  a  battalion 
which  has  not  as  yet  organized  its  headquarters  company.  The 
name  of  every  officer  should  appear  on  some  report  each  month. 
No  officers  name  should  appear  on  more  than  one  report  for  a 
particular  month.  No  enlisted  men  should  be  shown  on  a  head- 
quarters report. 
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3.  In  order  to  intelligently  present  the  needs  of  the  National 
Guard  to  the  War  Department  and  Congress,  it  is  necessaryHor 
the  Militia  Bureau  to  compile- accurate  statistical  data  with  re- 
gard to  strength,  drill  attendance,  animals,  caretakers,  etc.  The 
basic  information  for  this  compilation  is  obtained  from  the  report 
on  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  100,  about  4,000  of  which  should  be 
received  by  the  Militia  Bureau  each  month  from  the  various  head- 
quarters and  units  comprising  the  entire  National  Guard.  The 
consolidation  of  these  reports  by  organization,  branch  assignment 
and  State  is  a  big  task,  and  only  a  very  limited  clerical  force  is 
available  for  the  work.  Delays  in  submitting  reports,  illegible 
copies  and  incomplete  information  operate  to  greatly  increase  the 
burden.  It  is  requested  that  every  effort  be  made  to  submit  these 
reports  promptly  with  all  the  information  called  for.  It  is  par- 
ticularly important  that  the  branch  and  assignment  of  all  officers 
be  shown  clearly,  as  well  as  their  name  and  rank.  (MB  315  (new) 
Gen.-6). 

II.    Procedure  for  disposing  of  claims  for  hired  animals  killed  or 
injured  at  encampments,  etc. 

1.  The  Comptroller  General  in  a  decision  dated  October  1,  1926, 
(A-13908),  held  that  a  contract  for  the  hiring  of  animals  could 
not  make  the  United  States  an  insurer  of  the  animals ;  it  could 
make  the  United  States  responsible  only  for  ioss  or  injury,  to 
such  animals  while  in  its  possession,  which  results  from  fault  or 
negligence  of  the  National  Guard  in  either  the  use  or  care  of  the 
animals.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  evidence 
accompanying  claims  submitted  for  loss  of  or  damage  to  hired 
animals  often  was  insufficient  to  enable  his^office  to  determine 
whether  or  not  ordinary  care  was  exercised  by  the  National  Guard 
of  the  animals  hired  for  its  use,  and  suggested  that  it  was  desir- 
able to  have  a  detailed  report  made  thereon  by  a  board  of  officers. 

2.  Pending  publication  of  suitable  regulations  governing  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  case  hired  animals  are  lost,  killed  or 
injured  while  in  use  by  the  National  Guard,  the  following  proce- 
dure will  be  followed : 

Claims  for  hired  animals  lost,  killed  or  injured  at  encampments. — 

a.  General. — When  a  hired  animal  is  lost,  dies,  or  is  injured 
while  in  the  service  for  which  it  was  hired,  through  failure  of  the 
National  Guard  to  use  ordinary  care  of  said  animal,  the  owner 
thereof  may  be  reimbursed  from  Federal  funds  for  his  loss.  The 
government  will  make  such  reimbursement  in  those  cases  only  in 
which  it  appears  ordinary  care  was  not  exercised  w"hile  the  animal 
was  used  for  the  purpose  for  which   it  was  hired. 

b.  By  whom  and  when  sudmitted. — If  the  owner  of  an  animal 
»           which  is  lost,  dies,  or  is  injured  under  such  circumstances  desire 

to  submit  a  claim  for  reimbursement  for  said  animal,  such  claim 
will  be  submitted  in  writing  over  his  signature  or  Over  the  signa- 
ture of  his  duly  appointed  attorney-in-fact;  andwhen  such  claim 
is  submitted  over  the  signature  of  an  attorney-in-fact,  it  will  be 
accompanied  by  the  power  of  attorney.  All  facts  and  circum- 
stances in  connection  with  the  loss  sustained,  including  the 
nature,  extent,  date  incurred,  the  agency  by  which  caused  and  the 
amount  of  the  loss  will  be  set  forth  as  far  as  known.  _  It  is  ex- 
pected that  under  ordinary  circumstances  such  a  claim  will  be 
submitted  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time  after  the_  loss,  death, 
or  injury  of  the  animal,  but  in  many  cases  for  various  reasons 
this  will  be  impracticable,  and  the  claim  will  be  submitted  after 
the  close  of  the  encampment.  Such  claims  when  received  will  be 
forwarded  by  the  State  Adjutant  General  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bu- 
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reau,  with  the  original  and  one  copy  of  the  Board's  report  referred 
to  in  paragraph  d  for  submission  to  the  General  Accounting  Office 
for  direct  settlement. 

c.  'Investigation  of.— (1)  Board  appointed.— Whenever  .any 
hired  animal  is  lost,  dies  or  is  injured  under  circumstances  likely 
to  result  in  the  submission  of  a  claim  for  damages,  the,  Command- 
ing Officer  of  National  Guard  troops  having  iurisdiction  will, 
whether  or  not  a  claim  for  loss  of  the  horse  is  submitted,  promptly 
appoint  a  board  of  three  officers  to  investigate  and  report  upon 
the  circumstances  surrounding  its  loss,  death  or  injury. 

(2)  Procedure  of  Board. — Available  witnesses  will  be  examined 
orally,  and  their  evidence,  in  the  form  of  questions  and  answers, 
will  be  reduced  to  writing.  When  witnesses  are  not  available  tor 
oral  examination  their  affidavits  will  be  secured.  All  witnesses  will 
be  sworn.  The  report  of  the  board  will  be  prepared  in  triplicate 
and  will  be  signed  by  all  members  concurring  therein.  Exhibits 
will  be  numbered  consecutively  and  authenticated  by  the  Kecorder, 
who  will  also,  when  necessary  in  order  to  make  all  copies  ot  the 
report  complete,  prepare  authenticated  copies  of  exhibits,  ine 
report  will  set  out  the  following: 

(a)  The  order  appointing  the  board. 

(b)  Place  it  convened. 

(c)  Date  it  convened. 

(d)  Members  present  and  absent. 

(e)  Testimony  of  each  witness  appearing. 

(f)  Notation  of  receipt  in  evidence  and  filing  of.  all  ex- 
hibits including  written  contract  of  hire,  if  such  contract 
was  in  writing,  written  claim  if  made,  affidavits  and  other 
documents.  .  , 

(g)  Findings,  based  on  evidence,  which  will  include, 

(1)  Date,  place  and  cause  of  loss,  death,  or  injury. 

(2)  Immediate  circumstances  under  which  loss,  death, 
or  injury  occurred. 

(3)  Value  of  animal. 

(4)  Was  loss,  death  or  injury  due  to  failure  to  use 
ordinary  care  of  the  animal  for  purpose  for  which  it  was 
hired?    If  so,  through  whose  negligence? 

(5)  Was  loss,  death  or  injury  covered  by  insurance? 

(6)  If  covered  by  insurance,  how  much  is  collectable? 

(7)  Any  other  findings  not  covered  above  which  will 
assist  in  determining  whether  reimbursement  should  be 
made  under  the  specified  clause  of  the  contract. 

(h)  Recommendations  which  will  include — 

(1)  Whether  or  not  reimbursement  should  be  made. 

(2)  If  reimbursement  is  not  recommended,  the  speci- 
fied reason  therefor. 

(3)  If  reimbursement  is  recommended,  the  amount 
thereof. 

d  The  report  of  the  Board  will  be  transmitted  to  the  con- 
vening authority,  who  will  indorse  upon  all  three  copies  of  the 
report  his  action  of  approval  or  disapproval,  if  approval  in  part 
or  disapproval  in  part,  as  the  case  may  require,  including  any  com- 
ment'deemed  appropriate,  with  date  of  action.  He  may  return  the 
report  to  the  Board  for  further  poceedings  before  taking  final  ac- 
tion thereon.  All  three  copies  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State.    If  a  claim  accompanies  these  reports  the 
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State  Adjutant  General  will  forward  the  original  and  one  copy, 
with  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 
If  no  claim  accompanies  the  Board  reports,  all  copies  thereof  -will 
be  retained  by  the  State  Adjutant  General.    (MB  454.1  Gen.-lo)

APPOINTMENT  OF  ADJUTANT  FOR  INFANTRY 
BATTALIONS  IN  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

1.  T.  O.  27-NG.,  approved  February  10,  1925,  prescribes  the 
organization  of  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Company,  In- 
fantry Battalion.  Reference  (y)  of  this  table  aefine-s  the  duties 
of  the  First  Lieutenant,  carried  in  columns  4,  12,  and  lo,  as 
Commanding  Officer,  and  in  addition,  performs  the  duties  of  the 
Battalion  Staff,  one  of  whom  is  the  Adjutant. 

2  Prior  to  the  preparation  of  this  table  the  Adjutant  of  an 
Infantry  Battalion  was  a  Staff  Officer,  and  was  carried  under 
previous  tables— with  the  Major— in  Battalion  Headquarters. 

3  In  the  preparation  of  the  new  Tables  of  Organization,  Na- 
tional Guard,  with  the  limited  personnel  available,  in  order  to 
provide  two  (2)  officers  for  the  Headquarters  Company,  Infantry 
Battalion,  in  accordance  with  a  well-established  Militia  Bureau 
polilCy_"that  at  least  two  (2)  officers  should  'belong  to  each 
Company,  or  similar  unit  of  the  National  Guard,  to  insure  the 
presence,  at  all  drills  and  formations,  of  at  least  one  (1)  officer, 
it  was  necessary  to  transfer  the  assignment  of  this  First  Lieuten- 
ant from  "Headquarters"  to  "Headquarters  Company,  and  to 
provide  for  the  performance  of  his  staff  functions,  in  addition 
to  his  company  duties. 

4  When  a  Headquarters  Company,  Infantry  Battalion  has 
been  organized  and  extended  Federal  recognition  as  a  National 
Guard  organization,  the  status  of  this  officer  is  as  prescribed  in 
T  O  27-NG.  approved  February  10,  1925,  and  by  M.  B.  Circular 
No.  11,  dated  March  24,  1925. 

5.  When  authority  for  the  organization  of  a  Headnaarters 
Oomnanv  Infantry  Battalion,  within  a  State  to  which  such 
Sttis  allotted,  is'withhetd  by  the  Militia  Bureau  or  w hen,  for 
sufficient  reasons  the  organization  of  such  unit  is  not  desirec 
bv  that  State  the  appointment  of  the  Adjutant  of  such  an  in 
fLtvv  Battal  on  is  authorized,  provided  Federal  recognition  has 
beenryex?eS°?o  "the11  Headquarters  thereof  While  serving .  as 
Adiutant  Infantry  Battalion,  under  this  authority,  the  status 
of  sudf  officer  wifj  be  that  of  a  Staff  Officer,  and  will  entitle 
him  to  pay  as  a  First  Lieutenant  "not  belonging'  to  an  orgam- 
zation. 
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6.  "Under  this  authority  State  Adjutants  General,  in  recom- 
mending an  officer  for  appointment  as  Battalion  Adjutant,  should 
have  in  mind  the  eventual  organization  of  the  Battalion  Head- 
quarters Company  and  its  location,  bearing  in  mind  also  that 
when  the  Headquarters  Company  is  organized  the  Adjutant  be- 
comes Company  Commander  thereof.  The  appointment  of  an 
officer  whose  residence  is  in  a  different  locality  than  that  of 
such  unit  later  to  be  organized,  would  entail  complications  which 
would  necessitate  the  withdrawal  of  recognition  from  the  officer 
appointed  under  this  authority.  (M.B.210.1-Inf-Gen-1).

II.    Priming  cups  for  motor  vehicles,  use  of  discontinued. 

1.  The  use  of  priming  cups  on  engines  of  Standard  Army 
Motor  Vehicles  will  be  discontinued.  When  replacement  is  re- 
quired, there  will  be  substituted  therefor,  threaded  plugs  to  fit 
the  priming  cup  holes  in  the  cylinder  heads.  QM-451.01  T.M.

III.  Evidence  required  to  shoio  condition  of  motor  vehicles 
placed  on  Report  of  Survey. 

1.  The  degree  of  unserviceability  must  be  shown  for  each 
Motor  Vehicle  placed  on  Report  of  Survey ;  this  is  determined 
from  the  Motor  Vehicle  Inspection  Report,  Form  Q.  M.  C.  246, 
(old  Form  No.  562),  submitted  with  the  Report  of  Survey  as 
an  exhibit.  When  it  is  found  impracticable  to  accomplish  this 
form  (Q.  M.  C.  246),  due  to  the  fact  that  the  services  of  a 
technical  inspector  or  mechanic  are  not  available,  a  certificate  by 
the  responsible  officer  to  the  effect  that  the  services  of  a  technical 
inspector  or  mechanic  are  not  available,  and  that  in  his  opinion 
the  cost  of  the  repairs  will  exceed  thirty-five  per  cent  of  the 
original  cost  of  the  vehicle  may  De  submitted  in  lieu  thereof.  The 
statement  of  findings  as  made  by  the  Surveying  Officer  should 
also  show  that  it  is  found  that,  "the  cost  of  repairs  will  exceed 
thirty -five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  vehicles."  (MB  143.8  QM, 
Gen.-l).

1  AUTHORITY. — a.  Approval  by  Secretary  of  War.  No  ex- 
penditure exceeding  $500.00  will  be  made  upon  any  building,  struc- 
ture, system,  or  grounds  at  any  time  without  the  approval  ot  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

6.  Reservation  of  Funds  by  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  No  ex- 
penditure of  any  amount  will  be  made  without  the  authority  ot  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  by  the  issuance  of  Militia  Bureau  Reser- 
vation of  Funds.

B.  Cir.  No.  5,  Feb.  12,  1926,  and  M.  B.  Cir.  No.  9,  Feb.  24,  1926). 

6  Action  by  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  The  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
will  advise  State  Adjutants  General  by  letter  of  action  taken  on 
such  estimates,  as  follows : 

(1)  Projects  approved  for  immediate  construction. 

(2)  Projects  approved  for  construction  when  funds  become 
available. 

(3)  Items  not  approved  on  account  of  lack  of  sufficient  data 

(4)  Items  disapproved  for  pertinent  reasons. 

c.  Projects  not  exceeding  $500.00.  When  the  aggregate  of  the 
amount  involved  under  (1)  and  (2)  above,  does  not  exceed  $500.00. 
Militia  Bureau  Reservation  of  Funds  will  be  issued  at  time  of 
approval,  or  when  funds  become  available.  The  following  para- 
graphs of  this  circular  govern  in  such  cases:

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3.  REQUEST  FOR  APPROVAL  OF  PLANS  AND  SPECIFI- 
CATIONS— Upon  receipt  of  approval  of  projects,  or  other  action 
under  Par.  2,  State  Adjutants  General  will  forward  to  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  the  following : 

a.  Projects  approved  for  immediate  construction.  One  set  of 
plans  and  specifications,  if  not  already  furnished,  together  with 
request  for  authority  to  advertise  and  copy  of  proposed  advertise- 
ment^  in  quadruplicate,  except  in  case  the  project  is  for  repairs, 
or  other  work,  for  which  plans  and  specifications  are  not  practic- 
able a  detailed  statement  of  proposed  work  should  be  forwarded 
if  not  already  furnished.    (See  Par.  6b). 

b.  Projects  approved  for  construction  when  funds  become  avail- 
able. The  action  prescribed  under  a  above,  will  be  taken  when 
notified  that  funds  are  available  for  the  project. 

c.  Projects  not  approved  on  account  of  lack  of  sufficient  data. 
A  corrected  estimate  will  be  submitted. 

4.  METHOD  OF  INVITING  BIDS  FOR  APPROVED  PRO- 
JECTS.— Upon  receipt  from  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  of  approval 
of  plans  and  specifications  for  items  under  paragraphs  3a  and  3b, 
above,  competition  will  be  invited  by  the  United  States  Property 
and  Disbursing  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  National  Guard  Contract- 
ing Officer,  from  as  many  competing  contractors  as  the  circum- 
stances will  permit.    Bids  will  be  invited  as  follows : 

a.  Where  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  involved  does  not  exceed 
$500.00,  by  distribution  of  invitations  for  bids,  among  prospective 
bidders ;  by  posting  invitations  for  bids  in  public  places ;  and  bv 
mailing  copy  of  invitations  for  bids  to  U.  S.  GOVERNMENT 
ADVERTISER,  511  Eleventh  Street,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C. 
(Par.  7). 

b.  Where  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  involved  exceeds  $500.00 
by  advertising  in  newspapers,  in  addition  to  the  methods  prescribed 
in  a  above.    (See  Pars.  6  and  7). 

c.  Where  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  involved  exceeds  $500.00 
and  the  requirement  to  advertise  in  newspapers  is  waived  by  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  the  procedure  under  a  above,  will  be 
followed. 

5.  PROCEDURE  WITHOUT  COMPETITION.  Procurement 
of  supplies  or  engagement  of  services  without  competition  is  author- 
ized in  the  following  cases,  but  when  the  amount  involved  is  more 
than  $500.00,  the  approval  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  must  be 
secured  in  advance. 

a.  When  the  aggregate  amount  of  supplies  or  services  to  be 
procured  does  not  exceed  $500.00,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Con- 
tracting Officer  no  advantage  can  be  gained  to  the  Government 
by  securing  competition  through  the  distribution  of  invitations 
for  bids.  Such  procurements  will  not  be  made  in  small  amounts 
from  time  to  time  when  a  reasonable  degree  of  foresight  would 
indicate  that  larger  quantities  can  be  procured  to  advantage^  by 
resorting  to  competition  through  the  distribution  of  invitations 
for  bids. 

b.  Under  exigency  of  the  service  which  existed  prior  to  the 
order  and  would  not  admit  of  the  delay  incident  to  advertising 
in  newspapers,  or  by  distribution  of  invitations  for  bids. 

c.  Under  a  formal  contract  for  construction,  there  arises  a 
necessity  for  additional  work  practicable  of  performance  only  by 
the  contractor.

d  The  articles  wanted  are  patent  or  copyrighted  and  not  on 
sale  by  dealers  but  by  the  owners  of  the  patent  or  copyright, 
or  their  agents  or  assigns  alone,  at  a  fixed  and  uniform  price. 

c.  There  is  only  one  dealer,  within  a  practicable  distance  from 
whom  the  articles  can  be  obtained. 

f.  Prices  or  rates  are  fixed  by  legislation,  either  Federal,  State, 
or  municipal;  or  by  competent  regulation. 

g.  Previous  advertising  for  the  identical  purchase  has  been 
followed  by  the  receipt  of  no  proposals  or  only  of  such  as  we 
unreasonable,  and  under  circumstances  indicating  that  turtner 
advertising  would  not  alter  results. 

6  COMPETITION  BY  ADVERTISING  IN  NEWSPAPERS— 
a.  General.  No  official  advertisement  will  be  published  m  any j  news- 
paper except  under  prior  written  authority  special  or  general  "om 
the  Secretary  of  War.  Special  authority  authorizes  the  Publication  of 
a  single  advertisement  a  specified  number  of  times  m  a  desiBnatea 
newspaper  or  newspapers.  General  authority  authorizes  the _ publi- 
cation, during  a  fiscal  year,  in  designated  newspapers ,  of: such 
advertisements  for  proposals  as  may  be  required  by  the  duties  or 
officers  engaged  in  making  frequent  purchases  or  contracts.  All 
authority  to  advertise  will  be  granted  to  the  office,  not  to  the 
officer.  In  making  application  for  authority  to  advertise,  officers 
will  specify  the  newspapers  in  which  it  is  deemed  advantageous 
to  advertise.  Due  economy  both  as  to  the  number  of  newspapers 
and  as  to  the  number  of  insertions  will  be  observed  by  all  officers, 
whether  advertising  under  special  or  general  authority,  no  greater 
number  being  used  in  any  case  than  may  be  necessary  to  give 
proper  and  sufficient  public  notice. 

6  Request  for  authority  to  advertise.  Requests  for  authority 
to  advertise  will  be  made  on  W.  D.  Form  No.  1,  in  quadruplicate, 
except  that  in  case  of  great  emergency,  the  nature  of  which  will 
be  stated,  authority  to  advertise  may  be  requested  by  telegraph. 
The  written  authority  of  the  head  of  the  department  required  by 
section  3828,  Revised  Statutes,  for  publishing  in  any  newspaper 
any  advertisement,  notice,  or  proposal  is  required  to  be  given  betore 
publication  thereof,  and  a  subsequent  approval  or  ratincation  win 
not  legalize  publication  without  such  previous  authority,  o  Oomp. 
Dec.  166. 

c.  Readvertising.  When  necessary  to  readvertise,  owing  to  re- 
jection of  proposals  received  in  accordance  with  a  special  auth- 
ority to  advertise,  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  must  be 
obtained,  as  in  the  first  instance:  the  approval  of  the  original 
authority  to  advertise  does  not  confer  authority  to  readvertise. 

d  Insertions.  Ordinarily  advertisements  will  be  given  six  in- 
sertions in  daily  or  four  in  weekly  papers.  When  more  than  10 
days  are  to  intervene  between  the  date  of  the  first  publication  and 
the  date  of  opening,  those  in  daily  newspapers  inviting  proposals 
will  at  once  be  given  four  consecutive  insertions,  and  immediately 
before  the  date  of  opening  two  consecutive  insertions..  In  case 
of  emergency  advertisements  may  be  given  one  or  more  insertions, 
as  time  and  circumstances  permit. 

e.  Time  allowed.  Advertisements  in  newspapers  will,  as  a  rule, 
allow  30  days  to  intervene  between  date  of  first  publication  and 
date  of  opening  of  bids.  If  necessity  requires,  a  shorter  period 
may  be  allowed,  but  no  period  of  less  than  10  days  will  be  desig- 
nated except  in  case  of  emergency.  No  officer  will  authorize  the 
publication  of  an  advertisement  beyond  the  morning  of  the  day  on 
which  the  sale  or  opening  of  bids  is  to  occur,  and  no  payments 
will  be  made  for  continuing  such  publication  beyond  the  period 
authorized. 
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/.  Preparation  of  advertisements.  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officers  will  observe  conciseness  in  wording  advertise- 
ments, and  the  matter,  including  the  heading,  must  be  set  up  close 
in  one  paragraph,  without  dash  or  blank  lines,  leading  or  display, 
and  in  type  no  larger  that  that  ordinarily  used  in  advertisements. 
Dates  should  be  omitted  from  headings.  It  is  not  necessary  to  pub- 
lish the  conditions  usually  imposed  upon  bidders  and  contractors ; 
a  statement  that  thev  will  be  furnished  on  application  will  suffice. 
Names  or  titles  of  signing  officers  should  not  appear  in  advertise- 
ments. The  following  is  a  sample  of  advertisement  set  up  in 
accordance  with  these  requirements : 

BIDS  FOR  CONSTRUCTION— Office  of  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  for  North  Carolina,  Raleigh, 
N.  0.  Sealed  proposals  in  triplicate  will  be  received  here 
until  12  m.,  January  20,  1927,  and  then  opened,  for  construc- 
tion of  administration  building  at  Camp  Glenn,  Morehead 
City,  N.  C.    Further  information  on  application. 

Any  unnecessary  expense  to  the  Government  resulting  from  failure 
to  observe  the  requirements  of  this  paragraph  may  be  made  a 
charge  against  the  pay  of  the  officer  responsible  therefor. 

g.  Information  to  be  furnished  by  newspapers.  Newspapers 
officially  designated  for  publishing  War  Department  and  Army 
advertisements  are  required  to  forward  to  the  Assistant  and  Chief 
Clerk  of  the  War  Department  sworn  statements  of  the  commercial 
rates  charged  by  them  to  individuals,  with  their  usual  discounts, 
and  of  any  changes  made  in  the  same.  These  statements  will  give 
the  size  of  type  used  in  the  advertisements  and  show  whether  the 
charges  are  made  by  the  inch,  line,  square,  or  folio,  the  rate  for 
the  first  and  subsequent  insertions,  and,  if  by  the  square  or  folio, 
the  number  of  lines  or  words  constituting  a  square  or  folio.  Frac- 
tional parts  of  an  inch,  square,  or  folio  will  be  paid  for  at  pro- 
portionate rates.  Line  rates  are  preferred,  as  they  offer  fewer 
opportunities  for  mistakes  and  misunderstandings  in  the  settle- 
ment of  bills. 

h.  Vouchers  Vouchers  covering  bills  for  advertising  in  news- 
papers must  prior  to  payment,  be  submited  to  the  Assistant  and 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  War  Department.  They  will  be  prepared  on 
W.  D.  Public  Form  No.  343,  and  forwarded  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  printed  thereon.  A  disbursing  officer  is  not  authorized 
to  pay  bills  for  newspaper  advertising  when  he  is  satisfied  that 
the  price  exceeds  the  commercial  rates  charged  to  private  indi- 
viduals, with  the  usual  discounts,  notwithstanding  the  affidavit  of 
the  proprietors  of  the  newspaper  to  the  contrary.  (1)  Comp. 
Dec.  312).

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9.  OPENING  AND  RECORDING  BIDS — a.  Opening  of  Bids. 
Bids  will  be  opened  and  read  aloud  at  the  time  and  place  "appointed 
for  the  opening  (bidders  having  the  right  to  be  present)^  and  each 
bid  will  then  and  there  be  numbered  and  entered  oH  an  abstract. 

b.  Bids  to  be  numbered  as  vouchers  to  abstracts.  Bids  will 
be  separately  numbered  as  vouchers  to  the  abstracts  of  bids. 

c.  Abstracts  to  be  numbered.  Abstracts  of  bids  will  bear  serial 
numbers  to  permit  accurate  identification,  and  to  permit  veri- 
fication of  receipts  of  all  abstracts  prepared  by  any  one  Contract- 
ing Officer. 

d.  Inclosures  to  abstracts.  A  copy  of  the  newspaper  adver- 
tisement and  invitation  for  bid  will  be  attached  to  the  abstract  of 
bids,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  abstract  prepared  for  the  Adver- 
tising Register.  (See  Par.  8).  When  solicitation  for  bids  gave 
less  than  10  days  notice,  the  emergency  which  existed  must  be 
recorded  in  the  abstract  of  bids.  The  reasons  for  award  to  other 
than  lowest  bidder  must  be  stated  on  the  Abstract  of  Bids. 

e.  Method  of  entering  bids  on  abstracts.  Pending  adoption 
of  appropriate  blank  forms,  W.  D.,  QMC  Form  No.  327,  AB- 
STRACT OF  PROPOSAL  will  be  used  by  National  Guard  Con- 
tracting Officers.  Each  bid  will  be  completely  abstracted  before 
another  is  taken  up.  The  items  of  the  bid  or  the  quantities  ot 
different  articles  offered,  prices  at  which  offered,  marks  on  samples, 
and  dates  of  delivery,  will  be  entered  (only  one  bid  on  a  line), 
in  the  proper  columns  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  found  on  the 
bid.  The  designation  of  the  bid,  that  is,  its  "No."  and  "Name  of 
Bidder",  will  be  entered  only  once  on  any  page. 

10.  RECOMMENDATION  OF  AWARD— a.  Award  to  lowest 
bidder.  Except  in  rare  cases,  when  the  United  "States  elects  to 
exercise  the  right  to  reject  bids,  awards  will  be  recommended  to 
the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  provided  that  his  bid  is  reasonable 
and  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  Government  to  accept  it. 

b.  Award  to  other  than  lowest  bidder.  Where  other  than  fhe 
lowest  bid  is  recommended,  a  detailed  statement  as  to  the  reasons 
for  the  acceptance  thereof  will  be  noted  on  the  Abstract  of  Bids. 
(See  Par.  9d,  herein,  and  6  Comp.  Gen.  311). 

c.  Method  of  indicating  aioard  on  abstract.  The  quantity  re- 
commended for  award,  and  price,  will  be  noted  on  the  abstract  of 
bids  (W.  D.,  QMC  Form  327),  in  the  column  marked  'Remarks", 
opposite  the  name  of  the  bidder. 

d.  Recommendation  of  award  to  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  In 
projects  involving  more  than  $500.00,  two  copies  of  abstract  of 
bids  fully  completed,  containing  recommendation  for  award  and 
supported  by  one  copy  of  each  bid  received,  will  be  forwarded 
to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  approval.  Bids  received  for  pro- 
jects involving  $500.00  or  less  need  not  be  submitted  to  the  Militia 
Bureau. 

11.  APPROVAL  OF  AWARD — a.  Action  by  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau.  The  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  will  advise  State  Adjutants 
General  of  his  action  on  the  Contracting  Officer's  recommendation 
of  award.  In  the  event  of  approval  he  will  issue  to  the  State 
Adjutant  General  the  Militia  Bureau  Reservation  of  Funds  to  coyer 
the  amount  of  the  accepted  bid,  (see  Par.  16),  and  will  authorize 
the  Contracting  Officer  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  suc- 
cessful bidder  for  the  performance  of  the  work. 

b.  Action  by  Contracting  Officer.  The  successful  bidder  will 
be  notified  of  award,  either  by  letter  or  telegram,  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  approval  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  as  provided 
in  a  above. 
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12. CONTRACTS,  a.  General.  Agreements  with_ successful  bidders

A  performance  bond  in  the  amount  of  not  less  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  consideration  of  the  contract  is  required 
of  the  contractor  with  every  contract  for  construction  or  repair 
work     Standard  Form  No.y  25,  STANDARD  GOVERNMENT 
FORM  OF  PERFORMANCE  BOND,  will  be  used  in  all  such 
cases. 

d  Appoval  by  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  A  contract  for  con- 
struction and  repair  work  is  not  binding  until  approved  by  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  or  an  officer  designated  by  him.  Immediately 
after  the  execution  of  the  contract  by  the  Contracting  Officer  and 
the  contractor,  the  original,  duplicate,  and  triplicate  number  will 
be  sent  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  approval. 

e  Standard  Forms  part  of  these  regulations.  Standard_Forms 
Nos.  23  and  25,  herein  referred  to  and  all  instructions  printed 
thereon,  become  a  part  of  these  regulations. 

f.  Copies  required.  Each  contract  will  be-  executed  in  three 
numbers  (original  for  contractor  ;  duplicate  for  General  Accounting 
Office:  and  triplicate  for  Chief,  Militia  Bureau),  and  three  true 
copies  thereof  will  be  prepared.  (For  distribution  of  numbers  and 
copies  see  Par.  15). 

a  Abstract  of  agreement.  In  connection  with  each  contract 
there  will  be  prepared  for  attachment  to  the  contract,  Standard 
Form  No.  1036,  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  the  fact  of  compliance  with  law  and  good_  business 
administration  in  respect  to  advertising,  securing  competition,  ac- 
ceptance of  bid  of  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  execution  ot 
a  lawful  agreement.  Reference  will  be  made  to  the  A±5felKAOJ. 
OF  AGREEMENT  on  all  vouchers  covering  payments  under  the 
contract.  The  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT  has  been  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  of  summarizing  in  brief  and  handy  form 
the  contents  of  the  contract  to  which  it  is  attached.  The  printed 
instructions  on  Standard  Form  No.  1036  become  a  part  of  these 
regulations. 

h.  System  of  numbering  contracts.  All  contracts  will,  begin- 
ning with  the  first  contract  issued  on  and  after  this  date,  be  num- 
bered as  follows : 

(1)  The  letter  "W",  to  indicate  War  Department. 

(2)  The  official  code  number  indicating  the  State,  Territory, 
or  District  of  Columbia. 

(3)  The  letters  "mb,"  to  indicate  Militia  Bureau,  followed 
by  a  hyphen  and  the  serial  number  of  the  contract  com- 
mencing with  No.  1,  and  continuing  in  succession  indefinite- 
ly without  reference  to  fiscal  year. 

Example:  W  16  mb-10,  indicates  the  tenth  contract  entered 
into  by  the  National  Guard  Contracting  Officer  for  Alabama. 

Note :  Contracts  for  construction  projects  and  contracts  for 
the  procurement  of  supplies  are  numbered  in  the  same  series. 
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i  Evidence  of  loicest  bid.  In  cases  where  the  lowest  bid  has 
been  accepted  the  Contracting  Officer  will  attach  to  the  number 
of  the  contract  for  the  General  Accounting  Office  a  certificate  ot 
this  fact.    (See  also  Par.  106.). 

13.  PURCHASE  ORDERS,  a.  General.  Agreements  wiTEii 
successful  bidders  for  construction  and  repair  work  involving  J>t>UU.- 
00  or  less,  will,  pending  the  adoption  of  appropriate  blank  forms, 
be  executed  on  W.  D.  QMC  Form  No.  308,  PURCHASE  ORDER. 

b.  Bond.  The  requirement  of  a  performance  bond  is  optional 
with  the  Contracting  Officer. 

c.  Approval.  Purchase  orders  do  not  require  the  approval  of 
the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

d.  Copies  required.  Each  purchase  order  will  be  prepared  in 
triplicate.     (For  distribution  of  copies  see  Par.  15). 

e  Abstract  of  agreement.  In  connection  with  each  purchase 
order  there  will  be  prepared  for  attachment  Standard  Form  JNo. 
1036,  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT,  as  provided  in  Par.  \lg, 
herein. 

/  System  of  numbering  purchase  orders.  There  is  no  prescribed 
method  of  numbering  purchase  orders  issued  for  construction  ana- 
repair  work  involving  $500.00  or  less. 

14  PROCUREMENT  BY  "PURCHASE  AND  HIRE"  METH- 
OD '  a  Definition.  "Purchase  and  hire"  method  of  construction 
is  defined  as  the  method  whereby  material  and  supplies  are  pro- 
cured with  or  without  competition,  and  the  work  is  performed  by 
the  hire  of  day  labor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Contracting 
Officer. 

b  Projects  not  exceeding  $500.00.  Where  the  aggregate  of  the 
amount  involved  does  not  exceed  $500.00,  this  method  may  be  em- 
ployed whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Contracting  Officer  no 
advantage  can  be  gained  to  the  Government  by  procuring  the  ser- 
vices of  a  contractor. 

c  Projects  exceeding  $500.00.  Where  the  aggregate  of  the 
amount  involved  exceeds  $500.00,  this  method  will  not  be  employed 
without  authority  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  Whenever  m 
such  cases,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Contracting  Officer  that  an 
advantage  can  be  gained  to  the  Government  by  the  employment  ot 
this  method,  all  facts  supporting  such  opinion  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  his  action.  Generally,  such 
opinion  .cannot  be  supported  until  it  is  found  that  bids  received 
in  competition  are  excessive,  and  in  such  cases  as  itemization  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  employment  of  labor  and  procurement  ot 
material  and  supplies  will  be  submitted,  together  with  bids  re- 
ceived for  the  project.  In  any  case,  the  procurement  of  supplies 
and  material  must  be  accomplished  by  competition,  unless  the 
amount  involved  and  the  existing  conditions  justify  procurement 
without  competition.

CIRCULAR  NO.  5 

A"3  February  23,  1927. 

CHANGES  IN  NATIONAL  GUARD  REGULATIONS  GOV- 
ERNING PAY  OF  OFFICERS  NOT  BELONGING  TO 
ORGANIZATIONS. 

1  On  January  18,  1927,  the  Secretary  of  War  approved  NGR 
45  and  NGR  58.  These  pamphlets  are  to  be  published  and  dis- 
tributed in  the  near  future.  Pending  the  publication  and  distri- 
bution! of  these  pamphlets,  the  following  provisions  thereof  are 
published  as  changes  to  the  indicated  paragraphs  of  National 
Guard  Regulations  1922,  and  will  become  effective  April  1,  19^7. 

a.  Rescind  paragraphs  445  (i),  (j),  (k)  449 ,  452  NGR  1922, 
as  amended  by  Changes  No.  14  and  substitute  therefor. 

APPROPRIATE  DUTIES  FOR  OFFICERS  NOT  BELONG- 
ING TO  ORGANIZATIONS.  "Appropriate  duties  referred  to 
in  Section  109,  National  Defense  Act,  for  general  and  field  othcers, 
and  captains  and  lieutenants  not  belonging  to  companies,  are 
those  various  military  duties  prescribed  by  law  find  regulations, 
and  those  assigned  from  time  to  time  by  proper  military  authority 
While  the  appropriate  duties  of  general  and  field  othcers,  and 
captains  and  lieutenants  not  belonging  to  companies,_  should 
ordinarily  pertain  to  the  officer's  grade,  branch  or  assignment, 
attendance  at  the  assemblies  of  line  companies,  or  other  organiza- 
tions, for  participation  in  training  or  imparting  special  instruc- 
tions tends  to  add  to  the  military  knowledge  of  such  othcers, 
and  where  the  assignment  of  such  duties  is  authorized  by  proper 
military  authority,  the  duties  so  assigned  may  be  considered 
appropriate  duties  within  the  meaning  of  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions. The  aggregate  of  these  appropriate  duties  for  any  given 
period  of  time  will  be  commensurate  with  those  training  duties 
required  by  law  for  officers  belonging  to  companies.  They  are 
exclusive  of  the  "Administrative  functions"  specifically  referred 
to  in  Section  109,  National  Defense  Act,  and  set  forth  m  para- 
graph 67  herein. 

Note:  This  paragraph  sets  up  the  requirements  for  the 
classes  of  officers  mentioned  on  the  basis  of  their  "appro- 
priate duties"  as  prescribed  in  the  paragraph. 

I.  Rescind  paragraph  928  (b),  (c),  (f)  NGR  1922  asamended 
by  Changes  No.  9,  14  and  16,  and  paragraph  929,  NGR  1»« 
as  amended  by  Changes  No.  14  and  16,  and  substitute  theretor: 

OFFICERS  ABOVE  THE  GRADE  OF  CAPTAIN.  For 
satisfactory  performance  of  his  appropriate  duties,  as  defined  an 
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Par  21  NGR  45  and  evidenced  by  the  authorized  certificate  on 
a  pay  roll  (see  NGR  59),  each  officer  above  the  grade  of  captain, 
in  armory  drill  pay  status,  shall  receive  armory  drill  pay  at 
the  rate  of  .$500.00  per  year,  computed  on  the  basis  of  one- 
twelfth  annual  pay  per  month. 

OFFICERS  BELOW  THE  GRADE  OF  MAJOR  NOT  BE- 
LONGING TO  ORGANIZATIONS.  For  satisfactory  perform- 
ance of  his  appropriate  duties,  as  defined  in  Par.  21,  NGR  45 
and  evidenced  by  the  authorized  certificate  on  a  pay  roll  (see 
NGR  59)  each  officer  below  the  grade  of  major,  not  belonging  to 
an  organization,  in  armory  drill  pay  status,  shall  receive  armory 
drill  pay  at  the  rate  per  month  of  four-thirtieths  of  the  monthly 
base  pay  of  his  grade  stated  in  paragraph  4  above. 

Note:  Since  the  certificates  of  the  instructor  is  the  deter- 
mining factor  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  pay  for  which 
an  officer  of  the  classes  indicated  has  qualified,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  instructors  to  determine  the  percentage  of  ap- 
propriate duties  which  have  been  satisfactorily  performed 
under  the  new  provisions.    For  example: 

Once  the  duty  has  been  determined  to  have  been  "ap- 
propriate" under  par.  21,  NGR  45,  the  instructor  must 
determine  as  to  its  satisfactory  performance  over  any  given 
period  of  time.  If  duties  were  assigned  for  the  period 
of  one  month  and  were  "satisfactorily  performed"  for 
one  half  of  that  period  the  officer  would  be  qualified  in 
50  per  cent  of  his  appropriate  duties,  and  entitled  to  but 
50  per  cent  of  his  maximum  pay.  If  the  duties  were  per- 
formed for  half  a  month  but  were  not  satisfactorily  per- 
formed during  even  that  time,  the  officer  would  not  have 
qualified  in  any  of  his  duties  and  would  therefore  not  be 
entitled  to  any  pay. 

2.  Another  point  to  be  borne  in  mind  is  that  pay  for  officers 
below  the  grade  of  major  not  belonging  to  organizations  accrues 
from  day  to  day.  Since  the  maximum  is  four-thirtieths  of  the 
base  pay  of  the  grade,  if  an  officer  is  in  an  armory  drill 
pay  status  for  the  entire  month  and  satisfactorily  performs  his 
appropriate  duties  during  that  time,  he  is  entitled  to  all  of  his 
pay.  If,  however,  he  is  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status  for  but 
16  days  in  the  month,  but  satisfactorily  performs  his  appropriate 
duties  during  those  16  days  he  is  entitled  to  sixteen-thirtieths  of 
four-thirtieths  of  his  base  pay.  Again,  if  he  is  in  an  armory 
drill  pay  status  for  16  days  and  it  is  determined  that  he  satis- 
factorily performs  his  appropriate  duties  during  but  one  half  that 
time,  he  is  entitled  to  but  50  per  cent  of  sixteen-thirtieths  of 
four-thirtieths  of  his  base  pay. 

3.  It  is  believed  that  by  liberalizing  the  requirements  for 
qualification  for  pay  for  officers  not  belonging  to  organizations 
many  of  the  difficulties  heretofore  encountered  will  be  removed.

1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  uniform  system  of  credits  for 
hours  of  duty  performed  by  officers  of  the  Officers'  Reserve* 
Corps,  not  members  of  the  federally  recognized  National  Guard  as  a 
requisite  for  re-appointment  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  (Sec.  VI,  AG  .008  ORC  (5-8-26) 
Res.,  dated  January  10,  1927),  the  following  shedule  of  credits 
will  govern :

Subject:  "Flying  Pay"— Extracts  of  the  Executive  Order  of  March 
'll,  1927. 

To:  Corps  Area  Commanders.  State  Adjutants  General,  Instructors 
and  Air  Corps  Personnel  Concerned. 

1  On  March  11,  1927,  the  President  issued  an  Executive  Order 
in  furtherance  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  2  1926,  relative 
to  increased  pav  for  personnel  of  the  Army,  Navy  Marine  Corps, 
Coast  Guard  and  National  Guard  when  by  orders  of  competent  au- 
thority they  are  required  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently 
in  aerial  flights.    Section  6  of  the  Act  above  mentioned  says  m  part : 

"*  *  *  Officers  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National 
Guard  participating  in  exercises  or  performing  duties  provided  for 
by  Sections  92  94,  97  and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  as 
amended,  shall  receive  an  increase  of  50  per  centum  of  their  pay 
when  by  orders  of  competent  authority  they  are  required  to  par- 
ticipate "regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights." 

2  The  Executive  Order  in  furtherance  of  the  above  Act  is  effec- 
tive for  the  National  Guard  on  April  1.  1927,  and  some  of  its 
provisions  will  appear  finallv  in  appropriate  sections  of  N  bK  4b  ana 
58.      Pending  publication  of  these  regulations  certain  paragraphs  ot  tiie 
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Executive  Order  are  quoted  below  with  explanatory  notes.  They 
are  numbered  as  they  are  in  the  Executive  Order  but  are  rearranged 
to  bring  out  in  more  connected  form  the  specific  requirements  tor 
the  National  Guard,  and  are  published  herein  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

Classes  Entitled  to  Flight  Pay— "Par.  9.  Officers,  warrant 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  who  come  within 
the  following  classes  will  be  considered  as  on  duty  requiring 
them  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights 
and  no  further  orders  requiring  participation  regularly  and 
frequently  in  aerial  flights  will  be  rendered  for  those  enumerated 
in  (a),  (b),  (c)  and  (e)  : 

(a)  Officers  and  warrant  officers  belonging  to  Air  Corps  or- 
ganizations of  the  National  Guard  who  by  applicable  tables  of 
organization  are  classified  pilots  or  observers. 

(b)  Enlisted  men  belonging  to  Air  Corps  organizations  of  the 
National  Guard  who  by  applicable  tables  of  organization  are 
classified  as  flight  chiefs,  crew  chiefs,  or  master  photographers. 

fc)  Officers  of  the  Medical  Corps  attached  to  Air  Corps  or- 
ganizations of  the  National  Guard,  who  by  applicable  tables  of 
organization  are  classified  as  flight  surgeons. 

fd)  In  addition  to  the  above,  such  officers,  warrant  officers 
and  enlisted  men  belonging  to  or  attached  to  Air  Corps  organiza- 
tions of  the  National  Guard  as  may  be  detailed  to  such  duty  by 
written  orders  issued  by  the  senior  Air  Corps  commander  of 
each  State :  Provided,  that  the  number  of  additional  enlisted 
men  so  detailed  in  any  organization  shall  not  exceed  10  per 
centum  of  the  maintenance  enlisted  strength  of  such  organiza- 
tion including  attached  personnel. 

fe)  Officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men,  who,  under 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  are  in  attendance  at  a  course 
of  instruction  in  aircraft  pilot  duties,  aircraft  observer  duties,  or 
flight  surgeon  duties  at  a  service  school." 

Aerial  Flight. — "Par.  1  (f).  The  term  'aerial  flight'  is  de- 
fined as  a  journey  in  an  aircraft.  It  begins  when  the  aircraft 
takes  off  from  rest  at  any  point  of  support  and  terminates  when 
it  next  comes  to  a  complete  stop  at  a  point  of  support." 

Flying  at  Field  or  Supplemental  Training. — "Par.  10.  For 
personnel  of  the  *  *  *  National  Guard  when  participating  in  exer- 
cises or  performing  duties  provided  for  by  Sections  94,  97  and  99 
of  the  National  Defense  Act  as  amended,  who  are  required  by 
competent  authority  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in 
aerial  flights,  the  following  requirements  are  prescribed :  Pro- 
vided, that  any  officer,  warrant  officer  or  enlisted  man  who  has 
been  required  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial 
flights  bv  orders  of  competent  authority  and  who  as  a  result  of 
such  orders  has  participated  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial 
flights,  as  defined  in  this  Executive  Order,  and  who  subse- 
quently becomes  incapacitated  for  flying  by  reason  of  an  avia- 
tion accident  shall  not  be  required  to  perform  such  aerial 
flights  during  such  incapacity  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
months  following  the  date  of  said  accident : 

(a)  During  one  calendar  10  flights  totaling  at  least  3 
month  :  hours,  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  be  in 

the  air  a  total  of  4  hours. 

(b)  During  2  consecutive  20  flights  totaling  at  least  6 
calendar  months,  hours,  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  be  in 
when  the  requirements      the  air  a  total  of  8  hours.

above,  have  not  been 
met. 
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(c)  During  3  consecutive       30    flights    totaling    at    least  9 
calendar      months,      hours,  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  be  in 
when    the    require-      the  air  a  total  of  12  hours."

not  been  met. 

"Par.  10  (d).  For  fractions  of  a  calendar  month  the  number 
of  aerial  flights  and  the  time  in  the  air  required  shall  bear 
the  same  ratio  to  the  number  of  flights  and  the  time  in  the  air 
required  for  a  full  calendar  month  as  the  period  in  question 
bears  to  a  full  calendar  month." 

"Par.  10  (e).  For  fractions  of  two  consecutive  calendar 
months  the  period  in  question  shall  be  considered  as  a_  unit  and 
the  number  of  aerial  flights  and  time  in  the  air  required  shall 
bear  the  same  ratio  to  the  number  of  aerial  flights  and  time  in 
the  air  required  for  a  full  calendar  month  as  the  period  in 
question  bears  to  a  full  calendar  month." 

"Note  :    The  above  requirements  for  any  particular  period 
may  be  met  at  any  time  during  such  period." 

Flying  at  Armory  Drills. — "Par.  11.  Each  officer,  warrant  of- 
ficer or  enlisted  man  of  the  National  Guard  who  is  in  an  armory 
drill  pay  status  and  who  is  required  to  participate  regularly  and 
frequently  in  aerial  flights  shall  make  at  least  4  aerial  flights 
totaling  72  minutes,  or  be  in  the  air  in  lieu  thereof  a  total  of  96 
minutes  during  a  calendar  month." 

"Par.  11  (a).  Such  required  flights  may  be  made  at  ordered 
drills  of  the  Air  Corps  organization  to  which  such  officer,  war- 
rant officer  or  enlisted  man  belongs  or  is  attached,  or  when  so 
authorized  by  the  senior  Air  Corps  commanding  officer  of  the 
State,  at  any  time  during  the  calendar  month  in  question." 

"Par.  11  (b).  For  fractions  of  a  calendar  month,  the  number 
of  aerial  flights  and  the  time  in  the  air  required  shall  bear  the 
same  ratio  to  the  number  of  flights  and  the  time  in  the  air 
required  for  a  full  calendar  month  as  the  period  in  question 
bears  to  the  entire  month." 

"Par.  11  (c).  The  duties  prescribed  above  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  any  other  duty  or  duties  which  may  be  required  of  such 
officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  while  in  attendance  at 
assemblies  for  drill  and  instruction,  and  while  participating  in 
exercises  or  performing  duties  provided  for  by  Sections  94,  97 
and  99  of  the  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended." 

"Note  :    The  above  requirements  for  any  particular  period 
may  be  met  at  any  time  during  such  period." 

Aviation  Accident. — "Par.  1  (j).  The  term  'aviation  accident' 
as  used  in  these  regulations  shall  be  construed  to  mean  an  acci- 
dent in  which  an  officer,  warrant  officer  or  enlisted  man  who  is 
required  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights 
is  iniured  while  an  occupant  of  an  aircraft  or  as  the  result  of 
jumping  from,  being  thrown  from  or  being  struck  by  an  air- 
craft or  any  part  or  auxiliary  thereof." 

Suspensions. — "Par.  12.  A  commanding  officer  shall  suspend 
from  flying,  any  officer,  warrant  officer,  or  enlisted  man  under 
his  command,  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  unfit  for  flying,  except  as 
a  result  of  an  aviation  accident.  Such  action  shall  be  reported 
with  the  reasons  therefor  for  confirmation  to  the  authority  who 
issued  the  order  requiring  the  officer,  warrant  officer  or  enlisted 
man  to  participate  regularly  and  frequently  in  aerial  flights.  Tke 
confirmation  of  such  action  shall  have  the  effect  of  suspending 
the   order   to   participate   regularly    and    frequently    in  aerial 
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nights  of  the  officer,  warrant  officerr  or  enlisted  man  concerned 
from  the  date  such  suspension  from  flying  was  made.  When 
any  officer,  warrant  officer  or  enlisted  man  so  suspended  from 
flying,  becomes,  in  the  opinion  of  his  commanding  officer,  again 
fit  for  flying,  the  commanding  officer  shall  revoke  his  suspen- 
sion from  flying  and  such  action  shall  be  reported,  with  reasons 
therefor,  for  confirmation  to  the  authority  who  confirmed  the 
suspension  from  flying;  the  confirmation  of  such  revocation  shall 
have  the  effect  of  terminating  the  suspension  of  the  officer,  war- 
rant officer,  or  enlisted  man  concerned  from  the  date  of  such 
revocation  by  his  commanding  officer.  Provided  that  in  the 
case  of  suspension  from  flying  by  reason  of  sickness  or  injury 
incurred  in  line  of  duty  and  the  suspension  is  subsequently  re- 
moved, such  suspension  shall  be  considered  as  nullified  from  its 
beginning  and  the  individual  concerned  shall  be  entitled  to  in- 
creased pay  for  flying  provided  the  requirements  of  paragraph  10 
above  are  complied  with." 

(Note:  1.  The  above  paragraph,  when  read  in  connection  with 
paragraphs  10  and  11,  means  that,  except  for  incapacity 
resulting  from  an  aviation  accident  which  occurred  while 
undergoing  training  under  Sections  94,  97  or  99,  National 
Defense  Act,  as  amended,  any  individual  shall  be  sus- 
pended by  the  Senior  Air  Corps  Commander  of  the  State 
when  in  his  opinion  he  is  unfit  for  flying.  This  suspen- 
sion, except  for  those  enumerated  in  par.  9  (d)  of  the 
Executive  Order,  must  be  confirmed  by  the  State  Adjutant 
General.  The  exception  in  the  case  of  an  aviation  accident 
is  granted  because  of  the  proviso  in  paragraph  10  which 
expressly  excuses  an  individual  so  injured  from  perform- 
ing the  flights  required  under  the  paragraph. 

a.  Incapacity  Incurred  at  Armory  Training.  (1)  If  an 
individual  is  injured  in  line  of  duty  while  participating  in 
an  aerial  flight  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status,  he  is  entitled 
to  the  pay  and  allowances,  including  hospitalization,  that 
he  would  receive  if  the  injury  were  incurred  while  he  was 
on  field  or  supplemental  training.  (See  par.  8  NGR  62). 
The  injury  so  received  comes  within  the  definition  of 
"aviation  accident"  as  used  in  the  Executive  Order. 
Paragraph  10  requires  "suspensions"  for  all  incapacity 
except  as  a  result  of  an  aviation  accident.  Since  no 
suspensions  can  be  given  as  a  result  of  an  aviation  acci- 
dent, and  since  an  individual  can  "make  up"  flying  only 
when  a  "suspension"  has  been  removed,  it  follows  that 
an  individual  injured  in  an  armory  drill  flight,  although 
entitled  to  pay  and  allowances,  is  not  entitled  to  make  up 
any  flying,  and  therefore  can  not  qualify  for  flying  pay. 

(2)  If  an  injury  was  received  or  sickness  incurred 
while  in  an  armory  drill  pay  status  in  line  of  duty  but 
not  while  participating  in  an  aerial  flight,  and  suspension 
follows,  the  individual  is  not  entitled  to  pay  and  allow- 
ances during  the  period  of  his  incapacity.  Therefore, 
when  the  suspension  is  revoked  as  required  above  he  is 
not  permitted  to  make  up  the  flights  he  was  deprived  of 
making  by  reason  of  his  incapacity  because  "flight  pay" 
is  based  on  a  base  pay  status.  The  suspension,  in  this 
case,  acts  merely  to  release  an  individual  temporarily 
from  requirements  which  he  is  unable  to  meet. 

b.  Incapacity  Incurrend  while  Undergoing  Training  un- 
der Sections  94,  97  or  99,  National  Defense  Act  (Field  or 
Supplemental  Training).  (1)  If  an  individual  is  incapaci- 
tated as  a  result  of  an  aviation  accident,  under  paragraph 
10  above  quoted,  he  is  not  required  to  perform  the  flights 
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required  by  that  paragraph  during  the  period  of  his  in- 
capacity, provided  it  does  not  exceed  three  months  from 
the  date  of  the  injury,  and  during  the  period  of  actual 
incapacity  he  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  includ- 
ing hospitalization  as  authorized  by  par.  8,  NGR  62,  and 
in  addition  the  50  per  cent  increase  authorized  for  flying. 

(3)  If  an  individual  is  incapacitated  by  reason  of  sick- 
ness or  injury  in  line  of  duty  which  does  not  come  within 
the  meaning  of  an  "aviation  accident,"  he  shall  be  sus- 
pended from  flying  by  the  Senior  Air  Corps  Commander 
of  the  State,  the  suspension  to  be  confirmed  by  the  State 
Adjutant  General.  During  the  period  of  incapacity  he 
is  entitled  to  the  pav  and  allowances,  including  hospitaliza- 
tion as  authorized  in  par.  8,  NGR  62.  When  the  suspen- 
sion is  removed  by  the  Senior  Air  Corps  commander  and 
the  removal  confirmed  by  the  State  Adjutant  General,  the 
individual  may  "make  up"  his  flying  by  performing  the 
flights  required  by  paragraph  10,  above  quoted,  and  for 
such  flights  he  shall  receive  the  SO  per  cent  increase  au- 
thorized, which  in  this  case  is  based  on  the  base  pay 
of  his  grade  for  field  or  supplemental  training.) 

Definitions. — "Par.  1  (g).  The  term  'continuous  journey  by 
air'  is  defined  as  any  journey  made  in  an  aircraft  by  orders  of 
competent  authority,  from  and  return  to  the  place  of  initial 
departure  or  to  other  final  destination  specified  in  the  orders, 
which  requires  one  or  more  landings,  provided  that  any  stop, 
except  that  due  to  necessary  delay,  in  any  one  locality  does 
not  exceed  seventy-two  hours." 

"Par.  1  (i).  The  term  'necessary  delay'  is  defined  as  a  delay 
incident  to  one  or  more  of  the  following  conditions  during  a 
continuous  journey  by  air  : 

(1)  Unfavorable  weather  conditions. 

(2)  Necessary  repairs  to  aerial  equipment." 

Allowance. — "Par.  14.  When  traveling  in  a  continuous  jour- 
ney by  air  on  duty  without  troops,  under  competent  orders, 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  not  to  exceed  $8.00  per  day,  shall 
be  paid  to  officers  *  *  *  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  *  *  *  National  Guard.  When  traveling  by  air  under  com- 
petent orders,  to  and  from  encampments  held  under  Section  94, 
National  Defense  Act,  officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  reimbursed  as  provided  herein." 

(Note:  The  Travel  "without  troops''  mentioned  above  is  travel 
"as  individuals  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  97  and 
99,  National  Defense  Act,  as  amended."  Orders  for  travel 
by  air  to  and  from  encampments  held  under  Section  94, 
National  Defense  Act,  and  for  travel  of  individuals  under 
Sections  97  and  99,  National  Defense  Act,  will  be  issued 
by  State  Adjutants  General  upon  receipt  of  approval  for 
such  travel  from  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  Requests  for 
Reservation  of  Funds  will  be  submitted  to  the  Chief,  Mili- 
tia Bureau,  whenever  travel  by  air  to  and  from  encamp- 
ments is  deemed  necessary.  "Travel  by  air"  as  used 
herein  contemplates  a  status  which  authorizes  the  reim- 
bursement of  $8.00  per  day  for  actual  and  necessary 
expenses,  and  requires  the  approval  of  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau.  If  this  approval  is  not  requested  by  the  State 
Adjutant  General  or  if  such  request  is  made  but  is  not 
granted  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  airplanes  may  be 
used  for  travel  but  individuals  so  using  them  are  not 
entitled  to  the  reimbursement  authorized  in  paragraph  14 
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above.  The  items  for  which  reimbursement  is  authorized 
are  now  listed  in  AR  35-4820  and,  together  with  the  pro- 
cedure necessary  to  insure  their  payment  (now  covered 
in  AR  35-1340  and  AR  35-5020),  will  be  quoted  in  NGR 
58  when  finally  approved  for  publication.) 

3.  In  order  to  obtain  the  aerial  flight  pay  authorized  in  the  above 
quoted  paragraphs  of  the  Executive  Order  there  are  certain  require- 
ments for  preparation  of  pay  rolls  and  pay  vouchers  which  must  be 
followed.  These  requirements  are  contained  in  the  paragraphs  quoted 
below,  which  will  appear  in  NGR  59 — "Pay  Rolls  and  their  Prepara- 
tion'-'— when  published,  and  are  given  here  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned. 

"a.  Each  individual  listed  will  be  carried  on  the  pay  roll  with 
the  remark  that  he  is  on  'flying  duty'  and  given  his  flying  rating, 
and  in  the  case  of  individuals  detailed  to  flying  duty,  the  pay 
roll  remark  will  state  that  he  is  on  'flying  duty,'  and  a  certified 
copy  of  the  written  order  detailing  him  will  be  attached." 

"b.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  under  a  above,  a  schedule 
of  flights  will  be  recorded  on  the  pay  roll,  for  each  member  of 
the  National  Guard  entitled  to  aerial  flights  pay.  The  schedule 
of  flights  will  show  the  date,  hour  and  duration  of  each  flight  as 
follows :

"c.  Certificate. — The  following  certificate,  accomplished  by 
the  Air  Corps  commander,  will  be  attached  to  each  pay 
roll  covering  aerial  flights  pay  : 

'I  certify  that  the  officers,  warrant  officers  and  enlisted 
men  listed  hereon  as  on  "flying  duty,"  were,  on  the  dates  on 
which  they  are  credited  with  making  aerial  flights,  not 
under  suspension  from  the  requirement  to  participate  regu- 
larly and  frequently  in  aerial  flights ;  and  that  they  actually 
participated  in  aerial  flights  as  stated  in  the  entries  after 
their  respective  names  (or  attached  hereto)  whenever  aerial 
flights  in  connection  with  Armory  Drills  are  made  at  periods 
other  than  at  ordered  drills,  the  authority  issued  by  the 
Senior  Air  Corps  commander  for  such  flights  should  be  in 
writing,  and  must  be  attached  to  the  pay  roll.'  "

"Several  complaints  have  been  received  in  this  office  relative  to 
the  improper  functioning  of  the  practice  hand  grenades,  Mk  II. 
Failures  so  far  reported  are  primarily  due  to  failure  of  the 
bouchon  and  detonator  assemblies  to  function  properly. 

In  order  that  this  office  may  determine  whether  or  not  the 
complaints  received  to  date  are  generally  representative  of  all 
stocks  of  these  grenades  now  in  use  it  is  requested  that  any  cases 
of  improper  functioning  of  this  type  grenade  within  your  territory 
be  reported  to  this  office  in  detail  in  order  that  steps  may  be 
considered  to  take  the  necessary  corrective  action  in  this  matter."

jj  Lengthening  of  straps  on  artillery  harness. — 1.    All-  loin 

straps  of  both  lead  and  wheel  sets  and  the  hip  straps  of  lead 
sets  of  artillery  harness  now  in  storage  at  posts,  or  m  the  hands 
of  Field  Artillery  organizations  will  be  lengthened  four  inches. 

2  This  change  will  be  made  locally  by  organizations  in  the 
following  manner:  Cut  off  the  pointed  ends  of  straps  (approxi- 
mately 1 V).  skive  the  end  on  the  flesh  side  for  a  distance  of  2V2 
inches.  Use  a  piece  of  leather  the  same  width  and  thickness  as 
the  pan  to  be  lengthened,  approximately  8^  inches  long,  point 
one  end  for  a  distance  of  lVs  inches,  skive  the  opposite  end  on 
grain  side  2^  inches.  Place  this  piece  in  position  on  strap  to  be 
lengthened  and  secure  with  two  (2)  rows  of  stitching  length- 
wise. The  lap  formed  in  this  manner  should  be  of  the  same 
thickness  as  the  original  strap.

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III — Reinstatement  and  conversion  of  War  Risk  Insurance. — ■ 
The  following  letter  from  the  Director,  United  States  Veterans 
Bureau,  dated  April  5,  1927,  is  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned  : 

"Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  yearly  renewable  term 
(war  time)  insurance  will  cease  on  July  2,  1927. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  that  officers  and  enlisted  men  who 
desire  to  continue  insurance  protection  with  the  Government 
convert  their  insurance  on  or  before  July  2,  1927,  into  one  or 
more  of  the  seven  plans  of  level  premium  insurance  issued  by 
the  Government.  In  cases  where  the  term  (war  time)  insurance 
has  lapsed,  it  may  be  reinstated  and  converted  in  accordance 
with  Bureau  regulations  provided  the  applicant  is  in  good  health 
and  makes  tender  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  one  monthly 
premium  on  the  term  insurance  and  the  first  monthly  premium  on 
the  converted  policy.  This  matter  is  covered  by  Bureau  Regula- 
tion 145,  published  July  28,  1926. 

The  Veterans  Bureau  has  prepared  for  distribution  Form  752, 
entitled  'Information  Regarding  United  States  Government  Life 
Insurance'  which  explains  the  seven  plans  of  level  premium  in- 
surance and  the  important  features  of  Government  policies,  it 
also  gives  the  premium  rates  on  all  plans.  Copies  of  this  form 
and  also  copies  of  Regulation  145  will  be  furnished  upon  request. 

It  is  requested  that  all  members  of  the  Military  Forces  whose 
term  (war  time)  insurance  is  in  force  but  has  not  been  converted 
to  a  level  premium  policy,  or  whose  insurance  is  in  a  state  of 
lapse,  be  informed  of  the  short  time  left  in  which  to  effect 
conversion  or  reinstatement  and  conversion."

CHANGES  IN  PARAGRAPH  163,  NGR  1922. 

Pending  publication  of  National  Guard  Regulations  20,  paragraph 
163,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  as  amended  by  Changes 
No.  8,  is  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

HEADQUARTERS  OFFICERS  OF  SPLIT  REGIMENTS, 
BRIGADES  and  DIVISIONS.— The  allotment  and  appointment  of 
commanders  and  their  staffs  of  the  headquarters  of  split  regiments, 
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brigades  and  divisions  will  not  be  limited  to  a  single  State,  but  will 
be  made  only  after  specific  allotment  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions  : 

a.  Allotments. — (I)  Comprising  more  than  one  corps  area. — When 
more  than  one  corps  area  is  involved,  the  allotment  of  commanders 
and  their  staffs  will  be  made  by  the  Chief,_  Militia  Bureau,  without 
reference  to  the  following  provisions  of  this  paragraph. 

(2)  In  proportion  to  strength. — In  general,  allotment  of  positions 
in  the  staff  of  a  regiment,  brigade  or  higher  unit  will  be  made  to 
States  in  proportion  to  the  strength  furnished  by  them  to  the  unit. 

(3)  Recommendations. — The  governors  of  the  several  States  and 
the  corps  area  commanders  concerned  will,  whenever  a  _  vacancy 
exists,  make  recommendations  as  to  the  allotment  to  the  Chief,  Mili- 
tia Bureau,  who  will  take  final  action  thereon. 

(4)  Commander  allotted  first. — In  general,  staff  vacancies  in  any 
such  unit  will  not  be  allotted  until  a  commander  of  the  unit  has  been 
recognized. 

(5)  Reallotments. — Vacancies  occurring  in  allotted  positions  will 
be  subject  to  reallotment  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  and  in  each 
case  the  recommendations  of  the  States  and  the  corps  area  com- 
mander concerned  will  be  obtained  as  for  an  original  allotment. 

b.  Appointments. — Appointment  of  a  commander  or  staff  officer 
of  a  regiment,  brigade  or  division,  will  be  made  by  the  Governor  of 
the  State  concerned  upon  notification  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
of  the  allotment  of  the  particular  position  to  his  State.  (MB  325.11 
New  NGR-2.)

AGRAPH la.  M.  B.  CIRCULAR  NO.  5— February  23,  1927). 

II.    EFFICIENCY  REPORTS. 

I.    "Appropriate  Duties  (Interpretation  of  Paragraph  la,  M.  B.  Cir- 
cular No.  5 — February  23,  1927). 

1  The  following  indorsement  was  recently  prepared  in  answer  to 
a  request  from  an  instructor  regarding  the  interpretation  of  paragraph 
la,  M.B.  Circular  No.  5,  February  23,  1927,  and  is  quoted  for  the 
information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned.    This  paragraph,  which 
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will  later  appear  in  NGR  45,  defines  "Appropriate  Duties"  for  all 
officers  not  belonging  to  organizations  which  may  be  performed  in 
order  to  qualify  those  officers  for  armory  drill  pay.  The  instructor 
asked  whether  the  regulation  authorized  a  Medical  officer  to  attend 
drill  with  a  line  organization  in  lieu  of  attendance  at  an  assembly 
of  his  own  organization  or  the  performance  of  medical  duties.  The 
answer  to  the  query  follows  : 

"a.  (1)  Par.  1  a,  M.  B.  Circular  No.  S,  February  23,_  1927, 
stated  that  'attendance  at  the  assemblies  of  line  companies,  or 
other  organizations,  for  participation  in  training  or  imparting 
special  instruction  tends  to  add  to  the  military  knowledge  of 
such  officers,  and  zvhere  the  assignment  of  such  duties  is  author- 
ized by  proper  military  authority,  the  duties  so  assigned  may  be 
considered  appropriate  duties  within  the  meaning  of  the  laws 
and  regulations.'     (Italic  supplied). 

(2)  A  medical  officer  could  qualify  for  pay  under  the  above 
regulation  only  if  he  were  ordered  by  proper  military  authority 
to  attend  the  assembly  of  a  line  company  and  did  attend  such 
assembly  and  did  participate  in  the  training,  or  did  impart 
special  instruction  while  in  attendance  at  such  assembly. 

(3)  Participation  in  training  is  construed  to  mean  actual  par- 
ticipation in  some  phase  of  the  training  being  given  the  line 
company.  This  would  not  necessarily  mean  that  a  medical 
officer  would  be  expected  to  enter  into  the  close-order_  drill  of  a 
line  company,  but  he  would  be  required  to  enter  into  those 
phases  of  the  training  which  would  tend  to  add  to  his  general 
military  knowledge.  A  medical  officer  is  professionally  qualified 
before  he  receives  his  commission  but  close  contact  with  line 
organizations  is  believed  to  be  necessary  to  give  him  a  knowledge 
of  the  fundamentals  of  military  service  which  will  be  of  value 
to  him  in  the  application  of  his  professional  attainments  to 
military  situations. 

(4)  A  medical  officer  attending  drills  of  a  line  organization 
can  also  qualify  by  giving  instruction  in  first  aid,  personal  hygiene 
and  sanitation. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  the  paragraph  questioned  in  the  basic 
letter  were  made  general  in  order  to  permit  of  a  wider  latitude 
for  officers  not  belonging  to  organizations  to  qualify  for  armory 
drill  pay.  The  Militia  Bureau  believes  that  this  class  of  officers, 
while  normally  training  in  their  particular  grade,  branch  and  as- 
signment, can  also  learn  much  of  value  by  contact  with  line 
organizations.  This  contact  will  give  them  greater  appreciation 
of  the  problems  of  the  military  art  in  which  they  must  play  an 
important  part.  Their  particular  staff  speciality  will  be  of  little 
value  unless  they  do  understand  the  problems  of  the  line. 

(6)  Instructors  should  take  advantage  of  the  liberal  provisions 
of  this  paragraph,  and  call  attention  of  higher  military  authorities 
to  the  advisability  of  varying  the  training  requirements  of  officers 
of  their  commands  who  do  not  'belong  to  organizations'  by  author- 
izing as  part  of  their  appropriate  duties  the  _  attendance  at 
assemblies  of  line  organizations,  or  such  other  duties  of  a  strictly 
military  nature  as  will  benefit  the  officers." 

2.  The  attention  of  all  concerned  is  called  to  the  last  paragraph 
of  the  above  quoted  indorsement.  In  arranging  the  training  schedules 
of  officers  of  their  commands  who  do  not  belong  to  organizations, 
commanding  officers  should  call  instructors  into  consultation  in  order 
to  arrive  at  a  proper  selection  and  distribution  of  the  duties  to  be 
assigned.  The  new  regulation  sets  up  in  general  terms  the  duties 
which  are  considered  appropriate  for  officers  of  the  class  mentioned. 
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But  of  paramount  importance  is  the  requirement  that _  these  duties 
must  be  authorized  by  proper  military  authority.  This  places  the 
responsibility  on  the  commander  to  prescribe  duties  by  order  for  each 
officer  of  this  class. 

3.  The  most  appropriate  duty  for  an  officer  not  belonging  to  an 
organization  is  attendance  at  the  assembly  of  the  unit  to  which  he 
is  assigned  or  attached.  Other  appropriate  duties  are  authorized  by 
regulations  in  order  to  permit  these  officers  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  problems  of  line  organizations,  and  also  to  provide_  a 
method  of  training  the  officers  when,  for  obvious  reasons,  it  is  im- 
practicable or  impossible  to  require  attendance  at  the  assemblies  of 
their  own  unit. 

4.  Occasions  may  arise  where  such  duties  as  military  inspections 
or  investigations,  courts-martial,  etc.,  may  require  the  services  of 
these  officers  on  the  regular  drill  nights  of  their  units.  If  these 
duties  are  ordered  by  proper  military  authority  they  come  under 
the  provisions  of  the  regulations.  Again  it  will  be  advisable  to  order 
some  officers  to  attend  the  assemblies  of  line  organizations.  In  this 
case  care  must  be  used  to  see  that  officers  are  ordered  to  attend  as- 
semblies of  units  whose  training  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  officer  con- 
cerned, or,  if  he  is  to  give  instruction,  that  he  attend  the  assembly 
of  a  unit  which  can  benefit  from  the  type  of  instruction  the  officer  is 
to  give. 

5.  Commanding  officers  are  cautioned  to  see  to  it  that,  except  in 
extreme  cases  and  for  cogent  reasons,  no  officer  not  belonging 
to  an  organization  is  ordered  to  take  training  exclusively  with  line 
organizations.  Such  training  is  only  one  of  the  many  duties  which 
might  be  considered  appropriate,  and  there  should  be  obvious  reasons 
to  govern  a  commanding  officer  in  authorizing  it  for  one  of  his 
officers. 

6.  Commanding  officers  must  order  the  appropriate  duties  for  each 
officer  of  their  commands,  and  instructors  are  required  to  certify  that 
the  duties  performed  were  "appropriate"  and  were  or  were_  not 
satisfactorily  performed.  Wherefore,  consideration  of  the  military 
authorities  for  the  proper  training  of  their  officers  and  organizations, 
and  advanced  notification  to  instructors  of  the  intent  to  order  some 
special  duty  for  an  officer,  will  obviate  many  of  the  misunderstand 
ings  which  result  in  suspension  of  armory  drill  pay  and  requests 
made  on  this  office  for  interpretations  of  regulations.  (MB  240.91- 
Gen-72.)  . 

II  Efficiency  Reports.  The  words  "military  superior"  contained 
in  the  instructions  on  Form  67,  M.  B.  (Efficiency  Reports)  refers 
to  the  military  superior  of  an  officer  in  the  same  State  only.  It 
is  not  contemplated  that  such  reports  go  through  National  Guard 
channels  outside  of  the  State  where  the  officer  who  is  being  reported 
upon  is  commissioned.    (MB  201.6  Gen  9.)

CHANGES  IN  NATIONAL  GUARD  REGULATIONS. 

Pending  the  publication  of  a  revision  of  NGR  72,  June  30,  1926,  the 
following  changes  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
all  concerned  : 

1.  Paragraph  13  is  rescinded,  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor  : 

"13.  DESCRIPTION  OF  PROPERTY  SHIPPED. — a.  Data  re- 
quired.— Except  in  the  case  of  military  impediments  accompanying 
troops  or  shipped  in  connection  with  troop  movements,  the  articles 
shipped  will  be  separately  described  in  detail,  giving  such  weights, 
dimensions,  or  values,  and  manner  of  packing  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  classifications  and  rates  and  to  enable  recovery  m  case 
of  loss  or  damage. 

b.  Commercial  names  to  be  used. — In  order  to  obtain  the  benefit 
of  the  lowest  commercial  rates  for  transportation,  commercial  names 
will  be  used  instead  of  those  in  common  use  in  the  military  service, 
e.g.,  'canvas  clothing"  should  be  billed  as  "duck  clothing"  and 
"undershirts"  as  "cotton  knit  undershirts"  or  "merino  knit  under- 
shirts," as  the  case  may  be.  This  requirement  applies  with  equal 
force  to  quartermaster  property  of  all  kinds  and  to  property  of 
branches  of  the  Army  other  than  the  Quartermaster  Corps,  when 
shipped  on  Government  bills  of  lading. 

c.  "Merchandise"  not  to  be  used. — The  term  "Merchandise" 
should  never  be  used,  as  the  carriers  assess  double  first-class  freight 
rate  on  a  shipment  so  billed. 

d.  Military  impedimenta  accompanying  troops  or  shipped  in 
connection  with  troop  movements. — 

(1)  The  carriers'  current  Consolidated  Freight  Classification,  as 
amended,  provides  for  first  class  rating  on  less  than  carloads  and 
third  class  rating  on  carloads,  minimum  weight  24,000  pounds, 
on  shipments  of  Military  Impedimenta  (camp  equipage,  subsistence 
stores,  medical  stores,  emergencv  ammunition  or  other  property  of 
the  LTnited  States  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps  or  State  Militia,  gen- 
erally known  as  Impedimenta,  but  not  including  live  stock  nor 
personal  baggage),  loaded  by  forwarder  in  cars  regardless^  of  car- 
riers packing  requirements  and  without  specific  descriptions  but 
described  as  Military  Impedimenta  ;  shipped  under  Government  bills 
of  lading,  or  on  which  freight  charges  are  paid  by  State  governments 
and  transported  in  trains  with  troops  or  in  connection  with  troop 
movements.  The  above  mentioned  item  in  the  Classification  has 
the  following  foot  note :  "Separately  stated  ratings  in  Classification 
for  the  articles  constituting  shipments  of  Impedimenta  will  not  be 
applied. 

(2)  Where  two  or  more  organizations  or  units  are  to  move  from 
the  same  place  at  the  same  time  to  the  same  destination,  all  property 
will  be  consolidated  in  order  that  it  can  be  loaded  in  the  least  possible 
number  of  cars.  Where  there  are  sufficient  live  stock,  vehicles,  guns, 
caissons,  limbers,  pontoons,  forage,  ammunition,  or  other  articles  to 
make  carload  lots  of  anv  of  these  items,  then  loading  will  be  done  in 
that  manner,  if  practicable.    When  there  is  an  excess  over  and  above 
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carload  lots,  or  when  carload  lots  cannot  be  made  as  outlined  above, 
then  the  excess,  or  articles  which  cannot  be  loaded  in  straight  car- 
load lots  will  be  loaded  in  mixed  lots,  the  car  or  cars  to  be  loaded  to 
available  capacity. 

(3)  Checkable  baggage  will  not  be  included  on  bills  of  lading  or 
transportation  requests  as  an  allowance  is  transported  free  by  car- 
riers. The  carrier's  tariffs  should  be  consulted  to  ascertain  what 
constitutes  checkable  baggage  and  the  allowance  thereof. 

(4)  Live  stock,  vehicles,  guns,  caissons,  limbers,  tractors  and 
tanks,  in  any  quantity,  and  forage,  pontoons,  ammunition,  or  other 
articles,  shipped  in  straight  carload  lots,  will  be  described  by  their 
appropriate  names  on  bills  of  lading,  together  with  the  required  de- 
tailed descriptions  and  actual  weights  in  pounds,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  live  stock,  it  is  not  necessary  to  show  weights  but  only  the 
kind  of  animals  and  the  number  of  each  kind. 

(5)  Articles  not  coming  within  the  category  stated  in  (3)  and  (4) 
above  will  be  described  on  bills  of  lading  merely  as  "Military  Impedi- 
menta," showing  the  number  of  packages  and  the  aggregate  weight 
thereof,  in  pounds,  which  are  loaded  in  each  car.  No  detailed  de- 
scription or  detailed  weights  will  be  shown  on  bills  of  lading  for  the 
articles  billed  as  "Military  Impedimenta,"  but  checking  lists  will, 
however,  be  prepared  as  prescribed  in  (8)  below  and  handled  for 
property  accounting  purposes.  The  observance  of  the  carrier's  pack- 
ing requirements  is  not  necessary  as  to  articles  billed  as  "Military 
Impedimenta."  All  other  regulations  in  regard  to  loading  and  billing 
shipments  will  be  observed  to  the  extent  that  they  are  not  modified 
by  this  circular. 

(6)  If  arrangements  are  made  for  the  movement  of  two  or  more 
organizations  or  units  to  separate  stations  on  one  train,  and  the 
amount  of  property  for  the  organizations  or  units  to  detrain  enroute 
is  small  enough  in  volume  to  enable  unloading  without  delaying 
the  train,  the  property  will  be  loaded  in  one  car,  a  separate  bill  of 
lading  being  issued  for  each  shipment,  and  each  bill  of  lading  re- 
ferring by  notation  thereon  to  all  other  bills  of  lading  covering 
property  loaded  in  that  car.  The  same  procedure  will  obtain 
under  similar  circumstances  when  organizations  or  units  are  picked 
up  enroute. 

(7)  In  all  cases  where  impedimenta  or  articles  of  company  prop- 
erty are  loaded  in  the  same  car  with  checkable  baggage,  notation 
must  be  made  on  the  bill  of  lading  "Loaded  in  the  same  car  with 
checkable  baggage." 

(8)  Each  officer  charged  with  responsibility _  for  property  to  be 
shipped  in  connection  with  troop  movements  will,  prior  to  turning 
the  property  over  for  shipment,  prepare  a  property  list  of  all  such 
property  except  checkable  baggage,  naming  himself  in  the  heading 
of  the  first  sheet  as  both  the  shipping  and  receiving  officer. 

(a)  Property  lists  will  be  prepared  in  quadruplicate  and  the 
property  itemized  in  sufficient  detail  to  enable  the  responsible  officer 
to  determine  the  extent  of  shortage  in  the  event  of  losses  in  transit. 
All  copies  will  then  be  signed  in  the  lower  left  hand  corner  of 
the  final  sheet  by  the  shipping  officer. 

(b)  These  property  lists  will  be  used  in  preparing  bills  of  lading, 
will  serve  as  check  lists  for  both  the  loading  of  property  into  cars 
and  its  subsequent  unloading  at  destination,  and  will  constitute  the 
basis  for  relief  from  responsibility  and  accountability  for  property 
lost  in  transit. 

(c)  When  property  is  turned  over  to  the  transportation  officer 
for  shipment,  that  officer  will  cause  the  property  to  be  checked  into 
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cars  against  the  property  list  and,  after  adjusting  any  discrepancies 
that  may  develop  as  a  result  of  this  check,  will  receipt  all  copies  in 
the  right  hand  margin  of  the  final  sheet  and  return  the  original 
to  the  officer  charged  with  responsibility  for  the  property,  retaining 
the  three  remaining  copies  for  attachment  to  the  three  memorandum 
(blue)   copies  of  the  bill  of  lading  covering  the  movement. 

fd)  Upon  arrival  at  destination,  the  officer  who  accomplishes  the 
bill  of  lading  will  obtain  the  receipt  of  the  receiving  officer  for  all 
property  turned  over  to  the  latter  on  the  final  sheet  of  the  copy 
of  the  property  list  attached  to  the  property  received  copy  of  the 
bill  of  lading. 

2.  Paragraph  50  is  rescinded,  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor : 

"50.  REPORTS. — a.  To  Quartermaster  Supply  Officer,  Wash- 
ington General  Intermediate  Depot. — A  report  of  Q.M.C.  Form  No. 
200  will  be  submitted  at  the  end  of  each  month  to  the  Quartermaster 
Supply  Officer,  Washington  General  Intermedite  Depot,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  showing  the  total  number  of  bills  of  lading  on  hand 
at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  together  with  the  serial  numbers 
thereof;  the  number  received,  issued,  canceled,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posed of  during  the  month  ;  and  the  number  remaining  on  hand  on 
the  last  day  of  the  month.  This  report  will  be  authorized  whether 
or  not  bills  of  lading  have  been  isused  during  the  month.  See 
paragraph  52,  NGR  70. 

b.  To  the  Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  Transportation  Branch. — 
A  carbon  copy  of  the  report  prescribed  in  a  above  will  be  mailed 
direct  to  the  Finance  Officer,  U.  S.  Army,  Transportation  Branch, 
Washington,  D.  C.  at  the  same  time  the  original  is  mailed  to  the 
Washington  General  Intermediate  Depot. 

c.  To  the  War  Department  Traffic  Manager. — At  the  close  of  each 
month  a  report  of  shipments  made  during  the  month  will  be  rendered 
in  duplicate  by  each  officer  issuing  bills  of  lading  to  the  War  De- 
partment Traffic  Manager,  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  "Report  of  Ship- 
ments" (Standard  Form  No.  9).  A  separate  sheet  will  be  used 
for  reporting  carload  and  less-than-carload  shipments.  All  data 
and  information  required  by  the  form  will  be  shown  thereon.  If 
a  shipment  is  covered  by  a  routing  order,  the  serial  number  thereof 
will  be  shown  in  the  "route"  column  instead  of  showing  the  com- 
plete routing.  No  report  is  required  for  the  following  classes  of 
shipments : 

(1)  Express. 

(2)  Parcel  post. 

(3)  Freight  of  less  than  500  pounds. 

(4)  By  commercial  automotive  or  animal  transportation. 

(5)  By  Government-owned  transportation.

I.    Special  Measurement  Uniforms  Purchased  by  States.  Para- 
graph 3,  page  4,  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No.  35  A-15,  November  j 
29,    1926,   is   hereby   rescinded   and    the   following    is  substituted 
therefor : 

3.  In  connection  with  use  of  the  roll  collar  type  of  uniform  for 
enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  the  following  information  is 
furnished  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

a.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  issue  old  type 
(high  collar)  enlisted  men's  coats,  cctton  and  wool,  until  the 
stock  is  exhausted  in  a  particular  size,  at  which  time  the  latest 
type  (roll  collar)  coat  in  that  size  will  be  manufactured  and 
issued  to  all  components  of  the  United  States  Army.  None 
are  being  manufactured  nor  issued  at  this  time,  nor  is  it  ex- 
pected that  this  status  will  change  in  the  immediate  future. 
Exception:  One  special  measurement  uniform  to  an  enlisted 
man  of  the  Regular  Army  during  a  three-year  enlistment  period. 

b.  The  expenditure  of  Federal  funds  for  the  alteration  of 
old  type  (high  collar)  enlisted  men's  coats  to  conform  to  roll- 
collar  specifications  is  not  authorized. 

c.  Latest  tvpe  special  measurement,  olive  drab,  woolen  uni- 
forms made  of  20  ounce  Melton  cloth  may  be  tmrchased  by  a 
State  for  use  of  one  or  more  of  the  National  Guard  organiza- 
tions of  the  State  under  the  following  conditions  : 

(1)  The  Adiutant  General  of  the  State  should  forward 
to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  a  requisition  for  cash  pur- 
chase (Militia  Bureau  Form  88)  in  triplicate,  accompanied 
by  one  Q.  M.  C.  Form  50  (old  Form  164)  "Directions  for 
measuring  for  U.  S.  Army  clothing,  tailor  made  of  special 
sizes,"  properlv  filled  out  for  each  uniform  to  be  manu- 
factured. A  check  or  postal  money  order  need  not  accom- 
pany the  request  but  should  be  immediately  forwaded  to 
the  Commanding  Officer,  Philadelphia  Quartermaster  In- 
termediate Depot  upon  receipt  of  statement  of  cost.  Ship- 
ment of  uniforms  will  be  made  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  check  or  postal  money  order  to  cover  charges. 

(2)  The  Depot  will  furnish  20-ounce  Melton  cloth  for 
approximately  $2.60  per  yard.  Three  and  one  third  (3-1/3) 
vards  of  cloth  are  necessary  to  make  a  coat  and  pair  of 
breeches.  The  cost  of  manufacture,  which  includes  the 
findings  (buttons,  thread,  braid,  etc.)  will  be  approximately 
$8.00  per  two-piece  uniform  (coat  and  pair  of  breeches). 
To  the  above  must  be  added  transportation,  packing  and 
handling  charges,  approximately  fifty  (50c)  cents  per  two- 
piece  uniform. 

(3)  If  unforms  of  lighter  weight  Melton  cloth  (16- 
ounce)  are  desired  the  State  or  organization  must  furnish 
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cloth  by  shipping  the  necessary  amount  to  the  Philadelphia 
Depot. 

(4)  It  is  not  intended  that  requests  be  submitted  for 
a  special  measurement  uniform  for  one  or  for  a  few  en- 
listed men  of  an  organization,  and  such  requests  will  not 
be  processed  by  the  Militia  Bureau.  There  is  considerable 
administrative  correspondence  required  in  connection  with 
each  request  and,  furthermore,  it  is  not  believed  to  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  service  to  encourage  the  wearing 
of  distinctive  uniforms  by  a  few  members  of  an  organiza- 
tion. Requests  should  contemplate  special  measurement 
uniforms  for  the  entire  organization,  less  those  men  whose 
terms  of  enlistment  have  nearly  expired  and  who  do  not 
expect  to  reenlist. 

(5)  Requests  that  are  received  from  organization  com- 
manders by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  or  Commanding 
Officer,  Philadelphia  Quartermaster  Intermediate  Depot, 
will  be  referred  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  for 
recommendation. 

(6)  National  Guard  bands,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  may,  provided  the  State 
or  organization  furnishes  the  cloth,  have  uniforms  manu- 
factured of  serge.  This  type  of  cloth  is  not  authorized  for 
enlisted  men  of  organizations  except  band.  (421  Uni- 
forms, Gen.-5). 

II.  Mutilation  of  Articles  of  Uniforms  authorised  to  be  Sold  by 
I.  &  I.  Report.  Articles,  of  the  uniform  covered  T>y  I.  &  I.  Reports 
and  recommended  to  be  sold,  will  be  so  mutilated  as  to  lose  their 
sales  value  as  garments  before  being  disposed  of.  This  also  applies 
to  articles  disposed  of  by  survey  reports.     (400.701  QM  Gen. -3). 

III.  /.  &  I.  Reports  to  be  used  in  place  of  Reports  of  Survey. 
The  principal  object  of  the  I.  &  I.  Report  is  to  secure  prompt  dis- 
posal of  unserviceable  property  worn  out  by  fair  wear  and  tear  in 
the  service.  It  is  therefore  urged  that  I.  &  I.  Repots  be  used  in 
place  of  reports  of  survey  whenever  practicable,  with  a  view  of 
eliminating  the  time  consumed  in  surveying  such  property  and  in 
awaiting  the  return  of  approved  copies  of  the  reports  before  finally 
disposing  of  the  articles.     (141.7  Gen.-l).

SERVE CORPS. 

1.  There  has  been  forwarded  this  date  to  each  Corps  Area 
Commander  and  to  each  State  Adjutant  General,  a  supply  of  Militia 
Bureau  Form  No.  62,  which  has  been  prepared  in  compliance  with 
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instructions  contained  in  paragraph  2  of  letter  (AG  210.14,  12-15-26, 
Res.)  dated  February  S,  1927,  from  The  Adjutant  General  to  each 
Corps  Area  and  Department  Commander,  each  Chief  of  Branch, 
and  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  on  the  subject  of  the  "Administration 
of  the  present  dual  status  provisions  authorized  by  law."  A  copy 
of  that  letter  was  furnished  each  State  Adjutant  General,  under 
date  of  February  19,  1927. 

2.  The  new  form  (MB  Form  No.  62)  supersedes  the  following 
insofar  as  members  of  the  National  Guard  are  concerned: 

a.  W.D.,A.G.O.   Form   No.    110,   Application   for  Appointment 
and  Statement  of  Preferences  for  Reserve  Officers. 

b.  WD..M.B.  Form  No.  108,  Application  for  Federal  Recogni- 
tion. Upon  receipt  of  said  Form  No.  62,  the  further  use  of  the  two 
forms  mentioned  above  will  be  descontinued. 

3.  M.B.  Form  No.  62,  will  be  submitted  by  every  individual  who 
is  to  be  examined  under  the  provisions  of  Section  75,  National 
Defense  Act,  to  determine  his  qualifications  for  commission  in  the 
National  Guard,  irrespective  of  whether  such  examination  is  taken 
with  s.  view  to  initial  Federal  recognition,  promotion,  transfer 
(when  change  of  grade  or  branch  is  involved),  or  is  taken  oy 
Warrant  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  with  a 
view  to  establishing  their  eligibility  for  appointment  in  the  Ofhcers 
Reserve  Corps. 

4  If  the  person  who  is  to  be  examined  does  not  desire  an  ap- 
pointment in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  or  if  he  already  has  an 
appointment  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  and  the  examination  is 
to  determine  his  qualifications  for  commission  tn  National  Guard 
other  than  in  the  grade  of  General  Officers  of  the  Line,  one  copy  only 
of  M.B.  Form  No.  62  will  be  submitted. 

5  If  the  examination  is  to  determine  a  candidate's  qualifica- 
tions for  commission  as  a  General  Officer  of  the  Line,  National 
Guard  and  the  candidate  desires  an  appointment  m  that  grade  in 
the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  M.B.  Form  No.  62  will  be  submitted 
in  triplicate. 

6  All  Federally  recognized  officers  of  the  National  Guard  not 
covered  bv  the  foregoing  who  desire  appointments  in  the  Officers 
Reserve  Corps,  will  submit  their  applications  therefor _  m  triplicate 
to  The  Adjutant  General,  through  Military  Channels,  including  the 
State  Adjutant  General,  the  Corps  Area  Commander  and  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  using  pages  1  and  2  only  of  M.B.  Form  No.  62  for 
that  purpose. 

7  It  is  desired  that  each  item  on  the  form  be  completely  and 
accurately  filled  in.  Where  no  information  is  to  be  supplied,  the 
word  "none"  will  be  inserted  to  show  that  the  item  has  been  con- 
sidered and  has  not  been  overlooked.  This  procedure  is  necessary 
in  order  that  complete  and  accurate  information  may  be  on  We  in 
the  Militia  Bureau,  the  office  of  The  Adjutant  General,  and  the 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Branch  concerned.  Failure  to  comply  with 
these  instructions  will  necessitate  the  return  of  the  papers  for 
completion  thereby  causing  delay  in  the  final  action  thereon. 

8  The  instructions  on  page  4  of  the  form  should  be  carefully 
studied  and  complied  with.  It  will  be  noted  that  paragraph  7  of 
said  instructions  requires  that  if  the  candidate  has  not  been  ap- 
pointed an  officer  in  the  National  Guard,  and  it  is  not  contemplated 
that  he  be  so  appointed,  or  his  appointment  is  to.  be  delayed,  the 
State  Adiutant  General  will  so  indicate  m  his  indorsement.  In 
the  case  of  such  delayed  appointment,  the  State  Adjutant  General, 
when  the   appointment  is  made,   will   submit  the   application  tor 
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Federal  recognition  direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  using  page 
3  only  of  the  form  for  that  purpose,  changing  the  address  accord- 
ingly and  deleting  paragraphs  3  and  4  and  the  printed  word  "In- 
dorsement" at  the  top  of  the  page  (M.B. 210.1  Gen  13).

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CARETAKERS  IN  DUAL  CAPACITY. 

1.  The  attention  of  all  concerned  is  invited  to  a  ruling  made 
April  20,  1927,  by  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States 
to  the  effect  that  civilians  or  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard, 
if  employed  in  the  dual  capacity  of  caretakers  of  materials,  animals, 
and  equipment  and  caretakers  of  target  ranges,  can  lawfully  be  paid 
the  salary  of  one  employment  but  not  of  both. 

2.  The  Comptroller  General  states  that  payments  heretofore 
made  by  disbursing  officers  for  the  dual  employment  will  not  be 
disturbed,  but  that  credit  for  any  such  payments  made  after  May 
31,  1927,  will  not  be  allowed.

CHANGE  OF  TYPEWRITER  ISSUED  TO  AN  ORGANIZATION 
A.S  PART  PAYMENT  ON  PURCHASE  OF  NEW  MACHINE, 
THE  REMAINING  BALANCE  DUE  ON  NEW  MACHINE 
TO  BE  PAID  BY  ORGANIZATION  COMMANDER. 

1.  Section  5,  of  the  Act  of  March  4,  1915  (30  Stat.  1161), 
which  covers  the  exchange  of  typewriters  and  other  labor  saving 
devices  provides  in  part  as  follows : 

"That    the    executive    departments    and    other  Government 
establishments  and  all  branches  of  the  public  service  may  here- 
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after  exchange  typewriters,  adding  machines,  and  other  similar 
labor  saving  devices  in  part  payment  for  new  machines  used  for 
the  same  purpose  as  those  proposed  to  be  exchanged  *  *  *." 

2.  As  the  disposition  of  Federal  property,  however,  cannot  law- 
fully be  left  to  the  discretion  of  any  person  not  a  Federal  officer 
the  Secretary  of  War  has  designated  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  as 
the  agency  of  the  War  Department  to  see  that  the  transaction  is 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Government,  that  the  new  typewriter 
is  taken  up  as  Federal  property  and  that  no  question  exists  as  to 
it  exclusive  ownership  by  the  Federal  Government. 

3.  Subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  a 
Federal  typewriter  issued  to  an  organization  of  the  National  Guard 
may  be  traded  in  as  part  purchase  price  on  a  new  machine,  the 
remaining  balance  due  on  the  new  machine  to  be  paid  for  with 
funds  other  than  Federal.  The  following  procedure  is  prescribed 
for   such   transactions : 

(a)  The  organization  commander  to  route  a  letter  to  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  through  channels,  requesting  authority 
to  make  the  exchange  and  giving,  (1)  the  type  and  model  of 
both  the  Federal  typewriter  and  the  typewriter  for  which  it  is 
to  be  exchanged,  (2)  stating  that  the  ballance  due  on  the  new 
typewriter  will  be  paid  for  with  organization,  or  funds  other 
than  Federal,  and,  (3)  that  the  ownership  of  the  new  machine 
will  rest  exclusively  in  the  Federal  Government. 

(b)  O.  S.  &  D.  Report  to  be  prepared  and  filed  by  the  United 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  as  a  voucher  to  his 
stock  record  account  for  dropping  the  serial  number  of  the  old 
typewriter  and  for  taking  up  the  serial  number  of  the  new 
typewriter  received  in  exchange.  Each  O.  S.  &  D.  Report  so 
prepared  and  filed  to  be  supported  by  the  following  papers  : 

(1)  The  original  communication  from  the  Chief  of  Militia 
Bureau  herein  he  approves  on  behalf  of  the  War  De- 
partment the  exchange  of  typewriters  in  question. 

(2)  Certificate  of  the  Organization  Commander  that  he  has 
actually  consummated  the  exchange  pursuant  to  the  au- 
thority in  (a)  above.  The  certificate  of  the  Organiza- 
tion Commander  should  give  all  of  the  principal  facts 
involved  in  the  exchange,  such  as  when,  where  and  to 
whom  he  delivered  the  old  typewriter;  where  and  when 
he  received  the  new  typewriter,  and  the  source  from 
which  the  money  paid  the  typewriter  company  was 
obtained. 

(3)  Either  the  original  or  a  certified  true  copy  of  the  re- 
ceipted bill  whereon  the  vendor  acknowledges  receipt  of 
the  old  typewriter  and  the  amount  paid  in  money  for 
the  new  typewriter.     (MB  413.51  Typewriters  Gen-5).

1.  GENERAL. — Decisions. —  (a)  By  decision  dated  June  3, 
1925,  the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States  held  that  the 
statutes  referred  to  therein  require  contracts  for  the  National 
Guard  to  be  made  as  similar  contracts  are  made  for  the  Regular 
Army  ;  that  contracts  for  the  National  Guard  "must  comply  with  all 
Federal  requirements." 

(b)  By  decision  dated  February  17,  1927,  the  Comptroller  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States  held  that  any  exceptions  to  the  require- 
ments of  Sections  3709  and  3744  to  3747,  Rt vised  Statutes,  ap- 
plicable to  the  Regular  Army,  are  also  applicable  to  the  National 
Guard.  "In  other  words,  the  act  of  March  4,  1915,  making  exceptions 
to  section  3744,  Revised  Statutes,  is  equally  applicable  to  the  Regular 
Army  and  the  National  Guard."  , 

2.  REGULATIONS  APPLICABLE  TO  THE  REGULAR  ARMY. 
— The  following  regulations  governing  the  Regular  Army  are,  until 
changed,  equally  applicable  to  the  National  Guard  : 

AR  35-6020 

2.  WHEN  CONTRACTS  TO  BE  IN  WRITING  AND 
SIGNED. — a.  General. —  (1)  General. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  cause  and  require  every  contract  made 
on  behalf  of  the  Government,  or  by  officers  under  them  appointed 
to  make  such  contracts,  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by 
the  contracting  parties  with  their  names  at  the  end  thereof. 
R.  S.  3744. 

(2)  Supplies  and  services  costing  not  over  $500.  Hereafter 
the  purchase  of  supplies  and  the  procurement  of  services  for  all 
branches  of  the  Army  service  may  be  made  in  open  market,  in 
the  manner  common  among  business  men,  when  the  aggregate 
of  the  amount  required  does  not  exceed  $500  ;  but  every  such 
purchase  exceeding  $100  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  for  approval,  under  such  regulations  as  he 
may  prescribe.    Act  June  12,  1906  (34  Stat.  258). 
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b.  Contracts  not  to  be  performed  within  60  days  and  in  ex- 
cess of  $500. —  (1)  When  made  by  Quartermaster  Corps. — Here- 
after whenever  contracts  which  are  not  to  be  performed  within 
60  days  are  made  on  behalf  of  the  Government  by  the  Quarter- 
master General,  or  by  officers  of  the  Quartermaster  _  Corps  au- 
thorized to  make  them,  and  are  in  excess  of  $500  in  amount, 
such  contracts  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the 
contracting  parties.  In  all  other  cases  contracts  shall  be  entered 
into  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Quar- 
termaster General.    Act  March  4,  1915  (38  Stat.  1078). 

QM  Cir.  No.  1,  Jan.  2,  1923. 

262.  Form  of  contract  authorized. — Purchase  order  or  formal 
contract  will  be  executed  to  cover  awards  made  on  formal  or  in- 
formal bids  as  follows  : 

(a)  Purchase  order  will  be  used:  (1)  Where  the' amount  in- 
volved does  not  exceed  $500  irrespective  of  the  time  required 
for  completion  of  deliveries. 

(2)  Where  the  amount  involved  does  not  exceed  $25,000  and 
deliveries  are  to  be  completed  within  60  clays  from  date 
of  execution  of  order,  provided  it  is  not  to  the  interest  of  the 
Government  to  require  formal  contract. 

(3)  Where  the  purchase  is  for  grain  and  must  be  made  im- 
mediately at  a  price  determined  by  prevailing  quotations  on  an 
exchange  or  board  of  trade,  or  for  tobacco  products  made  from 
the  sole  manufacturer  of  the  grade  and  the  quality  required, 
without  regard  to  the  amount  involved,  provided  it  is  not  to 
the  interest  of  the  Government  to  require  formal  contract  and 
the  time  of  delivery  will  not  extend  beyond  60  days. 

(b)  Formal  contract  will  be  used  as  follows:  (1)  Where 
the  amount  involved  exceeds  $500  and  the  time  required  for 
completion  is  more  than  60  days. 

(2)  Where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  $500  and  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  the  Government  to  require^  formal  contracts,  regard- 
less of  the  time  required  for  completion. 

(3)  Where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  $25,000  irrespective 
of  the  time  required  for  completion  of  deliveries,  except  as 
provided  for  in  (a)   (3)  above. 

3.  PROCEDURE  BY  NATIONAL  GUARD  CONTRACTING 
OFFICERS. — Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  regulations  published  in 
paragraph  2  herein,  the  instructions  that  follow  will  govern  the 
procedure  in  connection  with  the  procurement  of  supplies  and  serv- 
ices for  the  National  Guard,  by  National  Guard  Contracting  Officers. 

4.  NATIONAL  GUARD  CONTRACTING  OFFICERS,  DESIG- 
NATION OF. — Each  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Of- 
ficer is  hereby  detailed  as  National  Guard  contracting  officer  for  his 
State  for  the  purpose  of  entering  into  such  authorized  contracts  as 
involve  the  expenditure  of  federal  funds  apportioned  to  his  respec- 
tive State,  Territory  or  District  of  Columbia.  He  will  act  for  and 
in  behalf  of  the  United  States  in  the  execution  of  such  contracts. 
Other  National  Guard  officers  will  not  enter  into  such  contracts  unless 
specially  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Secretary  of  War. 

5  AUTHORITY  FOR  PROCUREMENTS.— See  Par.  2d,  NGR 
No.  56. 

6.  RESERVATION  OF  MILITIA  BUREAU  FUNDS.— See  MB 
Cir.  No.  47,  dated  October  13,  1925. 
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7  PROCUREMENTS  WITHOUT  COMPETITION. — Procure- 
ment of  supplies  or  engagement  of  services  without  competition  is 
authorized  in  the  following  cases : — 

a  When  the  aggregate  amount  of  supplies  or  services  to  be 
procured  does  not  exceed  $500.00,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Contracting  Officer  no  advantage  can  be  gained  to  the  Govern- 
ment by  securing  competition  through  the  distribution  ot  in- 
vitations for  bids.  Such  procurements  will  not  be  made  in  small 
amounts  from  time  to  time  when  a  reasonable  degree  ot  tore- 
sight  would  indicate  that  larger  quantities  can  be  procured  to 
advantage  by  resorting  to  competition  through  the  distribution 
of  invitations  for  bids. 

b  Under  exigency  of  the  service  which  existed  prior  to  the 
order  and  would  not  admit  of  the  delay  incident  to  advertising 
in  newspapers,  or  by  distribution  of  invitations  for  bids. 

c  The  articles  wanted  are  patented  or  copyrighted  and  not 
on  sale  by  dealers,  but  by  owners  of  the  patent  or  copyright  or 
their  agents  or  assigns  alone,  at  a  fixed  and  uniform  price. 

d.  There  is  only  one  dealer  within  a  practicable  distance 
from  whom  the  articles  can  be  obtained. 

e.  Prices  or  rates  are  fixed  by  legislation,  either  Federal, 
State,  or  municipal ;  or  by  competent  regulation. 

/  Previous  advertising  for  the  identical  purchase  has  been 
followed  bv  the  receipt  of  no  proposals  or  only  oi  such  as  were 
unreasonable,  and  under  circumstances  indicating  that  turther 
advertising  would  not  alter  results. 

8  METHOD  OF  INVITING  BIDS.— In  all  cases  not  covered  by 
the  preceding  paragraph  competition  will  be  invited  by  the  Umtea 
States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  in  his  capacity  as  National 
Guard  Contracting  Officer,  from  as  many  competing  contractors  as 
the  circumstances  will  permit.    Bids  will  be  invited  as  follows  :— 

a  Where  the  aggregate  of  the  amount  involved  does  not  ex- 
ceed $25,000.00  and  deliveries  are  to  be  made  within  60  days 
from  date  of  acceptance  of  bid,  provided  it  is  not  to  the  interest 
of  the  Government  to  require  formal  contract,  by  distribution  ot 
invitation  for  bids,  among  prospective  bidders ;  by  posting  in- 
vitations for  bids  in  public  places;  and  by  mailing  copy  ot 
Nations for  bids  to  U.  S.  GOVERNMENT  ADVERTISER, 
511  Eleventh  St.,  N.  W.,  Washington,  D.  C.    (Par.  9). 

b  In  all  cases  not  covered  by  a  above,  by  advertising  in 
newspapers,  in  addition  to  the  methods  prescribed  in  a.  Ad- 
vertising in  newspapers  may  be  omitted  in  all  cases  but  the 
method  of  "Preparation  of  Bids"  prescribed  in  connection  there- 
with will  be  followed.    (Pars.  9  and  10). 

9  COMPETITION  BY  DISTRIBUTION  OF  INVITATIONS 
FOR  BIDS — a — General. — Invitations  for  bids  will  be  prepared 
on  MB  Form  No.  320,  INVITATION-BID-ACCEPTANCE. 

b  Method  of  Numbering  Invitations  for  Bids. — See  Par.  7b,  MB 
Cir.  No.  4,  dated  February  3,  1927. 

c.  Preparation  of  bids. — Upon  receipt  of  application  from  pros- 
pective  bidders   the   following  blank   forms   will   be   furnished: — 

(1)  Standard  Form  No.  22,  STANDARD  GOVERNMENT  IN- 
STRUCTIONS TO  BIDDERS. 

d  Blank  Forms. — Instructions  and  requirements  on  Standard 
Form  No.  22,  and  MB  Form  No.  320,  are  a  part  of  these  regulations. 
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e.  Specifications. — In  preparing  the  schedule  of  requirements  on 
MB  Form  No.  320  (or  as  provided  in  "Instructions  to  Contracting 
Officers"  on  the  back  of  this  form)  the  material,  article,  or  service 
must  be  described  with  definiteness  so  as  to  convey  to  the  bidder 
such  information  as  will  enable  him  to  submit  a  proper  bid.

(d)  Standard  Form  No.  25,  STANDARD  GOVERNMENT 
FORM  OF  PERFORMANCE  BOND  (in  cases  where  per- 
formance bonds  are  not  waived  by  the  Contracting  Officer). 

c.  Blank  Forms. — Instructions  and  requirements  on  above  enumer- 
ated blank  forms  are  a  part  of  these  regulations. 

d.  Specifications. — See  Par.  9e  herein. 

11.  ADVERTISING  REGISTER.— See  Par.  8,  MB  Cir.  No.  4, 
dated  February  3,  1927. 

12.  OPENING  AND  RECORDING  BIDS.— See  Par.  9,  MB  Cir. 
No.  4,  dated  February  3,  1927. 

13.  AWARDS. — a.  Award  to  lowest  bidder. — Except  in  rare 
cases,  when  the  United  States  elects  to  exercise  the  right  to  reject 
bids,  awards  will  be  made  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  provided 
that  his  bid  is  reasonable  and  that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
Government  to  accept  it. 

b.  Award  to  other  than  lowest  bidder. — Where  other  than  the 
lowest  bid  is  accepted,  a  detailed  statement  as  to  the  reasons  for 
the  acceptance  thereof  will  be  noted  on  the  abstract  of  bids.  (See 
Par.  9d,  MB  Cir.  No.  4,  and  6  Comp.  Gen.  311). 

c.  Method  of  indicating  award  on  abstract. — See  Par.  10<r,  MB 
Cir.  No.  4,  dated  February  3,  1927. 

14.  PURCHASE  ORDERS. — a.  General.— Agreements  with  suc- 
cessful bidders  for  procurements  made  under  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph 8a  herein,  will  be  executed  on  MB  Form  No.  320,  INVITATION- 
BID-ACCEPTANCE.  This  form  upon  acceptance  of  the  bid  sub- 
mitted thereon,  and  approved  as  required  becomes  a  valid  agreement. 

b.     Bond. — The  requirement  of  a  performance  bond  is  optional 
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with  the  Contracting  Officer.  When  required.  Standard  Form  No. 
25,  STANDARD  GOVERNMENT  FORM  OF  PERFORMANCE 
BOND,  will  be  used. 

c  Approval.— The  ACCEPTANCE  is  not  valid  until  approved  by 
the  Governor  (or  Adjutant  General)  of  the  State,  Territory,  or 
District  of  Columbia. 

d.  Copies  required.  Each  ACCEPTANCE  (Purchase  Order)  will 
be  signed  in  triplicate.    (For  distribution  of  copies  see  Par.  16). 

e.  Abstract  of  Agreement. — In  connection  with  each  ACCEPT- 
ANCE there  will  be  prepared  for  attachment  thereto,  Standard  Form 
No.  1036,  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT,  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing the  fact  of  compliance  with  law  and  good  business  administra- 
tion in  respect  to  securing  competition,  acceptance  of  bid  of  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  execution  of  a  lawful  agreement. 
Reference  will  be  made  to  the  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT  on  all 
vouchers  covering  payments  under  the  ACCEPTANCE.  The  AB- 
STRACT OF  AGREEMENT  has  been  provided  for  the  purpose  of 
summarizing  in  brief  and  handy  form  the  contents  of  the  agreement 
to  which  it  is  attached.  The  printed  instructions  on  Standard 
Form  No.  1036  are  a  part  of  these  regulations. 

/.  System  of  numbering  ACCEPTANCES  (Purchase  Orders).— All 
ACCEPTANCES  involving  an  expenditure  of  $1,000.00  or  more,  or 
on  account  of  which  more  than  one  payment  is  to  be  made  must  be 
numbered  in  the  series  provided  for  formal  contracts,  in  the  manner 
outlined  in  paragraph  \2h,  MB  Cir.  No.  4,  dated  February  3,  1927. 
ACCEPTANCES  involving  an  expenditure  of  less  than  $1,000.00  and 
settled  in  one  payment  need  not  be  numbered  in  any  prescribed 
method,  but  there  is  no  objection  to  including  such  ACCEPTANCES 
in  the  series  provided  for  formal  contracts  and  ACCEPTANCES 
involving  an  expenditure  of  $1,000.00  or  more. 

g.  Evidence  of  lowest  bid. — In  cases  where  the  lowest  bid  has 
been  accepted  the  Contracting  Officer  will  so  state  on  the  AB- 
STRACT OF  AGREEMENT  required  by  e  above.. 

15.  CONTRACT. — a.  General. — Agreements  with  successful  bid- 
ders for  procurements  made  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  Sb, 
herein,  will  be  executed  on  MB  Form  No.  307-b,  MILITIA  BUREAU 
FORM  OF  CONTRACT. 

b.  Bond. — Same  provision  as  Par.  14b  herein. 

c.  Approval. — Formal  contracts  for  supplies  and  services  are  not 
valid  until  approved  by  the  Governor,  or  State  Adjutant  General.

NATIONAL  MATCHES— 1927 

1.  GENERAL. — a.  The  following  instructions  governing  the 
participation  of  the  National  Guard  in  the  National  Matches,  1927, 
are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

b  The  expense  incident  to  the  participation  of  the  National 
Guard    in   the    National    Matches,    1927,    will    be    defrayed  from 
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funds  apportioned  under  Project  No.  8  covering  this  purpose  These 
funds  will  not  be  available  for  any  other  purpose.  In  view 
of  this  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  desires  each  State  *  having 
federally  recognized  units  to  be  represented  by  a  National  Guard 
Team  at  the  National  Matches,  1927.  However,  the  limited  nature 
of  the  funds  available  for  this  purpose  will  necessitate  a  uniform 
application,  in  all  cases,  of  the  policy  expressed  in  paragraph  6a 
below  Officers  of  grades  higher  than  those  indicated  will  not  be 
eligible  for  membership  of  a  National  Guard  Rifle  Team.  Officers 
of  higher  grades  cannot  accept  a  lower  rate  of  pay  than  that  of  the 
grade  they  hold,  although  they  may  be  willing  to  do  so,  in  order 
to  avoid  the  above  restriction.  (Decision  Comptroller  General,  Oct. 
17,  1922.) 

2.  DURATION  AND  NATURE  OF  THE  MATCHES.— a.  Dur- 
ation The  period  of  the  National  Match  activities  extends  from 

August  21st  to  September  18th,  both  dates  inclusive.  The  members 
of  National  Guard  Rifle  Teams,  except  Range  Officers,  are  author- 
ized to  participate  in  the  above-mentioned  activities  during  the  period 
from  August  28th  to  September  18th,  both  dates  inclusive.  The 
Range  Officers  of  National  Guard  Rifle  Teams  will  be  required  to 
participate  from  August  21st  to  September  18th,  both  dates  inclusive, 
unless  excused  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  cogent  reasons  only. 

b.  The  authorized  period  of  participation  will  include  the  follow- 
ing activities  : 

(1)  A  School  of  Instruction  in  Marksmanship,  for  the  National 
Guard,  divided  into  two  periods  as  follows : 

(a)  Range  Officers  :  All  Range  Officers  will  be  given  special  instruc- 
tion during  the  period  from  August  21st  to  28th,  both  dates  inclusive, 
preparatory  to  assisting  in  the  instruction  of  the  other  personnel 
of  National  Guard  Teams  during  the  period  provided  for  in  (b)  below. 
No  Range  Officer  will  be  excused  from  attending  this  school  of 
instruction,  except  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  2a  above. 

(b)  Team  Members:  The  School  of  Instruction  in  Marksman- 
ship for  National  Guard  team  members  will  be  conducted  from 
August  29th  to  September  1st,  both  dates  inclusive.  All  shoot- 
ing members  of  National  Guard  Rifle  Teams  present  in  Camp  Perry 
at  any  time  during  this  period  will  be  required  to  attend.  Attendance 
of  Team  Captains  and  Coaches  is  optional. 

(2)  National  Rifle  Association  Matches:  These  Matches  will  be 
held  during  the  period  from  September  2nd  to  11th,  both  dates 
inclusive.  Participation  of  National  Guard  Rifle  Team  Members  in 
these  matches  is  optional,  although  all  are  urged  to  take  advantage 
of  the  excellent  opportunity  they  afford  for  practice  under  match 
conditions.  However,  the  entrance  fees  for  these  matches  cannot  be 
paid  from  Militia  Bureau  funds.  , 

(3)  National  Matches:  The  National  Matches  will  start  on  Sep- 
tember 12th  with  the  National  Individual  Rifle  and  National  Indi- 
vidual Pistol  Matches.  The  range  will  be  open  for  final  team  prac- 
tice on  September  15th,  the  National  Rifle  Team  Match  being  held 
on  September  16th  and  17th. 

c.  All  activities  incident  to  the  National  Matches  will  be  con- 
cluded by  5  P.  M.  on  September  17th. 

3  DATE  OF  REPORT  AT  CAMP  PERRY  FOR  NATIONAL 
GUARD  PERSONNEL.— a.  Range  Officers.— Range  Officers  _  will 
be  required  to  report  in  person  to  the  Executive  Officer.  National 
Matches,  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  on  August  21st,  unless  excused  as  pro- 

*  Where  the  word  "State"  is  used  it  includes  also  Territories  and 
District  of  Columbia. 
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vided  for  in  paragraph  2a,  so  as  to  be  available  for  the  special 
instruction  provided  for  in  paragraph  2b  (1)  (a)  above;  to  assist  in 
the  instruction  of  the  National  Guard  Teams  ;  to  become  familiar  with 
the  methods  of  range  operation  ;  and  to  be  instructed  in  their  duties 
as  Range  Officers.  Thy  will  be  required  to  perform  these  duties 
exclusively,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Executive  Officer,  National 
Matches,  until  the  completion  of  the  Matches  unless  sooner  relieved 
by  proper  authority.  In  no  case,  however,  will  any  Range  Officer 
be  authorized  to  report  prior  to  August  21st. 

b.  Teams. — Team  Members,  except  Range  Officers,  should  report 
at  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  not  earlier  than  August  28th,  nor  later  than 
noon  of  September  15th.  Any  Team  Member  reporting  after  the 
latter  date  will  not  be  entitled  to  the  pay  and  allowances  prescribed. 
All  Team  Members  are  urged,  however,  to  report  on  August  28th 
if  possible,  but  in  no  case  earlier  than  that  date. 

4.  DATE  OF  DEPARTURE  FROM  CAMP  PERRY  FOR  NA- 
TIONAL GUARD  PERSONNEL.— September  18th  will  be  departure 
day  and  all  National  Guard  personnel  must  depart  from  Camp  Perry 
before  midnight  of  that  day.  No  one  will  be  authorized  to  remain 
after  that  date  for  any  reason. 

5  REPORTS  TO  BE  SUBMITTED  BY  TEAM  CAPTAINS 
UPON  ARRIVAL  AT  CAMP  PERRY.— 'Each  Team  Captain  upon 
arrival  at  Camp  Perry  will  furnish  the  Executive  Officer,  National 
Matches,  and  the  Militia  Bureau  Representative,  a  letter  from  the 
State  Adjutant  General  authorizing  him  to  act  as  team  captain. 
Each  Team  Captain  will  then  furnish  each  of  the  above  officials 
a  list  of  members  of  their  team,  including  all  team  officers,  with  the 
home  address  of  each,  and  will  certify  thereon  to  the  eligibility  of 
all  members. 

6  COMPOSITION  OF  NATIONAL  GUARD  RIFLE  TEAMS 
AUTHORIZED  TO  ATTEND  THE  NATIONAL  MATCHES.— 
a.    Each  authorized  team  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members  as  follows  : 

(1)  One  Team  Captain,  not  to  be  above  the  grade  of  Major. 

(2)  One  Team  Coach,  not  to  be  above  the  grade  of  Major. 

(3)  One  Range  Officer,  not  to  be  above  the  grade  of  Captain. 

(4)  Ten  Principals,  not  to  be  above  the  grade  of  Captain. 

(5)  Two  alternates,  neither  to  be  above  the  grade  of  Captain. 

b.  In  no  case  will  any  man  above  the  grade  of  Captain  be  per- 
mitted to  fire  as  a  member  of  an  authorized  National  Guard  Rifle 
Team,  nor  will  any  Team  Captain,  Team  Coach  or  Range  Officer  be 
listed  as  a  shooting  member  or  alternate  in  addition  to  their  duties 
as  team  officials.  No  exception  to  this  policy  will  be  made  by  the 
Militia  Bureau,  either  to  or  during  the  period  of  the  National 
Matches,  1927. 

7.  SELECTION  OF  TEAM  MEMBERS.— a.  Team  Members.— 
They  will  be  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Governors  of  the  respec- 
tive States  and  announced  in  formal  orders.  In  this  connection  at- 
tention is  invited  to  the  provisions  of  paragraphs  484,  486  and  487. 
National  Guard  Regulations  in  force  January  1,  1926.  One  copy  of 
each  order  designating  a  State  Rifle  Team  will  be  furnished  the 
Militia  Bureau. 

b.  Range  Officers. — In  view  of  their  use  as  assistant  instructors 
Range  Officers  should  be  selected,  in  so  far  as  practicable,  from  grad- 
uates of  the  Infantry  School. 

8.  STATE  TRYOUTS  FOR  THE  SELECTION  OF  TEAM 
MEMBERS.    No  Militia  Bureau  funds  will  be  available  for  the  con- 
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duct  of  State  Rifle  Competitions  or  tryouts  prior  to  the  National 
Matches.  Such  competitions  or  tryouts  will  not  be  conducted  during 
the  field  training  period,  except  at  such  afternoon  periods  as  will 
not  interfere  with  the  scheduled  training. 

9  PRIOR  MARKSMANSHIP  QUALIFICATION  A  REQUIRE- 
MENT FOR  MEMBERSHIP  ON  A  NATIONAL  GUARD  RIFLE 
TEAM  ATTENDING  THE  NATIONAL  MATCHES.— No  officer  or 
enlisted  man  will  be  selected  as  a  principal  or  alternate  of  a  National 
Guard  Rifle  Team,  to  participate  in  the  National  Matches,  who  has 
not  qualified  as  a  marksman  or  better  with  the  rifle  during  the  cur- 
rent or  preceding  target  year  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  487b,  Na- 
tional Guard  Regulations  in  force  January  1,  1926. 

10  PAY  AND  ALLOWANCES  AUTHORIZED  FOR  MEM- 
BERS OF  NATIONAL  GUARD  RIFLE  TEAMS.— Orders  placing 
members  of  authorized  National  Guard  teams  in  a  Federal  pay  status 
will  be  issued  by  State  Adjutants  General  as  required  by  paragraph 
3,  NGR  No.  58.  The  following  pay  and  allowances  are  applicable 
under  existing  laws  and  regulations  : — 

a.  Pay. — 

(1)  Officers.    Pay  and  allowances,  including  longevity,  rental 
allowance,  and  subsistence  allowance. 

(2)  Enlisted  men.    Pay  of  their  grade. 

b.  Transportation  in  kind  to  and  from  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  by  the 
shortest  usually  travelled  route  for  officers  and  enlisted  men.  (See 
NGR  70.) 

c.  Sleeping  car  accommodations  for  officers  and  enlisted  men 
where  the  journey  is  in  excess  of  twelve  hours  and  terminates  after 
the  first  midnight.  Tourist  accommodations  will  be  provided  for 
enlisted  men  below  grade  III  if  available.     (See  NGR  70.) 

d.  Monetary  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistence,  at  the  rate  of  $2.25 
per  dav,  to  each  authorized  enlisted  member  of  a  National  Guard 
Rifle  Team  during  the  period  actually  consumed  in  the  necessary 
travel  to  and  from  Camp  Perry,  Ohio. 

e.  Commutation  of  subsistence,  not  to  exceed  $1.20  per  day,  to 
each  authorized  enlisted  member  of  a  National  Guard  Rifle  Team 
for  the  period  he  is  actually  in  attendance  at  the  National  Matches, 
Camp  Perry,  Ohio. 

11.  TRANSPORTATION  TO  AND  FROM  CAMP  PERRY, 
OHIO. — a.  By  common  carrier.  Transportation  in  kind  for  the  round 
trip  journey,  by  the  shortest  usually  travelled  route,  will  be  furnished 
each  National  Guard  Rifle  Team  attending  the  National  Matches. 
In  no  case  will  the  Transportation  Officer,  National  Matches,  be 
'  authorized   to   issue   return   transportation   to   any   team.  Much 

difficulty  was  experienced  in  1925  by  teams  reporting  at  Camp 
Perry  without  transportation  for  the  return  journey. 

b.  By  privately-owned  automobile.  Authority  is  hereby  granted 
to  State  Adjutants  General  to  authorize  individuals  to  travel  to  and 
from  Camp  Perry  by  privately-ozvihed  automobile.  This  authority 
must  be  incorporated  in  each  case  in  the  Orders  issued  pursuant  to 
paragraph  10  herein.  Reimbursement  for  such  travel  will  be  made 
by  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers  for  operating 
expenses  actually  incurred  (and  supported  by  receipts)  for  gasoline, 
oil,  garage  rent  en  route  (not  at  Camp  Perry),  bridge,  ferry  and 
other  tolls,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  cost  of  transportation  by 
common  carrier.  Reimbursement  vouchers  should  be  stated  on 
Standard  Form  1012  and  1012a,  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  in 
the  form  as  shown  in  Appendix  1  hereto.  Before  payment,  re- 
quest for  reservation  of  funds  accompanied  by  the  voucher  and 
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certificate  must  be  sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau.  When 
two  or  more  members  of  an  authorized  team  travel  together  m  a 
privately-owned  automobile,  that  fact,  together  with  the  names  of 
those  accompanying  him,  must  be  stated  on  line  9  of  the  certificate. 
If  one  member  of  the  Team  pays  the  whole  charge  the  voucher 
should  be  made  out  to  him.  However,  a  certificate  from  each  of  the 
other  members  of  the  team,  to  the  effect  that  they  will  not  claim 
reimbursement  for  the  travel  involved,  must  be  attached  to  the 
voucher,  otherwise  reimbursement  will  be  made  only  for  a  pro- 
portionate part  of  the  total  operating  expenses  for  the  trip. 

12  WHO  WILL  MAKE  DISBURSEMENTS  AND  THE  NA- 
TURE OF  SUCH. — a.  The  Finance  Officer,  National  Matches,  Camp 
Perry,  Ohio  : 

(1)  Pay  of  members  of  authorized  National  Guard  Rifle  Teams 
(from  continental  US)  for  the  period  of  actual  attendance  at  Camp 
Perry  between  August  28th  and  September  18th,  both  dates  inclusive, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  paragraph  3a  above  for  range 
officers  and  in  addition  for  the  time  actually  consumed  m  the  neces- 
sary travel  to  and  from  Camp  Perry,  Ohio.  Properly  executed  pay- 
rolls will  be  submitted,  by  team  captains,  to  the  Finance  Officer,  Na- 
tional Matches,  for  this  purpose. 

(2)  Pay  of  members  of  authorized  National  Guard  Rifle  Teams 
from  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  depends  upon  dates  of  departure  from 
home  stations,  arrival  at  Camp  Perry  and  return  to  home  stations. 
The  date  of  departure  will  depend  upon  the  actual  sailing  date 
of  the  latest  steamer  scheduled  to  leave  Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico  to 
enable  the  members  of  teams  to  reach  Camp  Perry  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  herein ;  the  date  of  return  to  home  station 
will  depend  upon  the  actual  sailing  date  of  the  first  scheduled  steamer 
from  a  port  in  the  United  States  that  can  be  reached  after  September 
18  1927  These  facts  will  be  incorporated  iti  affidavits  for  attach- 
ment to  pay  rolls.  Payments  for  the  period  of  travel  of  these  two 
teams  to  Camp  Perry  will  be  made  by  the  Finance  Officer  National 
Matches  Camp  Perry,  Ohio.  Payments  for  the  period  from  date 
of  departure  from  Camp  Perry  to  home  stations  (the  exact  period 
not  being  ascertainable  at  the  time)  will  be  covered  in  supplemental 
pay  rolls,  accompanied  by  affidavits  referred  to  herein,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Militia  Bureau  for  settlement. 

(3)  Commutation  of  subsistence  as  provided  for  in  paragraph  10 e 
above. 

b.    United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers: 

(1)  They  will  issue  official  transportation  requests  to  common 
carriers  covering  the  journey  of  their  respective  State  Rifle  Teams  to 
and  from  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route 
The  authority  number  quoted  in  the  travel  order  will  be  indicated 
on  each  request  issued. 

(2)  Monetary  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistance  as  provided  in 
paragraph  lOd  above. 

(3)  Reimbursement  for  authorized  travel  in  privately-owned  auto- 
mobiles.   (See  Paragraph  lib  herein.) 

13  NATIONAL  MATCH  RIFLES  AND  PISTOLS  FOR  THE 
USE  OF  NATIONAL  GUARD  RIFLE  TEAMS,  a.  National  Match 
rifles  and  pistols  especially  selected  for  previous  Matches. — Under 
the  provisions  of  Section  III,  Circular  No.  68,  War  Department, 
1924  each  State  proposing  to  send  a  National  Guard  Rifle  Team  to 
the  National  Matches  was  authorized  fifteen  rifles,  caliber  .30,  Model 
1903  star  gauged,  and  five  automatic  pistols,  caliber  .45,  all  espe- 
cially selected  for  use  in  the  National  Matches.  These  rifles  and 
pistols  were  issued  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing

Officers  of  the  States  concerned  with  the  privilege  of  exchanging 
them  for  new  rifles  and  pistols  at  subsequent  National  Matches,  as 
provided  by  the  above-quoted  circular.  This  plan  will  not  be  effec- 
tive for  the  National  Matches,  1927,  and  all  rifles  and  pistols  issued 
under  the  above  or  other  previous  similar  authority,  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  any  State,  will  be  brought  to  Camp  Perry,  Ohio,  by  the 
Rifle  Team  of  each  state  concerned.  These  rifles  and  pistols 
may  be  retained  by  each  team  having  them  for  use  during  the  period 
of  the  Matches,  or  they  may  be  disposed  of  after  arrival  at  Camp 
Perry  as  provided  for  in  c  below. 

b.  Rifles  and  pistols  especially  selected  for  the  current  National 
Matches. — Each  authorized  National  Guard  Rifle  Team  reporting  at 
Camp  Perry  for  the  National  Matches,  1927,  will  be  entitled  to  draw, 
for  use  during  the  current  matches  fifteen  new  National  Match 
rifles,  caliber  .30,  Model  1903,  especially  selected  for  the  current 
matches;  and  five  new  National  Match  automatic  pistols,  caliber  .45, 
Model  1911  Al,  especially  selected  for  the  current  matches.  These 
new  rifles  and  pistols  will  be  provided  by  the  National  Board  for 
the  Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice  and  will  be  in  addition  to  those 
mentioned  in  a  above.  Upon  the  arrival  of  each  National  Guard 
Rifle  Team  at  Camp  Perry,  the  Team  Captain  will  report  in  person 
to  the  Ordnance  Officer,  National  Matches,  with  a  copy  of  the  order 
authorizing  the  attendance  of  his  team,  for  the  purpose  of  drawing 
the  team  allowance  of  rifles  and  pistols  authorized  in  this  sub- 
paragraph. These  rifles  and  pistols  will  be  issued  on  a  memorandum 
receipt  signed  by  the  Team  Captain,  or  under  such  other  regulations 
as  the  Executive  Officer,  National  Matches,  may  prescribe. 

c.  Disposition  of  the  rifles  and  pistols  included  in  a  and  b 
above: — (1)  Those  under  a  may  be  turned  in  to  the  Ordnance 
Officer,  National  Matches,  at  any  time  after  the  arrival  of  a  State 
Rifle  Team  at  Camp  Perry,  but  in  every  case  prior  to  the  departure 
of  any  team  concerned.  The  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officer  of  each  state,  to  which  National  Match  rifles  and  pistols 
have  been  issued  under  the  authority  quoted  in  a  above,  will  prepare 
the  necessary  number  of  shipping  tickets  for  the  transfer  of  such 
rifles  and  pistols  to  the  Ordnance  Officer,  National  Matches,  1927,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3,  NGR  75-5.  These 
shipping  tickets  will  be  delivered  to  the  Team  Captain  concerned, 
prior  to  the  departure  of  the  State  Rifle  Team  for  Camp  Perry,  who 
will  be  responsible  in  every  case  for  the  satisfactory  completion  of 
the  transfer  of  this  property.  He  will  also  obtain  the  required  num- 
ber of  signed  shipping  tickets  from  the  Ordnance  Officer,  National 
Matches,  acknowledging  the  transfer  of  the  property  concerned. 
The  Captain  will  forward  the  necessary  number  of  signed  shipping 
tickets  to  the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  as 
required  by  paragraph  3.  NGR  75-5.  Under  no  circumstances  will 
any  of  these  previously  selected  National  Match  rifles  or  pistols  be 
taken  away  from  Camp  Perry  by  a  National  Guard  Team. 

(2)  Those  under  b  will  be  turned  in  to  the  Ordnance  Officer,  Na- 
tional Matches,  by  the  Team  Captains  concerned,  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Matches,  and  under  such  instructions  as  may  be  issued 
by  the  Executive  Officer.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  of  these 
new  National  Match  Rifles  be  taken  away  from  Camp  Perry  by  a 
National  Guard  Team. 

d.  Final  clearance  for  Team  Captains,  National  Guard  Rifle 
Teams. — Complete  clearance  for  National  Guard  Team  Captains  will 
be  withheld  until  all  rifles  and  pistols  included  under  a  and  b  have 
been  disposed  of  as  provided  in  c  above.  Each  Team  Captain  will  be 
required  to  produce,  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  e  below, 
a  proper  receipt  from  the  Ordnance  Officer  National  Matches,  show- 
ing that  all  National  Match  rifles  and  pistols  in  the  possession  of  his 
team  have  been  disposed  of  as  required. 
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e.  Certificate  of  the  State  Adjutant  General  of  States  not  having 
rifles  or  pistols  under  the  authority  quoted  in  a  above. — The  Adjutant 
General  of  any  state,  whose  Rifle  Team  will  report  at  Camp  Perry 
without  the  allowance  of  rifles  and  pistols  authorized  under  the  au- 
thority quoted  in  a  above,  will  furnish  the  Team  Captain  with  a 
certificate,  in  triplicate,  to  the  effect  that  no  such  rifles  or  pistols 
have  ever  been  received  by  the  state  concerned.  Immediately  upon 
his  arrival  at  Camp  Perry,  the  Team  Captain  will  furnish  one  copy 
of  the  certificate  to  the  Executive  and  Ordnance  Officers  of  the 
National  Matches  respectively,  and  one  copy  to  the  Militia  Bureau 
Representative  at  the  Matches.  This  certificate  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  the  receipt  required  in  d  above  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing a  final  clearance. 

/.  Issue  of  National  Match  rifles  for  subsequent  Matches. — Im- 
mediately following  the  completion  of  the  National  Matches,  1927, 
the  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  each  State, 
whose  allowance  of  previously  selected  National  Match  rifles  and 
pistols  have  been  disposed  of  as  required  in  c  above,  will  submit 
a  requisition  direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  for  fifteen  new 
National  Match  Rifles,  and  five  new  National  Match  pistols,  espe- 
cially selected.  Requisitions  for  these  rifles  and  pistols  should  be 
submitted  without  delay  so  delivery  can  be  made  by  the  Ordnance 
Department  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  If  requisitions  are  sub- 
mitted promptly,  the  delivery  of  these  rifles  and  pistols  will  not  be 
later  in  any  case  than  four  months  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  outdoor 
training  season,  1928.  These  new  rifles  and  pistols  will  be  for  the  use 
of  State  Rifle  teams  during  the  preliminary  training  and  tryouts  for 
the  next  National  Matches  following  those  of  1927.  It  is  proposed 
to  follow  this  procedure  for  all  future  National  Matches  to  insure 
the  National  Guard  having  new  rifles  and  pistols  for  training  pur- 
poses prior  to  each.  The  issue  of  these  rifles  and  pistols  will  be 
in  addition  to  the  fifteen  new  rifles,  and  five  new  pistols,  to  be 
provided  each  National  Guard  team,  by  the  National  Board  for  the 
Promotion  of  Rifle  Practice,  upon  their  arrival  at  the  place  desig- 
nated for  holding  future  National  Matches. 

g.  Instructions  relative  to  the  disposition  of  National  Match  rifles 
and  pistols  in  the  possession  of  states  not  having  teams  at  Camp 
Perry  in  1927  will  be  issued  later. 

14.  NATIONAL  MATCH  AMMUNITION  FOR  TEAM  PRAC- 
TICE AND  TRYOUTS.— a.  The  War  Department  has  restricted 
the  allowance  for  each  team,  for  preliminary  training,  to  7,000  rounds 
of  "Cartridge,  ball,  cal.  .30,  National  Match."  No  additional  quan- 
tity of  this  ammunition  is  available.  Additional  ammunition  will 
be  supplied  from  a  specially  selected  lot  of  "Cartridge,  ball,  cal. 
.30  Ml." 

b.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  tryouts,  and  for  team  practice, 
each  state  is  authorized  to  requisition  the  following  allowance  of  am- 
munition : 

(1)  7,000  rounds  of  "Cartridge,  ball,  cal.  .30,  National  Match." 

(2)  5,000  rounds  of  "Cartridge,  ball,  cal.  .30  Ml." 

c.  Requisitions  for  the  above  ammunition  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Corps  Area  Commanders  concerned  to  whom  procurement  authority 
under  Project  No.  28  will  be  issued  to  cover  this  expense.  Inasmuch 
as  this  ammunition  allowance  will  be  issued  as  a  reimbursable  item 
from  the  limited  Militia  Bureau  funds  available,  any  additional 
ammunition  that  may  be  required  must  be  obtained  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  d  below.  In  order  that  delivery  of  the  above  author- 
ized allowance  may  be  made  prior  to  the  State  tryouts,  and  in  no 
case  later  than  June  30,  requisitions  must  be  submitted  as  soon 
as  possible  after  receipt  of  this  circular.

15.  ISSUE  OF  EQUIPMENT  TO  NATIONAL  GUARD  RIFLE

tional Guard  rifle  teams  participating  in  the  National  Matches,  1927, 
the  following  tables  of  allowances  are  published  and  will  govern. 
The  equipment  authorized  will  be  restricted  to  the  types  and  quan- 
tities listed  in  these  tables.  The  quantities  in  column  2  will  be 
issued  to  each  authorized  team  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
shooting  members  and  alternates  authorized  in  paragraph  5,  those  in 
column  3  to  each  complete  team.

16  ELIMINATION  RULES  NATIONAL  MATCHES.  I9?7-— 
The  following  provisions  of  the  rules  for  the  National  Matches,  1927, 
are  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

a  "Teams  other  than  those  representing  the  several  branches  of 
the  Army,  the  Navy  and  the  Marine  Corps  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  elimination  rules: 

b.  "A  team  listed  in  Class  A  after  the  National  Matches  of  1925 
or  after  the  last  National  Match  in  which  such  team  competed,  shall 
have  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  its  shooting  members  composed  of  men 
who  have  never  before  shot  on  any  National  Match  Rifle  Team.  A 
team  listed  in  Class  B  after  the  last  National  Match  in  which  such 
team  competed,  shall  have  at  least  thirty  per  cent  of  its  shooting 
members  composed  of  men  who  have  never  before  shot  on  any  Na- 
tional Match  Rifle  Team.  A  team  listed  in  Class  C  or  unclassified 
after  the  National  Matches  of  1925,  or  after  the  last  National  Match 
in  which  such  team  competed,  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  elimi- 
nation rule  only,  to  which  all  teams  except  those  representing  the  Re- 
serve Officers'  Training  Corps  and  Civilian  Military  Training  Camps 
are  also  subject,  in  addition  to  the  rules  prescribed  above  : 

"No  team  may  have  as  a  shooting  member  or  alternate  any  man 
who  has  been  a  shooting  member  of  any  team  in  three  or  more 
of  the  five  National  Rifle  Team  Matches  immediately  preceding 

17  NOTIFICATION  OF  INTENTION  TO  SEND  A  TEAM  TO

MATES.— a.  Upon  the  receipt  of  this  circular,  each  State  Adjutant 
General  will  promptly  notify  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  whether  or 
not  a  State  Rifle  Team  will  be  sent  to  the  National  Matches,  1927.

An  interesting  paper  giving  the  Medical  Officer's  view  of  the 
National  Guard  is  published  herewith  : 

THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  VIEW  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD 

***** 

Note  :  The  following  paper  was  prepared  by  Lt.  Col.  H.  S.  Pur- 
nell,  M.  C,  on  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  and 
was  read  at  a  conference  of  all  officers  of  the  Militia  Bureau.  Col. 
Purnell  has  some  remarks  to  make  about  the  physical  condition  of 
the  National  Guard  as  reported  to  him  and  it  was  thought  that  his 
observations  might  be  interesting  to  others  outside  the  Militia  Bureau. 

Briefly  summed  up,  the  duties  of  the  medical  officer  of  the  Militia 
Bureau  are  : 

a.  To  review  the  physical  examinations  of  candidates  for  com- 
mission, and  of  officers  for  promotion,  and  of  those  made  to  determine 
the  maintenance  of  physical  fitness  of  the  officer  and  warrant  officer 
personnel. 

b.  Coordination,  with  the  Medical  Section  of  the  Air  Service  in 
the  supervision  of  the  physical  examinations,  and  the  maintenance 
of  flying  fitness  of  the  Air  Corps  of  the  National  Guard. 

c.  Medical  review  of  the  disbursements  for  medical  treatment  and 
hospital  supplies  for  men  and  animals. 

d.  Coordination  with  the  various  Sections  of  the  Bureau  in  mat- 
ters of  a  technical  nature  pertaining  primarily  to  those  Sections. 

The  medical  equipment  of  the  National  Guard  is  a  subject  with 
which  under  the  present  organization  of  the  Bureau,  the  Medical 
officer  has  very  little  to  do,  his  only  function  being  to  aid  in  the 
preparation  of  supply  and  equipment  tables  when  called  upon,  or  for 
technical  conference,  and  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between  the  Sur- 
geon General's  Office  and  the  Bureau,  in  the  solution  of  problems 
which  become  the  subject  of  discussion. 

The  medical  equipment  and  supplies  furnished  the  National  Guard 
are  intended  for  armory  and  field  training  and  for  use  in  such  State 
emergencies  as  the  National  Guard  may  be  called  upon  to  meet,  and 
as  with  all  other  branches,  considerable  discretion  must  be  allowed 
in  determining  the  items  needed  and  the  quantities  necessary,  the 
problem  not  being  one  of  quantity  alone. 

The  Supply  Section  of  the  Bureau  prepares  tables  of  supply  and 
equipment,  including  those  of  the  Medical  Department,  and,  like- 
wise, acts  upon  all  requisitions  received  from  the  several  States. 

All  items  of  medical  equipment  and  most  of  those  of  supply  are 
furnished  upon  requisition  though  some  of  the  latter  items,  notably 
*  those  which   rapidly  deteriorate  and  those  used  only  occasionally, 

such  as  certain  bacteriologicals,  the  necessary  quantity  of  which  can 
not  be  predetermined,  are  purchased  locally. 

Like  all  other  articles  of  supply,  some  of  the  medical  items 
remain  on  the  free  list,  though  their  number  is  rapidly  decreasing. 

Bills  are  constantly  being  received  from  the  various  States  for  medical 
supplies  purchased  in  open  market,  often  at  a  very  high  price,  because 
of  a  so-called  "emergency"  ;  in  reality,  because  requisitions  were  not 
made  in  time  and  the  organization  had  to  make  local  purchases  or 
go  to  camp  without  medical  supplies.  However,  improvement  is 
taking  place  in  this  respect  and  each  year  shows  fewer  of  these 
"emergencies." 

By  recent  decentralization,  approval  of  the  purchase  of  veterinary 
supplies  and  payment  for  services  has  been  taken  out  of  the  Bureau 
and  transferred  to  the  Corps  Area,  each  State  being  given  a  quar- 
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terly  allowance  for  these  purposes.  This  allowance  is  based  on  the 
animal  strength  of  the  State. 

Medical  treatment  and  hospitalization  of  the  National  _  Guard  is 
provided  under  the  National  Defense  Act  and  is  limited  in  case  of 
disease  occurring  at  authorized  encampments,  in  line  of  duty,  to 
the  period  of  the  encampment;  whereas,  in  case  of  injury  at  camp  in 
line  of  duty  the  period  of  treatment  is  unlimited,  the  sole  criterion 
being  fitness  for  travel,  and  in  addition  pay  is  provided  up  to  a 
maximum  of  six  months  of  hospitalization. 

The  term  used  in  the  National  Defense  Act  in  dealing  with  dis- 
continuance of  hospitalization  is  "until  fit  for  travel  to  his  home." 
This  term  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  much  criticism. 
It  is  necessary  that  some  limit  to  treatment  be  set  and  with  recent 
rulings  of  the  Comptroller  General,  though  this  is  not  entirely  satis- 
factory, it  becomes  workable. 

If  the  period  during  which  the  Guardsman  was  unable  to  resume 
his  occupation  from  either  sickness,  injury,  or  born,  was  covered,  and 
this  is  desired  by  many  members  of  the  Guard,  there  being  no 
local  agencies  scattered  throughout  the  United  States  upon  which 
the  Militia  Bureau  could  depend  for  the  supervision  of  treatment, 
the  certificates  of  physicians  who  were  interested  parties,  would  be 
the  only  evidence  to  be  relied  upon  and  there  would  be  room  for 
innumerable  errors  and  undoubtedly,  the  cost  of  medical  treatment 
would  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

No  provision  is  made  for  compensation  of  individuals  taken  sick 
or  injured  at  armory  drills,  except  in  case  of  accidents  during  flying, 
in  which  cases  hospitalization  and  pay  are  provided  as  in  case  of 
injury  at  encampments. 

It  is  expected  that  the  medical  personnel  attached  to  and  belonging 
to  the  organizations  will,  while  in  camp,  care  for  the  minor  illnesses 
and  accidents,  and  will  use  for  this  purpose  the  field  equipment  and 
supplies  which  they  have  obtained  on  requisition.  When  these 
cases  require  attention  which  cannot  be  given  by  the  National  Guard 
personnel  with  the  field  equipment,  they  are  transferred  to  Army 
hospitals  if  available  and  if  not,  to  civil  institutions,  the  bills  for  the 
services  rendered  being  forwarded  to  this  Bureau  for  approval. 

While  the  regulations  governing  medical  and  hospital  treatment 
have  been  published  and  now  seem  fairly  intelligible,  much  of  the 
time  of  the  medical  officer  here  is  spent  in  obtaining  the  necessary 
information  relative  to  disease,  injury,  hospitalization,  and  the 
charges  made  for  services,  to  show  that  the  expenditures  are  properly 
authorized  under  the  regulations  and  within  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Defense  Act. 

Owing  to  the  necessity  for  returning  these  bills  to  the  State 
authorities  and  their  being  forwarded  to  officers  who  have  returned 
to  their  homes,  the  securing  of  affidavits,  revision  of  charges,  etc., 
delay  is  unavoidable  and  at  times  seems  interminable.  This  situation 
must  necessarily  be  a  source  of  vexation  and  annoyance  to  all 
concerned,  but  there  seems  no  way  to  obviate  it  except  by  closer 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  on  the  part  of  the 
States.  Our  course'  at  times  must  seem  picayunish  but  any  lapse 
from  strict  compliance  with  the  requirements  which  is  passed  un- 
noticed brings  repetitions  and  future  trouble.  In  reality,  I  suppose 
this  passing  back  and  forth  of  communications  and  meticulous  com- 
pliance with  law  and  regulations,  constitutes  in  itself  valuable  in- 
struction. I  know  at  this  end  we  learn  a  good  deal  about  human 
nature. 

As  to  the  physical  condition  of  the  National  Guard,  with  their 
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examination  on  entrance  into  the  service  and  annual  examination 
the  supposition  is  that  the  organizations  should  be  ready  to  step  into 
the  Federal  service  on  short  notice  with  units  completely  officered 
up  to  peace  strength  without  eliminations  on  account  of  physical 
defects,  but  should  an  emergency  arise  at  the  present  time,  I 
believe,  if  examinations  were  carried  on  by  an  impartial  board  of 
comDetent  medical  officers,  such  would  not  be  found  to  be  the  case 
and  eliminations  would  be  the  order  of  the  day. 

Every  officer  of  the  National  Guard,  active  and  reserve,  is  re- 
quired to  be  physically  examined  once  each  year  and  a  report  made 
to  this  office  on  Form  63,  A.G.O.  Flying  personnel  to  qualify  for 
flying  must  pass  a  physical  examination  every  stx  months  and  this 
is  reported  on  Form  64,  A.  G.  O.  Therefore,  with  the  examinations 
of  the  newly  commissioned  officers  resulting  from  the  20%  to 
25%  turnover,  there  should  be,  roughly,  something  over  15,000 
physical  examinations  coming  yearly  to  the  Militia  Bureau  for 
review;  that  is,  about  1,250  monthly  or  50  daily,  and  while  there 
are  a  great  many  of  these  reports,  this  number  does  not  arrive, 
and  of  those  which  do  come,  I  believe  a  very  large  number  do  not 
show  the  true  condition  of  the  officers  purported  to  have  been  ex- 
amined. On  inquiring  of  National  Guard  medical  officers  why 
their  reports  are  so  unreliable  I  was  told  by  the  senior  medical 
officer  of  a  nearby  State,  one  of  the  largest  and  most  populous,  and 
one  with  a  National  Guard  organization  second  to  none,  that  if 
the  medical  examinations  were  made  rigidly  in  compliance  with 
regulations,  it  would  break  up  the  organization  in  that  State.  Others 
told  me  that  their  States  only  allowed  a  small  sum,  uually  75c  for 
physical  examinations  and  that  no  man  could  make  a  complete  physi- 
cal examination  for  that  amount.  Of  course,  that  is  true,  but  it 
members  of  the  National  Guard  are  only  going  to  do  what  they 
are  paid  for,  I  fear  for  the  future  of  the  Guard,  which  will  cease  to 
be  what  it  has  always  been,  an  organization  serving  for  the  love  of 
things  military. 

We  know  that  in  every  100  men  examined  even  among  picked 
men,  such  as  those  of  the  Regular  Army  where  annual  examinations 
are  rather  carefully  made,  that  there  is  a  certain  percentage  of  minor 
as  well  as  major  defects  and  abnormalities,  and  when  hundreds  of 
these  reports  come  in  from  the  National  Guard  without  showing 
the  normal  rate  of  defects  it  can  readily  be  see*  that  thorough  ex- 
aminations are  not  the  rule. 

Formerly,  many  of  the  reports  of  these  examinations  were  returned 
for  completion  and  correction  but  the  clerical  filling  of  the  blanks 
is  now  much  better  and  relatively  few  are  returned. 

The  examination  for  flying  is  a  more  thorough  examination  than 
4  that  required  for  other  service  and  must  be  made  by  one  specially 

trained  for  this  work — indeed,  this  examination  is  so  highly  tech- 
nical that  even  the  results  when  transcribed  to  Form  64  are  unintel- 
ligible to  the  ordinary  medical  man  unless  he  has  had  this  special 
training  and  those  sent  to  this  Bureau  must  be  taken  to  the  Air 
Service  for  review,  also  for  comparison  with  their  records,  and  a 
copy  is  sent  them  for  file,  so  that  their  office  has  a  complete  file  of 
all  flying  personnel  in  the  Regular  Army,  National  Guard  and 
Reserve. 

A  very  careful  check  is  kept  here  upon  the  examinations  of  flying 
personnel  and  the  Adjutant  General  is  notified  when  they  fail  to 
comply  with  the  physical  examination  requirements  or  to  conform 
to  the  requirements  for  physical  examination. 

7.  An  interesting  paper  received  from  the  Militia  Bureau  relative 
to  National  Guard  Air  Corps  activities,  is  published  herewith  : 
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NATIONAL  GUARD  AIR  CORPS  ACTIVITIES 

Note :  The  following  paper  was  prepared  by  Captain  Charles  T. 
Phillips,  Air  Corps,  on  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
and  was  read  at  a  conference  of  all  officers  on  duty  in  the  Militia 
Bureau  on  March  2,  1927.  The  facts  presented  were  deemed  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  warrant  publication. 

Federal  recognition  was  extended  the  first  observation  squadron 
of  the  National  Guard  in  January  of  1921  and  during  that  calendar 
year  five  additional  squadrons  were  organized.  At  that  time,  both 
the  then  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau  and  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps 
were  frankly  of  the  opinion  that  on  account  of  the  many  technical 
difficulties,  Air  Corps  units  in  the  Naional  Guard  would  not  be  suc- 
cessful. However,  the  Air  Corps  had  a  great  quantity  of  surplus 
equipment  and  at  that  time  it  was  generally  believed  there  were 
approximately  10,000  trained  pilots  scattered  over  the  country. 
The  first  half  dozen  squadrons  were  therefore  recognized  as  an  ex- 
periment. They  proved  reasonably  successful,  and  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  has  extended  Federal  recognition  to  additional  units  so  that 
at  the  present  time  there  are  16  federally  recognized  Observation 
Squadrons  and  13  Photo  Sections,  the  organizational  scheme  being 
the  Division  Air  Service,  consisting  of  one  Squadron  and  one  Photo 
Section,  for  each  of  the  18  Infantry  Divisions.  Four  additional  Photo 
Sections  and  one  additional  Squadron  are  authorized  for  the  present 
fiscal  year.  The  budget  for  1928  provides  for  an  additional  Division 
Air  Service,  while  another  is  provided  in  the  tentative  estimates 
for  the  fiscal  year  1929.  This  will  make  19  Squadrons  and  18  Photo 
Sections,  one  Army  Squadron  (Arkansas)  having  been  added  to 
the  original  plan. 

Due  to  the  experimental  nature  of  these  units  and  the  youth  and 
lack  of  precedent  on  many  matters  in  the  Air  Corps  itself,  a  great 
many  problems  have  been  presented  in  connection  with  their  organiza- 
tion. I  will  try  to  confine  my  remarks  to  what  seem  to  be  the  major 
problems. 

The  first  one  is  the  procurement  of  flying  personnel.  The  Tables 
of  Organization  for  a  Division  Air  Service  call  for  31  flying  officers, 
19  of  whom  shall  be  pilots  and  12  observers.  In  the  units  now 
federally  recognized,  the  National  Guard  now  has  201  pilots,  23 
observers  and  58  non-rated  officers  acting  as  observers.  There  are 
vacancies  in  the  existing  units  for  235  flying  officers,  103  of  whom 
should  be  pilots.  When  all  19  squadrons  are  organized  in  the  fiscal 
year  1929  to  conform  to  the  Tables  of  Organization  the  National 
Guard  should  have  589  flying  officers  or  more  than  twice  as  many 
as  are  in  the  existing  units. 

The  flying  strength  of  the  National  Guard  cannot  be  materially 
increased  from  the  ranks  of  the  war  trained  reserve  officers.  In 
the  first  place  the  period  of  usefulness  of  an  airplane  pilot,  who  does 
not  keep  up  his  flying  training,  is  only  three  years.  The  reserve 
section  of  the  Office  of  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps  estimates  that  there 
are  today  only  300  reserve  pilots,  who  would  be  of  immediate  value 
in  the  event  of  a  mobilization  and  only  750  additional  pilots  in 
the  entire  United  States  (exclusive  of  the  National  Guard),  who 
would  be  of  value  after  intensive  refresher  training. 

Observers  can  be  trained  in  the  National  Guard  Squadrons,  so 
candidates  commissioned  in  the  Air  Corps  units  of  the  National  Guard 
come  under  the  same  regulations  as  govern  all  combat  branches  ex- 
cept that  they  must  successfully  complete  the  special  examination 
for  flying. 

Regulations  issued  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  provided,  however, 
that  airplanes  issued  the  National  Guard  will  be  piloted  only  by 
officers  holding  an  airplane  pilot's  rating  recognized  by  the  Chief

of  the  Air  Corps.  There  are  two  airplane  pilots'  ratings  ;  one  that  of 
"Airplane  Pilot,"  and  the  other  "Junior  Airplane  Pilot.  At  the 
present  time  the  senior  rating  is  given  only  men  who  have  com- 
pleted the  course  at  the  Advance  Flying  School  of  the  Air  Corps. 
The  Junior  Airplane  Pilots'  rating  is  given  for  successful  completion 
of  the  primary  flying  school  course  or  upon^  successful  completion 
of  examination  by  a  board  convened  by  authority  of  the  Chief  ot  Air 
Corps. 

The  difficulty  in  increasing  the  number  of  pilots  in  the  National 
Guard  would  be  minimized  if  primary  flying  training  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  the  tests  for  the  J.  A.  P.  rating  could  be  permitted.  How- 
ever primary  flying  training  in  the  National  Guard  has  not  been 
authorized  The  Air  Corps  does  not  permit  primary  training  at 
any  of  its  fields  or  stations,  except  the  schools,  and  strongly  recom- 
mends against  it  in  the  National  Guard.  Its  recom-ieneaion  was  con- 
curred in  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

The  following  methods  of  securing  pilots  for  the  National  Guard, 
therefore  remain: 

First-  Physically  fit  applicants  may  be  commissioned  in  the 
National  Guard  and  sent  to  the  primary  flying  school.  Funds  permit 
sending  about  20  officers  a  year  to  this  school.  Approximately  50% 
of  the  officers  so  sent  return  to  their  units  with  the  J.  A.  P.  rating. 

Second:  Successful  completion  of  the  J.  A.  P.  test  by  National 
Guard  officers  who  received  their  primary  training  at  civilian  flying 
schools.  This  is  an  uncertain  source.  The  National  Guard  in  the 
past  has  averaged  about  ten  pilots  a  year  from  this  field. 

Third-  The  procurement  of  officers  from  among  the  individuals 
who  have  completed  the  Air  Corps  schools  as  flying  cadets  By 
an  informal  agreement  enlisted  men  of  National  Guard  Squadrons, 
who  are  otherwise  oualified  as  civilian  applicants  are  given  priority 
in  appointment  as  flying  cadets.  However,  to  be  enlisted  as  flying 
cadets  thev  must  be  discharged  from  the  National  Guard.  About 
12  men  are  sent  from  the  National  Guard  each  year  to  school  as  fly- 
ing cadets.  This  course  requires  a  complete  year.  Very  few  of  these 
men  have  returned  to  their  units  with  a  pilots  rating.  Only  *55% 
of  all  flying  cadets  complete  the  course  successfully — some  of  the 
successful  cndets  secure  commissions  in  the  regular  establishment, 
while  most  of  the  others  are  picked  up  by  commercial  flying  concerns 
with  the  result  that  very  few  return  to  the  place  of  their  enlistment. 

The  prospect  for  an  increase  in  the  flying  strength  of  the  National 
Guard  is  not  very  bright,  therefore,  unless  a  new  source  of  supply 
of  pilots  can  be  found  or  created.  As  the  cost  of  operation  of  these 
squadrons  is  now  quite  a  large  sum  which  is  not  greatly  increased 
by  an  increase  in  flying  strength,  the  question  of  additional  pilots 
has  become  more  important  during  the  past  two  years. 

About  six  months  ago  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  caused  a  study 
to  be  made  of  the  relation  of  National  Guard  units  to  the  flying 
training  being  conducted  bv  the  Air  Corps.  As  the  result  of  this 
study  and  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau's  recommendation,  the  Chief 
of  Air  Corps  has  recommended  a  change  in  Army  Regulations  gov- 
erning the  appointment  of  flying  cadets  which  would  permit  the 
fillino-  of  vacancies  as  flying  cadets,  immediately  after  qualified 
candidates  from  among  enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Army  have 
been  appointed,  from  among  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  Air  Corps 
units  of  the  National  Guard;  the  appointments  to  be  for  six  months 
Primary  Flying  Course,  or  for  the  complete  course  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  The  only  restrictions  would_  be  that 
the  candidates  be  physically  fit  for  flying  within  the  age  limit — 20_  to 
27  years,  and  that  in  the  case  of  enlisted  men  that  thev  be  qualified 
for  commission  in  the  National  Guard.    As  the  successful  candidates 
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from  the  ranks  of  the  Regular  Army  have  never  filled  more  than 
one-half  of  a  Primary  Flying  class  of  200  it  looked  for  a  time 
as  if  this  plan  would  do  much  to  solve  the  Problem.  I  understand, 
however,  that  the  War  Department  is  objecting  to  a  waiver  of 
the  mental  examination  for  candidates  from  the  National  Guard.  As 
relatively  few  National  Guard  officers  who  have  been  out  of  school 
or  college  for  more  than  a  year  could  pass  the  examination  for  flying 
cadet  this  plan  may  not  secure  the  desired  result.  In  the  past  there 
has  been  no  lack  of  candidates  for  flying  training  from  the  National 
Guard.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  even  if  authority 
is  finally  received  for  the  appointment  of  flying  cadets  direct  from 
the  National  Guard,  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  men  appointed 
will  return  to  their  units  with  a  pilots'  rating.  Fifty  per  cent  of  all 
candidates  fail  to  complete  the  primary  course  and  another  SO  per 
cent  fail  to  complete  the  advanced  course.  For  the  next  five  years 
all  men  successfully  completing  the  advanced  course  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  go  in  the  regular  establishment,  either  with  perma- 
nent commissions  or  for  one  year's  active  duty  as  reserve  officers. 

The  201  pilots  who  are  in  the  National  Guard  are  keeping  up 
their  training.  While  this  is  only  about  12  pilots  per  squadron,  6 
less  than  required  by  Tables  of  Organization,  it  is  twice  as  many  as 
are  actually  on  duty  with  the  average  Observation  Squadron  of  the 
Regular  Army  in  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States.  These 
pilots  during  the  fiscal  year  1926  flew  11,953  hours,  an  average  of 
over  67  hours  per  pilot.  The  average  flying  time  for  Regular  Army 
pilots  was  only  128  hours.  When  we  realize  that  the  Air  Corps 
reserve  of  10,000  war  trained  pilots  has  been  practically  eliminated 
through  lack  of  consistent  flying  training,  it  seems  that  the  National 
Guard  is  accomplishing  something  worth  while  if  it  can  continue  to 
keep  even  200  pilots  in  training.  110  of  these  National  Guard  pilots 
qualified  on  service  airplanes  during  1926  Field  Training  period._  In 
addition  to  actual  piloting,  the  National  Guard  Squadrons  have  trained 
a  number  of  fairly  efficient  observers.  Both  during  the  armory  and 
field  training  periods  all  of  the  missions  common  to  the  role  of 
Division  Air  Service  are  practiced.  They  have  also  demonstrated 
that  they  can  maintain  their  equipment. 

The  training  of  all  squadrons  has  been  handicapped  in  the  past 
by  a  lack  of  service  equipment,  as  the  airplanes  which  they  have 
been  using  could  not  carry  machine  guns  or  modern  radio  equipment. 
Training  in  the  actual  operation  of  the  guns  or  service  radio  had  to 
be  concentrated  in  the  short  field  training  period  and  even  then  in 
many  cases  service  equipment  could  not  be  made  available  for  their 
training  by  the  Regular  Army. 

The  National  Guard  was  originally  equipped  with  the  JN  type 
training  airplane,  a  war  surplus.  These  airplanes  were  issued  to 
the  National  Guard  as  a  free  issue  but  a  charge  of  $2000  for  recon- 
ditioning each  airplane  was  made  by  the  Air  Corps.  During  the 
first  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Air  Corps  units  in  the  National 
Guard  practically  all  parts,  both  airplane  and  engine,  were  a  free 
issue.  This  stock  was  gradually  diminished  and  it  was  realized 
that  the  JN  itself  would  have  to  be  replaced  by  a  new  type.  The 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  early  in  the  calendar  year  1926  convened  a 
board  of  officers  to  study  the  replacement  question.  This  board 
recommended  the  replacement  of  the  JN  with  3  standard  service 
observation  and  S  advanced  training  airplanes  in  each  squadron. 

There  is  no  advanced  training  airplane  in  existence,  but  the 
National  Guard  officers  on  the  board  were  very  desirous  of  securing 
something  with  better  performance  than  the  Primary  training  plane 
which  is  replacing  the  JN  in  the  regular  Army.  The  Army  is  now 
attempting  to  develop  an  advanced  training  airplane. 

When  the  board  was  in  session  it  was  thought  that  while  the 
JN  should  be  replaced  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  still  it  could  continue 
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in  service  for  another  two  or  three  years.  Also  it  appeared  that 
funds  which  would  be  available  for  the  fiscal  years  1926  and  1927 
for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  would  be  sufficient  only  tor 
the  acquisition  of  the  three  standard  service  type  planes  for  each 
squadron.  So  the  Chief  of  Bureau  approved  the  recommendation  ot 
the  board  despite  the  fact  that  the  Advanced  Traimng  A^plane  was 
only  on  paper. 

Immediately  after  the  approval  of  the  board  proceedings  funds 
of  the  fiscal  year  1926  were  transferred  to  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps 
for  the  purchase  of  14  "Standard  Observation  Airplanes  The  Uuet 
of  Air  Corps  ordered  14  airplanes  of  the  Douglas  0-2c  type  and  the 
Militia  Bureau  planned  to  purchase  35  additional  airplanes  of  this 
type  just  as  soon  as  1927  funds  became  available.  This  would 
have  given  each  squadron  its  complement  of  service  airplanes  be- 
fore the  summer  training  period  of  1927. 

However  before  delivery  of  the  14  airplanes  ordered,  this  type 
developed  what  we  call  "auto-rotation"  and  while  that  complaint  was 
not  serious  enough  to  justify  cancellation  of  the  order  the  Air  Corps 
decided  to  purchase  no  more  of  the  same  type.  Funds  of  the  fiscal 
year  1927  became  available  and  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  requested 
the  Chief  of  Air  Corps  to  purchase  27  "Standard  Service  Observation 
Airplanes"  for  the  National  Guard.  The  Chief  of  Air  Corps  answered 
that  he  had  no  standard  observation  airplane  which  he  would  recom- 
mend for  issue  to  the  National  Guard. 

In  the  meantime  accident  statistics  became  available  which  showed 
that  in  the  event  of  a  major  crash,  occupants  of  a  metal  fuselage  air- 
plane had  a  much  better  chance  of  escaping  serious  injury  than  oc- 
cupants of  a  wooden  airplane.  So  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps  issued 
orders  to  his  depots  that  after  January  1st  no  JN  airplanes  would 
be  given  major  overhauls.  For  a  time  it  appeared  that  despite 
the  availability  of  funds  the  National  Guard  would  soon  be  without 
flying  equipment. 

However,  recently,  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps  recommended  the  issue 
as  standard  Observation  Planes  to  the  National  Guard  of  the  Curtiss 
0-1  with  the  Liberty  engine.  A  contract  for  35  of  these  airplanes 
for  the  National  Guard,  subjected  to  a  satisfactory  service  test 
has  been  let.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  manyof  the  squadrons  can 
be  supplied  with  this  job  in  time  for  field  training  in  1927. 

The  issue  to  the  National  Guard  of  service  airplanes  should  result 
in  great  training  strides  in  the  next  two  years  as  it  will  permit  the 
issue  of  service  auxiliary  equipment.  The  1928  budget  provides  for 
the  purchase  of  3  SCR  134  sets  (telephone  and  telegraph,  sending 
and  receiving  from  the  airplane)  and  1  SCR  136  ground  set  (the 
ground  complement  of  the  134)  for  each  squadron.  The  standard 
machine  guns  can  also  be  installed  and  aerial  gunnery  practiced 
during  the  Armory  drill  period. 

AIR  CORPS  SUPPLY 
The  Air  Corps  supply  situation  has  from  the  beginning  been  un- 
satisfactory. At  first  the  Air  Corps  could  furnish  no  list  of  supplies, 
which  would  be  available  for  the  National  Guard  either  with  or 
without  reimbursement.  So  all  requisitions  at  first  were  routed 
through  the  Corps  Area  Commander  to  the  Field  Service  Section, 
where  a  chart  was  prepared  to  show  location  of  each  item  cost,  if 
any,  etc.  The  requisition  was  then  returned  through  the  Chief  of 
Air  Corps  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  who  would  then  forward 
it  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  If  funds  were  available  and  the  issue 
approved  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  returned  the  paper  to  the  Air 
Corps  for  issue.  In  about  six  months  the  unit  received  the  prop- 
erty. In  1925  the  Air  Corps  was  able  to  publish  a  list  of  supplies 
authorized  for  issue  to  the  National  Guard.  Just  prior  to  the  fiscal 
year  1927  the  first  real  system  of  issue  to  the  National  Guard  was 
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worked  out.  Under  this  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  allotted  to  Corps 
Area  Commanders  for  each  unit  the  sum  of  $6500  for  maintenance. 
Requisitions  are  now  routed  from  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officers  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  who  from  the  list 
of  material  available  figures  the  reimbursement  required,  issues  the 
procurement  authority  and  forwards  the  requisition  to  the  Air 
Corps  Field  Service  Section,  which  makes  the  issue.  This  has  cut 
the  period  required  to  secure  the  issue  of  an  item  in  stock  and 
available  from  six  months  to  about  three  months.  Where  the  item 
has  to  be  purchased  the  period  is  sometimes  a  year. 

As  the  number  of  non-available  items  will  be  very  large  during 
the  next  fiscal  year  a  new  system  must  be  worked  out.  The  Air 
Corps  states  that  its  funds  are  too  limited  to  permit  the  acquisition 
of  stocks  sufficiently  in  excess  of  its  own  annual  requirements  to 
permit  the  supply  of  the  National  Guard  and  that  unless  funds  are 
transferred  in  bulk  at  the  beginning  of  a  fiscal  year  it  must  pur- 
chase in  small  quantities  for  the  National  Guard  after  funds  have 
been  transferred.  This  means  an  increased  cost  as  well  as  a  costly 
delay. 

There  are  some  3,000  separate  items  in  an  airplane  and  one  half 
as  many  in  an  engine  in  addition  to  other  Air  Corps  material  as 
parachutes,  aviation  clothing,  tools  and  photographic  equipment  and 
supplies.  In  the  fiscal  year  1928  engine  and  engine  parts  will  prob- 
ably be  available  in  stock  at  the  Air  Corps  depots  while  practically 
all  other  items  must  be  purchased  after  the  transfer  of  funds.  A 
system  under  which  the  maintenance  funds  for  all  units  would  be 
transferred  at  the  first  of  the  fiscal  year  to  the  Air  Corps,  which 
would  then  assume  the  supply  of  the  National  Guard  so  long  as 
the  units  remained  within  their  credits,  has  been  proposed.  But  the 
legality  of  any  plan  requiring  a  transfer  of  funds  except  for  the 
purchase  of  a  specific  item  has  been  questioned  and  no  definite  action 
has  been  taken.  It  is  realized  that  this  problem  is  a  basic  one.  How- 
ever, unless  a  satisfactory  solution  is  reached  before  the  beginning 
of  the  fiscal  year  1928,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  operation  of  the 
National  Guard  Observation  Squadrons  is  going  to  be  seriously  handi- 
capped.

It  is  my  opinion  that  with  the  initial  equipment  of  all  units  with 
modern  airplanes,  practically  completed  in  1928  the  annual  cost 
will  drop  to  about  one  million  dollars,  where  it  should  remain  tor  a 
number  of  years. 

The  average  cost  of  an  aircraft  flying  hour  during  the  fiscal  year 
1926  in  the  National  Guard  was  $41.38.  This  compares  favorably 
with  the  regular  army  estimate  $54.69  for  the  same  type  of  airplane 
the  army  estimate  being  higher  as  the  initial  value  of  the  airplane 
was  used  in  figuring  depreciation,  while  the  National  Guard  used  the 
cost  of  a  major  overhaul,  $2,000,  as  JN's  were  furnished  as  a  free 
issue. 

During  the  past  calendar  year  I  was  able  to  visit  14  of  the  16 
Squadrons.  By  combining  "ferry  jobs"  with  regular  visits  ,  of  in- 
struction I  traveled  3,000  miles  by  rail  and  9,000  miles  by  air  at  a 
cost  of  only  $413  to  Militia  Bureau  funds.  From  observations  on 
these  trips  and  reports  available  here  in  the  office  I  would  rate 
seven  of  the  Squadrons  as  very  satisfactory,  five  as  satisfactory  and 
three  as  unsatisfactory.  The  last  squadron  organized  is  noc  rated 
as  it  has  no  flying  field.

1.  For  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned  there  is 
quoted  below,  letter  from  the  Militia  Bureau  representing  the  policy 
assumed  in  issue  of  radio  sets  to  the  National  Guard. 

"1.  About  the  middle  of  last  December  this  Bureau  placed  an 
order  with  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  for  the  purchase  of  radio 
equipment  and  reel  carts. 

2.  As  indicated  in  letters  to  Corps  Area  Commanders  dated 
Dec.  16,  1926,  the  plan  of  the  Militia  Bureau  is  to  furnish 
modern  radio  sets  to  the  National  Guard  on  the  following  basis  :

S  In  allotting  the  above  mentioned  equipment  to  the  several 
states  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  quantities  of  this  type  of 
equipment  already  in  the  hands  of  the  state.  It  will  be  noted  that 
on  the  basis  mentioned  in  paragraph  2  above  some  units  will  not 
he  fullv  equipped  in  accordance  with  the  new  National  Guard  Eqip- 
ment  fables  The  basis  of  supply  indicated  m  paragraph  2  is  what 
s  reearded  by  the  Militia  Bureau  as  being  the  minimum  require- 
ments for  training  purposes.  Issues  will,  therefore,  not  be  made  on 
the  basis  of  Equipment  Table  Allowances. 

4  Shipping  instructions  have  been  furnished  the  Chief  Signal 
Officer  covering  the  supply  of  this  equipment.  It  is  therefore  un- 
necessary for  the  states  to  submit  requisition  for  radio  sets.  ihe 
Darts  that  compose  the  various  radio  sets  will  be  shipped  direct  to 
the  state  from  the  factory  or  Signal  Corps  Depot  as  the  case  may 
be  The  exact  dates  when  these  shipments  will  -De  made  cannot  be 
eiven  at  the  present  time.  Some  shipments  have  already  been  made 
and  additional  ones  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  the  parts  that 
are  being  manufactured  become  available.  All  this  equipment  is 
being  furnished  without  charge  against  Corps  Area  allottments. 

5  Action  similar  to  the  above  will  be  taken  in  equipping  the 
Headquarters  Troops  of  Cavalry  squadrons  as  soon  as  funds  become 
available,  probably  in  the  fiscal  year  1928. 

6  Although  the  communication  carts  (one  mule)  telephone  and 
radio  are  called  for  in  the  National  Guard  Equipment  Tables,  none 
are  available  for  issue  to  the  National  Guard  and  this  type  of  cart 
is  not  considered  practicable  for  National  Guard  use.  The  Militia 
Bureau  has  arranged  to  conduct  some  practical  tests  this  coming 
summer  with  a  light  type  of  cart  which  it  is  believed  will  prove  more 
satisfactory  for  the  training  of  the  National  Guard  than  the  com- 
munication cart  (one-mule)  now  in  use  by  the  Regular  Army.  The 
li^ht  cart  which  is  to  be  tried  out  this  summer  is  intended  primarily 
for  hand  draft,  but  it  is  also  provided  with  attachments  and  light  de- 
tachable shafts  to  permit  it  being  towed  behind  another  vehicle  or  by 
animal  draft." 

2  As  those  sets  are  received  by  the  U.S. P.  &  D.O  they  will  be 
distributed  to  the  organizations  for  which  intended.  This  office  will 
exert  all  possible  efforts  to  obtain  expeditious  supply  of  the  sets. 

3  Any  radio  sets  which  are  now  on  hand,  not  within  the  scope 
of  the  above  distribution,  may  be  retained  by  the  respective  organiza- 
tions if  the  sets  are  shown  in  the  T.  E.  Tables  of  equipment  as  an  au- 
thorized part  of  the  Peace  Strength  Equipment  of  the  organisation. 

4  If  however  any  sets  are  on  hand  that  neither  come  within 
the 'above  distribution  or  within  the  Peace  Strength  Allowance  listed 
in  T,  E.  Tables,  it  is  requested  that  same  be  prepared  for  return 
to  this  Arsenal. 

5  Such  unauthorized  sets  will  be  prepared  for  shipment  to  this 
Arsenal  and  application  made  on  this  office  for  Bill  of  Lading  to 
cover  transportation.  Application  should  show  number  of  boxes, 
crates  or  bundles,  etc.,  weight  of  each  container,  and  an  itemized 
list  of  the  parts  being  returned.  Correct  nomenclature  of  the  com- 
ponent should  be  clearly  stated. 
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6.  After  such  sets  have  been  returned,  reports  of  survey  should  be 
forwarded  covering  such  components  of  the  set  as  were  not  available 
for  return. 

7.  If  such  missing  parts  are  not  known  to  the  Commanding  Of- 
ficer, he  may  make  application  on  this  office  for  a  list  of  the 
components  comprising  the  pertinent  set.  Such  lists  will  not  be 
furnished  unless  application  for  same  is  filed  with  this  office.

New  forms  will  be  started, 
in  original  only,  on  the  first  day  of  each  month.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  the  record  will  be  signed  by  the  Parachute  Officer  and  re- 
tained in  the  file  of  the  Parachute  Department. 

2.  At  the  head  of  the  report  will  be  entered  the  name  of  the 
station  submitting  the  reports  and  the  date  of  the  report. 

FACE  OF  FORM 
2.  Column  1 — Air  Corps  Number  of  Parachutes — In  this  column 
will  be  entered  at  the  beginning  of  the  month,  the  Air  Corps 
numbers  of  all  parachutes  on  hand.  These  will  be  listed  numerically 
by  series,  starting  with  the  oldest  series.  As  additional  parachutes 
are  received  during  the  month  they  will  be  added  to  the  form.  If 
more  than  one  sheet  is  needed,  additional  copies  of  Form  228  will 
be  used  and  the  proper  page  number  and  number  of  pages  entered 
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at  the  top.  All  sheets  with  the  exception  of  the  last  will  be  cut  off 
at  the  double  line,  just  above  the  totals  and  all  totals  entered  on 
the  last  page.  The  parachutes  on  the  accountable  records  of  the 
Station  Supply  Officer  and  those  which  are  not  on  the  accountable 
records  of  the  station  submitting  the  report,  will  be  entered  on  sepa- 
rate sheets.  At  the  top  of  the  form  in  the  blank  space  provided  under 
the  date  will  be  entered  the  words  "Station  Supply"  or  "Not  on 
Accountable  Records,"  as  the  case  may  be.  In  the  case  of  Air 
Intermediate  Depots  having  Major  Repair  Departments,  the  para- 
chutes on  the  accountable  records  of  the  Depot  Supply  Officer  will 
be  entered  on  a  separate  sheet  and  at  the  top  of  the  form  will 
be  entered  the  words  "Depot  Supply." 

4.  Column  2 — Type — In  this  column  will  be  indicated  the  type  of 
parachute,  using  the  type  designation  given  in  the  Air  Corps  Catalog. 

5.  Column  3 — Individual  or  Organization  to  Whom  Issued — In 
this  column  will  be  shown  the  name  of  the  individual  to  whom  the 
parachute  is  issued.    If  not  issued  to  an  individual,  show  the  or-  | 
ganization  to  which  issued.    If  the  parachute  has  not  been  issued, 

its  status  will  be  given  in  this  column  by  the  following  designations : 
"Awaiting  or  Undergoing  Repair" — "Awaiting  Survey!" — or  "In 
Storage." 

6.  Columns  4  and  5 — Packed  this  Month — In  column  4  will  be 
entered  the  date  the  parachute  was  packed  during  the  current  month, 
in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  Technical  Order  No. 
13-5-2.  In  column  5  enter  the  last  date  the  parachute  was  repacked 
if  it  fails  to  come  in  for  repacking  in  the  current  month.  At  the 
foot  of  column  5  will  be  entered  the  total  of  delinquent  parachutes 
during  the  period. 

7.  Columns  6  and  7 — Drop  Tested  in  Six  Months — In  column  6 
enter  the  date  the  parachute  was  drop  tested  if  within  the  last  six 
months.  In  column  7  enter  the  date  the  parachute  was  drop  tested 
if  it  is  more  than  6  months.  At  the  foot  of  column  7  will  be  entered 
the  total  of  delinquent  parachutes  during  the  period. 

8.  Columns  8  to  26,  inclusive — Inspections — In  each  of  the  col- 
umns 8  to  25,  inclusive,  will  be  entered  the  last  name  initial  of  the 
worker  after  the  respective  parts  are  inspected.  The  inspection  of 
parts  listed  in  these  columns  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions for  inspections  contained  in  Technical  Order  No.  13-5-2.  In 
column  26  will  be  entered  the  date  of  which  the  harness  was  fitted. 

9.  Columns  27  to  32,  inclusive — Replacement  Dates — In  each  of 
columns  27  to  32  inclusive,  enter  the  dates  the  respective  parts  were 
replaced  if  replacement  was  made.  If  replacement  of  any  part  was 
not  made,  indicate  this  with  an  "X"  in  the  proper  square. 

10.  Column  33 — Inspector — In  this  column  will  be  entered  the 
initial  of  the  last  name  of  the  individual  who  actually  inspects  the 
parts  and  units  in  columns  27  to  32  inclusive,  after  replacement. 

11.  Columns  34  and  35 — Packers — In  columns  34  and  35  will  be  „ 
entered  the  initials  of  the  last  name  of  the  individual  who  actually 
perform  the  packing. 

BACK  OF  FORM 

12.  The  back  of  the  form  is  provided  with  a  vertical  row  of 
figures  indicating  the  days  of  the  month. 

13.  Column  1 — Personnel  in  Section — Enter  in  this  column  the 
number  of  personnel  in  the  Parachute  Department  opposite  the  dates. 

14.  Columns  2  and  3 — Man  Hours — In  column  2  will  be  entered 
the  man  hours  each  day  which  are  spent  in  parachute  maintenance. 
In  column  3  will  be  entered  the  man  hours  each  day  which  are  spent 
by  members  of  the  parachute  Department  in  work  other  than  strictly 
parachute  maintenance.  At  the  foot  of  column  2  and  3  will  be 
entered  the  total  of  man  hours. 
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15.  Column  4 — Officer's  Initials — The  Parachute  Officer  will  place 
his  initials  in  this  column  each  day  that  he  inspects  the  activities 
of  the  men  engaged  in  parachute  work  and  the  record  of  their  work 
on  this  form. 

16.  Column  5 — Remarks — In  this  column  will  be  entered,  each 
day,  the  troubles  that  have  occurred  on  parachutes,  or  any  serious 
defects  which  have  been  noted.  In  case  work  is  being  held  up,  due 
to  lack  of  material,  enter  the  names  of  parts,  the  lack  of  which  are 
holding  up  the  work.  Where  any  parachutes  have  received  improper 
care  or  have  been  damaged  by  negligence  enter  this  also.  The 
entries  for  each  day  will  be  preceded  by  a  number  indicating  the 
day  of  the  month.  All  reference  to  particular  parachutes  will  quote 
the  serial  number  of  the  parachute. 

17.  Where  delinquencies  appear  in  columns  5  and  7,  on  the  face 
of  the  form,  Commanding  Officers  will  take  steps  to  insure  imme- 
diate compliance  with  existing  regulations. 

•  18.    Air  Corps  Form  No.  228  will  also  be  used  for  rendering  re- 

ports to  the  Field  Service  Section,  as  follows  :  At  the  end  of  each 
month  the  data  contained  in  columns  1  to  7,  inclusive,  on  the  front 
of  the  Parachute  Inspection  Record  for  that  month,  will  be  copied  on 
blank  forms  No.  228.

Organized  Reserve.  All  Organized  Reserve  units  des- 
ignated for  active  service  during  the  training  season 
will  execute  tests  during  the  month  of  June,  1927,  or 
during  the  period  of  active  service.

PURPOSE  NUMBERS  FOR  USE  IN  CONNECTION  WITH 
PROCUREMENTS  FOR  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD 

1.  MB  Circular  No.  25-B,  dated  June  14,  1926,  is  hereby  rescinded, 
and  the  following  "Purpose  List"  will  be  used  for  obligations  in- 
curred in  connection  with  procurements  for  the  National  Guard. 

2.  This  "Purpose  List"  is  a  re-arrangement  of  the  purpose  num- 
bers assigned  in  General  Orders  No.  10,  War  Department,  for  "N.G. 
Only,"  and  is  published  in  this  form  for  the  guidance  of  those  who 
are  concerned  with  procurements  for  the  National  Guard. 

3.  The  purpose  numbers  assigned  for  "N.  G.  Only"  ;  and  pub- 
lished in  General  Orders  No.  10,  are  designed  to  provide  data  needed 
for  measuring  costs  and  to  form  the  basis  of  estimates  of  future 
requirements  for  similar  purposes.  The  numbers  contained  in  this 
"Purpose  List"  are  ample  for  the  attainments  of  this  objective,  and 
are  purposely  limited  as  published.  It  will  be  found  that  every  pro- 
curement for  the  National  Guard  can  be  fitted  into  the  purpose  num- 
bers given  under  the  several  headings  of  the  appropriations  and  sub- 
appropriations.  Whenever  Regular  Army  supply  agencies  do  not 
concur  in  the  purpose  numbers  selected  by  procurement  officials,  it 
will  be  proper  to  charge  National  Guard  appropriations  with  the 
purpose  numbers  so  selected,  and  credit  Regular  Army  appropriations 
with  purpose  numbers  customarily  used  by  such  supply  agencies. 

4.  The  term  "Repairs"  includes  all  expenditures  for  parts,  sup- 
plies, materials,  labor  and  services,  for  MAINTENANCE,  OPERA- 
TION and  REPAIRS  of  equipment  issued  to  the  National  Guard. 

5.  Salaries  and  wages  paid  to  employees  engaged  in  repairing 
equipment  or  structural  projects,  and  in  constructing  buildings  or 
structural  projects  are  to  be  charged  directly  to  the  purpose  for  which 
expenditure  is  to  be  made. 

6.  The  purpose  numbers  provided  for  "Transportation  of  Things" 
are  available  for  freight  and  incidental  charges,  express  and  inci- 
dental charges,  parcel  post  delivery,  local  transportation  of  things 
and  incidental  charges,  all  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  govern 
the  method  of  transportation  selected. 

7.  All  contracts,  calls  on  contractors,  leases,  purchase  orders,  pay 
rolls,  bills  of  lading,  transportation  requests,  interbranch  procure- 
ment requirements,  and  other  procuring  instruments  will  bear  proper 
authority  numbers,  which  will  have  prefixed  thereto  the  official  code 
numbers  indicating  the  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  Columbia,  in 
behalf  of  which  the  procuring  instrument  is  issued,  as  provided  in 
Par.  5-d,  General  Orders  No.  10. 
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8.    Whenever  purpose  number  "5205"  is  given  in  an  authority 
number,  the  specific  purpose  numbers  published  herein  will  be  used 
on  all  procurement  papers  referred  to  in  preceding  paragraph,  and 
on  all  vouchers.    (MB-112.5  General-71).

Note  1.  The  communications  course  at  the  Infantry  School  is 
for  noncommissioned  officers,  preferably  capable  sergeants,  belonging 
to  Infantry  Headquarters  units.  They  should  have  at  least  the 
equivalent  of  an  eighth  grade  education  and  be  the  type  who  can 
be  used  as  instructors  upon  their  return  from  the  course. 

Note  2.  For  Field  officers  of  Anti-aircraft  Regiments  only  ;  Battery 
officers  of  all  Coast  Artillery  Regiments ;  Enlisted  Men,  preferably 
of  the  first  three  grades,  for  Radio  Course  only. 

Note  3.  Qualifications  for  Officers'  course :  Not  over  forty-five 
years  of  age,  of  any  grade  with  a  year's  service  in  the  War  or  a 
completed  correspondence  course  and  two  weeks'  summer  training. 

2.  a.  An  allotment  to  States  of  officers  (except  Field  Officers) 
and  enlisted  men  will  be  published.  These  allotments  represent  the 
number  for  which  it  is  definitely  known  that  funds  are  available. 
Applications  sent  in  from  States  to  fill  these  allotments  will  be  con- 
sidered as  "Principals"  and  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  so  recom- 
mended will  be  authorized  to  attend,  if  otherwise  eligible.  It  is 
desired  that  each  State  having  an  allotment  of  one  or  more  of  these 
"Principals"  send  in  the  applications  of  an  equal  number  of  "Al- 
ternates" and  the  States  which  have  not  been  given  "Principals" 
likewise  send  in  applications  for  one  or  more  "Alternates."  When 
the  allotment  of  "Principals"  to  a  State  has  not  been  filled  one  month 
before  the  beginning  of  the  course,  the  Militia  Bureau  will  fill  it 
from  "Alternates"  already  received.  In  other  words,  unless  applica- 
tions of  "Principals"  be  received  by  the  Militia  Bureau  one  month 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  course  any  such  applications  received 
later  will  be  considered  as  other  "Alternates."  When  a  "Principal" 
has  been  authorized  to  attend  the  course  and  his  name  is  afterwards 
withdrawn,  he  will  be  replaced  by  an  "Alternate"  from  the  same

State,  if  there  is  on  file  an  application  of  an  eligible  applicant; 
otherwise  special  selection  will  be  made  from  the  list  of  "Alternates" 
on  file.  Allotments  to  States  will  not  be  changed  without  authority  of 
the  Militia  Bureau. 

b.  No  definite  allotment  to  States  of  students  for  field  officers' 
courses  is  contemplated.  Recommendations  for  these  courses  will 
be  considered  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  National  Guard  as 
a  whole. 

3.  Where  a  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  from  the  same 
State  are  recommended  for  the  same  course,  State  authorities  and 
Corps  Area  Commanders  are  requested  to  indicate  relative  merit  of 
the  applicants. 

4  State  authorities  are  requested  to  take  such  precautions  as  will 
insure  that  those  selected  for  these  courses  are  representative  and 
will  reflect  credit  on  the  service,  and  to  limit  their  recommendations 
to— 

a.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  have  the  necessary  mental 
and  physical  qualifications  to  pursue  the  course  with  profit. 

b.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  who  intend  to  continue  in  the 
service.

Par.  31.    ******  * 

b.  Class  B.  Federally  recognized  commissioned  officers  may- 
be detailed  by  State  Adjutants  General  to  make  cash  dis- 
bursements in  connection  with  specified  payments  or  as  assistants 
to  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing  Officers,  and  such 
officers  while  so  detailed  will  perform  their  disbursing  duties  as 
agent  officers  (Class  B).  The  order  detailing  the  agent  officer 
will  be  in  writing  and  will  state  the  specific  duties  to  be  per- 
formed by  him  and  the  scope  of  his  authority.  (Bond  and  stipu- 
lation and  consent  agreement  required.  See  paragraph  14, 
NGR  52). 

Par.  46.  SALARIES. — Officers  will  not  receive  any  additional 
compensation  from  Militia  Bureau  funds  for  the  performance  of 
duties  as  agent  officers  for  United  States  Property  and  Disbursing 
Officers.  Disbursing  duties  assigned  to  a  federally  recognized  com- 
missioned officer  detailed  as  agent  officer  are  appropriate  duties  for 
armory  drill  pay  within  the  meaning  of  paragraph  21,  NGR  45,  and 
such  duties  assigned  to  officers  in  command  of  organizations  are  held 
to  be  administrative  duties  for  which  administrative  function  pay 
is  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  28,  NGR  58.

II.  Changes  to  National  Guard  Regulations  No.  79 
Pending  publication  of  changes  to  NGR  79,  the  following  changes 

in  those  regulations  are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  concerned  : 

Par.  15.    CARETAKERS  TO  ACCOMPANY  ANIMALS  OR 
MATERIAL  TO  CAMPS.— 

a.  Commissioned  and  enlisted  caretakers. — Commissioned  and 
enlisted  caretakers,  unless  authorized  to  remain  at  their  home 
stations,  will  be  sent  to  camps  with  their  organizations.  During 
participation  in  field  training  with  their  organizations  such  care- 
takers will  be  entitled,  from  Militia  Bureau  funds,  only  to  their 
pay  as  commissioned  officers  or  enlisted  men  unless  they  are  in 
an  annual  leave  status  as  provided  in  paragraph  15  y2  herein. 

b.  Civilian  caretakers. — Civilian  caretakers  will  not  be  sent 
to  camps  with  their  organizations  at  Federal  expense.  While 
their  organizations  are  participating  in  field  training  they  will 
not  be  entitled  to  Federal  pay  unless  special  authority  therefor 
is  granted  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

c.  When  animals  or  material  are  left  at  home  stations. — 
Caretakers,  whether  commissioned,  enlisted  or  civilian,  when 
their  organizations  are  participating  in  field  training,  are  entitled 
to   receive   compensation  as  such   from  Militia   Bureau  funds- 
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only  when  material,  animals,  armament,  or  equipment  of  the 
organization  are  left  behind  at  home  stations,  and  payment  of 
such  compensation  is  specially  authorized  by  the  Militia  Bureau. 
Applications  for  such  authority  will  indicate  the  necessity  of 
leaving  material,  animals,  armament  or  equipment  at  home  sta- 
tions and  the  necessity  for  the  care  of  such  animals  or  property 
during  the  period  of  field  training.  Enlisted  caretakers  so  re- 
maining at  home  stations  are  not  entitled  to  pay  for  field  train- 
ing, but  they  may  be  counted  as  present  with  their  organizations 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  the  company  for  participation  in 
field  training. 

Par.  lSy2.  ANNUAL  AND  SICK  LEAVE,  a.  General.— The 
organization  commanders,  referred  to  in  paragraph  1,  are  authorized 
to  grant  to  commissioned,  enlisted  or  civilian  caretakers  (mechanics), 
15  days  annual  leave  with  pay  in  any  one  calendar  year,  and  in 
addition  thereto  IS  days  leave  with  pay  on  account  of  sickness.  A 
record  will  be  kept  by  organization  commanders  on  which  will  be 
noted  the  duration  of  all  absences  from  official  duty  on  the  part  of 
such  employees. 

b.  Annual  Leave. — Annual  leave  at  the  rate  of  1  ^  days  for 
each  month  of  service  may  be  granted  to  caretakers  (mechanics) 
who  have  been  in  the  service  less  than  one  year,  and  annual 
leave  granted  to  caretakers  (mechanics)  on  the  eve  of  separation 
from  the  service  will  be  limited  so  that  the  total  amount  of  annual 
leave  granted  in  the  calendar  year  in  which  resignation  is  made 
shall  not  be  in  excess  of  1  lA  days  per  month  of  service  during 
the  calendar  year.  Annual  leave,  within  the  limitations  herein 
prescribed,  may  be  granted  during  participation,  or  while  or- 
ganizations are  participating  in  field  training  (see  paragraph 
15  a  and  15  b.) 

c.  Sick  leave. — Sick  leave  will  not  be  granted  in  advance. 
When  a  caretaker  (mechanic)  is  unavoidably  absent  from  duty 
by  reason  of  personal  illness,  which  must  be  accounted  for  by 
a  medical  or  other  satisfactory  certificate,  pay  will  be  allowed 
for  such  unavoidable  absence,  provided  that  the  period  of  such 
absence  is  calculated  as  prescribed  for  annual  leave  in  paragraph 
15 y2b  heretrt.

At  the  same  time,  the  State  Adjutant  General  will 
forward  the  application  by  an  indorsement  thereon,  with  all  pertinent 
papers,  to  the  President  of  the  Examining  Board.  Candidates  may 
be  ordered  before  an  examining  board  either  before  or  after  appoint- 
ment, but  if  examined  prior  to  appointment,  the  appointment  should 
be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  determination  of  the  candi- 
date's physical,  moral  and  professional  fitness. 

8.  The  President  of  the  Examining  Board,  will,  upon  com- 
pletion of  the  examination,  forward  the  application  by  an  indorsement 
thereon,  to  the  appropriate  Corps  Area  Commander,  through  the  State 
Adjutant  General,  transmitting  therewith,  the  proceedings  of  the 
board  prepared  on  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  89,  and  all  pertinent 
papers. 

9.  The  State  Adjutant  General  will  then  prepare  the  third  in- 
dorsement indicated  on  page  3  of  this  form  and  transmit  all  papers 
received  from  the  President  of  the  Examining  Board  and  such 
additional   ones   as   may  be  necessary,  to   the   Corps  Area  Com- 
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mander.  If  the  appointment  has  already  been  made,  and  Federal 
recognition  is  desired,  application  therefor  will  be  made  by  the  State 
Adjutant  General  in  his  indorsement.  If  the  applicant  has  not  been 
appointed  an  officer  of  the  National  Guard,  and  it  is  not  contem- 
plated that  he  be  so  appointed,  or  his  appointment  is  to  be  delayed, 
the  State  Adjutant  General  will  so  indicate  in  his  indorsement,  which 
will  include  his  recommendation.  In  the  case  of  such  delayed 
appointment,  the  State  Adjutant  General,  if  and  when  the  appoint- 
ment is  made,  will  make  application  for  Federal  recognition  direct  to 
the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  using  the  third  indorsement  on  page  3 
of  an  additional  copy  of  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  62  for  that  purpose, 
deleting  the  printed  word  "Indorsement,"  changing  the  address  ac- 
cordingly, and  deleting  paragraph  3. 

10.  The  Corps  Area  Commander  will  take  appropriate  action  on 
the  proceedings  of  the  examining  board,  and  then  transmit  all  papers 
to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  by  indorsement  on  the  original  appli- 
cation, as  indicated  on  top  of  page  4  of  this  form. 


3.  All  instructions  contained  in  Militia  Bureau  Circular 
No.  11  A-8,  dated  April  30,  1927,  in  conflict  with  the  instruc- 
tions contained  on  the  revised  Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  62  are 
revoked. 

4.  It  is  desired  that  the  supply  of  Militia  Bureau  Form  No. 
62,  edition  of  March  1,  1927,  now  on  hand  in  the  possession 
of  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  National  Guard  authorities  be 
used  until  exhausted,  and  that  such  canges  be  made  as  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  it,  to  comply  with  the  revision  indicated 
in  paragraph  2  above. 

5.  It  is  desired  that  such  recommendations  as  Corps  Area 
Commanders  or  State  Adjutants  General  may  wish  to  make  upon 
the  form  as  revised,  be  sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  Militia  Bureau 
by  September  30,  1927.

AIR  CORPS  REPORTS 

1.  Effective  July  1,  1927,  the  special  Air  Corps  reports  hereinafter 
listed  will  be  maintained  by  each  Division  Air  Service  and  Separate 
Observation  Squadron  of  the  National  Guard. 

2.  In  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  Air  Corps  equipment  issued 
the  National  Guard  there  will  be  no  deviation  without  express  au- 
thority in  each  instance  from  technical  orders  and  instructions  issued 
by  the  Chief  of  Air  Corps.  A  file  of  technical  orders,  Office  of 
the  Chief  of  Air  Corps,  and  a  file  of  technical  letters  issued  by  the 
Chief  of  Air  Corps  or  his  authorized  representative,  will  be  care- 
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fully  maintained  in  each  Division  Air  Service  or  separate  Observa- 
tion Squadron  and  are  made  a  part  of  the  instructions  issued  to 
the  National  Guard.  However,  only  the  following  Air  Corps  re- 
ports in  addition  to  the  Accident  Investigation  Report  now  required 
by  letter  of  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  August  6,  1926,  MB  373 
Gen.-21,  will  be  required  of  National  Guard  units. 

a.  Training  and  Operations  Report,  Air  Corps  Form  136. 
This  report  replaces  stencil  Form  373  which  will  not  be  rendered 
after  July  1,  1927. 

b.  Consolidated  Aircraft  Report,  Air  Corps  Form  161.  This 
report  will  continue  to  be  rendered  until  replaced  by  Air  Corps 
Form  192.  The  original  of  this  report  will  be  forwarded  direct 
to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  the 
duplicate  direct  to  the  Chief,  Field  Service  Section,  Material 
Division,  Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

c.  Consolidated  Engine  Report,  Air  Corps  Form  162.  This 
report  will  continue  to  be  rendered  until  replaced  by  Air  Corps 
Form  192.  The  original  should  be  forwarded  at  the  end  of  each 
month  direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  the  duplicate  direct 
to  the  Chief,  Field  Service  Section,  Material  Division,  Wright 
Field,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

d.  Unsatisfactory  Performance  Report,  Air  Corps  Form  160. 
No  copies  of  this  report  are  required  in  the  Militia  Bureau  and 
it  will  continue  to  be  rendered  when  the  occasion  demands  in 
duplicate  direct  to  the  Chief,  Field  Service  Section,  Material  Di- 
vision, Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

e.  Parachute  Inspection  Record,  Air  Corps  Form  228.  This 
form  replaces  station  parachute  record,  Form  201.  It  will  be 
rendered  only  to  the  Chief,  Field  Service  Section,  Material  Di- 
vision, Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio.  In  the  preparation  of 
this  report  the  instructions  contained  in  Air  Corps  Circular 
15-67,  June  3,  1927,  copy  attached,  will  be  followed. 

/.  Consolidated  Operations  and  Status  of  Equipment  Report, 
Air  Corps  Form  193.  This  report  will  be  rendered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  given  hereinafter. 

<7.  Pilot  Book,  Air  Corps  Form  227,  and  Transcript  of  Indi- 
vidual Flying  Record,  Air  Corps  Form  105  will  be  maintained 
and  rendered  in  accordance  with  instructions  hereinafter. 

3.  The  following  instructions  will  be  carefully  complied  with  in 
the  preparation  of  the  Training  and  Operations  Report,  Air  Corps 
Form  No.  136: 

a.  This  form  will  be  submitted  as  of  the  last  day  of  each 
month  by  each  Division  Air  Service  or  Separate  Observation 
Squadron  of  the  National  Guard.  A  special  report  will  be  ren- 
dered for  each  period  of  Field  training.  Monthly  reports  will 
not  include  field  training. 

b.  This  form  will  be  prepared  in  quadruplicate.  The  original 
will  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau;  the  dupli- 
cate will  be  forwarded  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander  through 
channels;  the  triplicate  will  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Chief, 
Field  Service  Section,  Material  Division,  Wright  Field,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  the  quadruplicate  retained  for  file. 

c.  Under  "Organization"  will  be  entered  the  numerical  desig- 
nation of  the  organization  as  "26th  Division  Air  Service"  or 
"154th  Observation  Squadron." 

d.  Under  Report  of  Flying  and  in  the  spaces  provided,  there 
will  be  entered  a  record  of  the  flying  time  of  the  personnel  of 
the  organization  preparing  the  report. 
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(1)  Personnel  reported  upon. 

(a)  The  lines  bearing  the  heading  Air  Corps  officers  will 
be  used  to  denote  National  Guard  officers.  Both  lines  bear- 
ing the  heading  National  Guard  will  be  disregarded. 

(b)  Under  the  subhead  "Observers  and  passengers,"  on 
the  line  "Flying  cadets  assigned,"  National  Guard  officers 
assigned  to  duty  as  observers  by  Tables  of  Organization 
will  be  reported. 

(c)  Instructors  will  be  reported  under  Air  Corps  officers 
attached,  but  only  flights  made  in  aircraft  issued  the  Na- 
tional Guard  will  be  carried. 

(2)  Time  will  be  reported  in  hours  only.  Fractions  of  an 
hour  under  thirty  minutes  will  not  be  reported.  Fractions  of 
thirty  minutes  or  over  will  be  reported  as  one  hour. 

(3)  Under  column  I,  and  opposite  the  appropriate  classi-  * 
fication  of  "Pilots"  or  "Observers  and  Passengers"  will  be 
entered  the  actual  number  of  individuals  of  each  classifica- 
tion who  have  participated  in  flights  during  the  month. 

(4)  Under  column  2,  will  be  entered  the  total  number  of 
landings  made  in  connection  with  all  classes  of  flying  as 
provided  in  columns  3  to  9  inclusive,  for  each  classification  of 
pilot  and  observer  or  passenger. 

(5)  Under  column  3,  will  be  included  all  flying  time  done  in 
compliance  with  an  approved  training  program,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  annual  training  directive. 

(6)  Under  column  4,  will  be  included  all  flying  time  on 
MILITARY  missions  and  maneauvers  ordered  by  competent 
authority,  except  flights  classified  under  sub-paragraph  (7) 
(Airways),  for  example — demonstrations  and  cooperation  for 
or  with  other  branches  of  the  Army  or  National  Guard,  except 
missions  classified  under  sub-paragraph  (10)  (Anti-aircraft)  ; 
tactical  missions  in  cooperation  with  the  Navy ;  flying  time 
in  connection  with  the  annual  machine  gun  matches ;  special 
cross-country  flights  ordered  by  higher  authority  for  units 
and  individuals,  not  classified  under  (5)  (training)  and  (7) 
(Airways). 

(7)  Under  column  5,  will  be  included  flying  time  (a)  on 
scheduled  airways  flights,  (b)  flights  made  for  the  purpose 
of  ferrying  aircraft  from  one  station  to  another,  (c)  flights 
made  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  MILITARY  supplies, 
(d)  flights  made  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  personnel 
from  one  station  to  another  for  MILITARY  purposes. 

(8)  Under  column  6,  will  be  included  all  crosscounty  flying 

time  except  (a)  such  as  is  done  for  specific  purposes  in  con-  £ 
nection  with  an  approved  training  program  (this  will  be  in- 
cluded under  training,  colmn  3),  (b)  that  in  connection  with 
MILITARY  missions  or  maneuvers  (included  under  opera- 
tions, column  4),  and  (c)  that  which  is  included  under  air- 
ways, column  5. 

(9)  Under  column  7,  will  be  included  all  flying  time  made 
for  the  purpose  of  tests  of  aircraft,  engines  and  aircraft  equip- 
ment. 

(10)  Under  column  8,  will  be  included  all  flights  made  in 
connection  with  anti-aircraft,  searchlight  and  sound  ranging 
practice. 

(11)  Under  column  9,  will  be  included  all  flying  time  in 
connection  with  practice  and  other  incidental  flights  not  classi- 
fied under  any  of  the  preceding  sub-paragraphs;  for  example, 
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cooperation  with  other  Government  or  State  Departments, 
ferrying  other  than  MILITARY  personnel  on  NON-MILI- 
TARY missions,  except  passenger  hours  in  scheduled  airways 
flights  (included  under  Airways)  ;  demonstrations  not  in  con- 
nection with  other  branches  of  the  Army. 

(12)  Flights  will  not  be  reported  under  more  than  one  head- 
ing. 

e.  The  data  for  "Ammunition  expended"  will  be  secured 
from   the   Ammunition  records. 

/.  Under  "Personnel,"  entries  will  be  made  in  numbers 
only.  No  name,  other  than  the  signature  of  the  Command- 
ing Officer,  will  appear  on  this  report.  Entries  under  columns 
will  give  the  following  data  : 

(1)  Column  i — the  actual  number  of  personnel  assigned  on 
the  last  day  of  the  month. 

(2)  Column  ? — The  number  of  assigned  personnel  absent 
from  the  organization  on  the  last  day  of  the  month.  It  will 
not  include  personnel  absent  on  flying  missions. 

(3)  Column  3 — actual  number  of  personnel  attached  at  the 
end  of  the  month. 

(4)  Column  4 — number  of  officers  assigned  to  duty  as  ob- 
servers by  Tables  of  Organization,  who  do  not  hold  observer's 
ratings. 

(5)  Columns  5,  6  and  7 — will  report  the  number  of  personnel 
with  flying  ratings.  Personnel  will  be  included  only  once 
under  any  of  these  four  headings.  For  example,  personnel 
holding  both  the  pilot's  and  observer's  rating  will  be  included 
under  "Pilots  and  Observers"  and  not  under  "Rated  Pilots"  or 
"Rated  Observers." 

(6)  Under  heading  "Disqualified  Physically"  will  be  in- 
cluded the  number  of  personnel  holding  flying  ratings  or  as- 
signed to  flying  duty  by  Tables  of  Organization,  disqualified 
for  flying  only. 

g.  Under  "Remarks"  enter  data  of  interest  or  pertinent  mat- 
ter not  covered  by  any  of  the  above  headings. 

4.  Effective  July  1,  1927,  Air  Corps  Form  No.  193,  "Consolidated 
Operations  and  Status  of  Equipment  Report,"  will  be  used  to  report 
the  flying  time,  engines  installed,  tactical  equipment  installed,  or 
capable  of  being  installed,  and  status  of  all  aircraft  issued  to  the 
organization  to  which  the  report  pertains.  (This  form  replaces  Air 
Corps  Forms  Nos.  158  and  159).  This  form  will  be  prepared  in 
quadruplicate  as  of  the  last  day  of  each  month  by  all  organizations 
having  aircraft  on  hand.  All  aircraft  will  be  reported  regardless  of 
location,  condition  or  extent  of  use  during  the  period. 

a.  The  copies  will  be  distributed  as  follows : 

(1)  The  original  direct  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

(2)  Duplicate  direct  to  the  Field  Service  Section. 

(3)  Triplicate  to  the  Corps  Area  Commander  (through  the 
Adjutant  General  of  State). 

(4)  Quadruplicate  retained  for  file. 

b.  The  report  will  be  prepared  by  the  Operations  Officer  of 
the  organization  to  which  the  data  pertains.  All  aircraft  of 
the  same  type  will  be  listed  together  with  serial  numbers  ar- 
ranged in  numerical  order,  lowest  number  first.  The  type  and 
serial  number  of  the  engines  will  be  entered  on  the  same  line  as 
the  number  of  the  aircraft  in  which  installed. 
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c.  Data  for  columns  I  to  8  inclusive  will  be  obtained  from 
Air  Corps  Form  No.  191,  "Airplane  Maintenance  Inspection 
Record"  or  other  available  aircraft  records. 

d.  The  data  for  columns  o  to  22  inclusive  will  be  the  actual 
status  of  equipment  on  the  last  day  of  each  month.  It  will 
be  reported  as  follows : 

(1)  Under  heading  "Inst"  (installed).  Columns  9,  11,  13, 

15,  17,  19  and  21,  the  symbols  "O",  "R",  "T"  and  "X"  only 
will  be' used,  defined  as  follows: 

(a)  "O"  will  indicate  that  the  equipment  is  acutally  in- 
stalled and  in  working  condition. 

(b)  "R"  will  indicate  that  the  equipment  is  not  installed 
but  can  be  installed  without  any  changes  to  the  aircraft. 

(c)  "T"  will  indicate  that  the  equipment  is  installed  but 
not  in  working  order  due  to  being  defective,  lack  of  parts, 
or  similar  reasons. 

(d)  "X"  will  indicate  the  equipment  is  not  installed  and 
cannot  be  installed  without  changes  to  the  structure  of  the 
aircraft. 

(2)  Under  heading  "On  Hd"  (on  hand),  Columns  10,  12,  14, 

16,  18,  20  and  22,  there  will  be  inserted  the  total  quantities 
of  every  item  of  equipment  listed,  whether  installed  or  held 
in  storage  by  the  organization.  The  total  at  the  foot  or  form 
will  include  any  surplus  equipment  not  accounted  for  on  any 
airplane. 

(3)  Columns  o  and  io  refer  to  engine  equipment,  only.  The 
data  for  Column  9  will  be  obtained  by  actual  inspection  of 
the  engines  installed. 

(4)  In  case  aircraft  is  without  tactical  equipment  and 
cannot  have  such  equipment  installed  without  changes  in  the 
structure  of  the  aircraft,  or  if  no  tactical  equipment  is  on 
hand,  the  fact  will  be  indicated  by  the  use  of  "X"  in  Column  23. 

e.  In  Column  24  will  be  indicated  the  status  of  the  aircraft 
as  of  the  last  day  of  each  month.  The  following  nomenclature 
will  be  used  in  reporting  the  status  of  aircraft,  (1)  serviceable 
— This  embraces  aircraft  in  commission  or  which  can  be  placed 
in  commission  within  fortyeight  hours,  (2)  minor  repairs — 
This  embraces  aircraft  that  requires  minor  repair  of  more  than 
forty-eight  hours  elapsed  time  to  place  in  commission,  (3)  await- 
ing major  overhaul — this  includes  aircraft  in  need  of  general 
overhaul  by  depot,  (4)  awaiting  survey — This  to  include  all 
aircraft  crashed  or  condemned  awaiting  survey  or  return  of 
approved  survey. 

/.  Whenever  a  change  of  engines  occurs  in  aircraft  during 
the  month,  the  information  will  be  listed  on  the  reverse  of  form. 
If  the  exchange  occurs  at  other  than  the  home  station,  the  name 
of  the  place  where  the  change  occurred  will  be  indicated. 

5.  A  pilot  book  will  be  maintained  for  each  officer  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  assigned  by  applicable  Table  of  Organization  to  duty  as 
a  pilot  or  observer.  Pilot  books  will  be  kept  up  to  date  and  certified 
to  by  the  Operations  Officer  or  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
squadron  once  each  month.  A  transcript  of  the  entries  in  the  pilot 
book  will  be  made  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  each  Division  Air 
Service  or  Separate  Observation  Squadron  on  Air  Corps  Form  No. 
105  and  forwarded  in  duplicate  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau. 

a.  Upon  the  separation  of  any  officer  from  active  duty. 

b.  Annually  on  June  30th  of  each  year  for  each  officer  or 
enlisted  pilot  on  active  flying  duty  with  the  unit. 
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6.  A  supply  of  Air  Corps  Forms  136,  193  and  228  is  being  for- 
warded the  Adjutant  General  of  States  having  Air  Corps  Units. 
Forms  for  the  other  Reports  are  unchanged  and  will  be  issued  upon 
requisition  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  Requisitions  should  be 
forwarded  in  triplicate  to  the  Chief,  Milita  Bureau. 

7.  Officers  of  the  Regular  Army  detailed  as  instructors  with  Air 
Corps  units  of  the  National  Guard  will  make  a  report  through  military 
channels  to  include  the  State  Adjutant  General  concerned  to  the 
Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  when  any  report  required  by  paragraph  2 
has  not  been  rendered  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  unit  on  the 
10th  day  after  same  is  due.    See  NGR  40.    (319.1  (Air)  (Gen.-8).

Subject :    Procurement  of  forage  for  the  National  Guard. 

To :    Quartermaster,  3rd  Corps  Area,  Baltimore,  Md. 

1.  Reports  received  from  the  Militia  Bureau  indicate  that  the 
prices  paid  for  forage  for  the  National  Guard  for  the  fiscal  year 
1927  were  greater  than  those  paid  in  the  fiscal  year  1926.  This 
seems  strange,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  price  of  forage  for  the 
Regular  Armv  for  the  fiscal  year  1927  was  generally  less  than  that 
paid  in  the  fiscal  year  1926.  Due  to  the  fact  that  National  Guard 
forage  is  procured  in  small  lots  and  required  special  delivery,  it 
is  expected  that  the  price  paid  for  forage  for  the  National  Guard 
would  be  greater  than  that  paid  by  the  Regular  Army ;  yet  if  the 
Regular  Army  price  goes  down  on  forage,  it  would  seem  that  the 
National  Guard  should  also  secure  cheaper  forage. 

2.  The  procurement  of  forage  for  the  National  Guard,  except 
for  the  rise  in  price  in  the  fiscal  year  1927,  has  been  generally  satis- 
factory, but  this  office  feels  that  more  study  should  be  devoted  to 
this  procurement  for  the  National  Guard,  and  it  is  desired  that 
Corps  Area  and  Depot  Quartermasters  maintain  close  touch  with 
National  Guard  organizations  and  State  Disbursing  Officers  in  order 
that  forage  for  the  National  Guard  may  be  bought  economically, 
and  locally  where  prices  warrant  it,  and  to  see  that  deliveries  are 
made  as  desired  by  National  Guard  organizations,  whenever  practi- 
cable. 

3.  Special  effort  should  be  made  to  secure,  through  National 
Guard  organizations,  a  list  of  local  dealers  who  are  in  a  position  to 
furnish  forage  to  National  Guard  organizations,  and  that  proposals 
are  distributed  to  them.  Commanding  officers  of  National  Guard 
organizations  should  be  furnished  a  copy  of  proposals  for  forage 
for  their  organizations,  together  with  a  list  of  local  dealers  to  whom 
these  prposals  have  been  sent,  and  they  should  be  requested  to  obtain 
local  bids  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  for  Quartermasters 
at  posts  and  stations  in  the  procurement  of  forage  for  the  Regular 
Army. 

4.  The  method  of  procuring  forage  for  the  National  Guard  will 
be  identical  with  the  method  in  use  for  supplying  the  Regular  Army.

1.  The  following  from  the  Office  of  The  Quartermaster  General  is 
quoted  for  your  information  and  guidance  : 

"1.    The  following  telegram  was  recently  received  by  this  office: 

'SOME  MISUNDERSTANDING  BEING  HAD  IN  CON- 
NECTION WITH  PURCHASES  OF  SACKED  OATS  PE- 
RIOD INFORMATION  REQUESTED  AS  TO  WHETHER 
CONTRACTS  SHALL  SPECIFY  NET  WEIGHT  AND  IN 
ADDITION  THERETO  INSERT  CLAUSE  THAT  SACKS 
WILL  BECOME  PROPERTY  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OR 
SHOULD  WEIGHT  OF  SACKS  BE  INCLUDED  IN  THAT  OF 
OATS  PERIOD  SPECIFICATIONS  TWENTY  FOUR  DASH 
TWO  D  INDICATES  PACKING  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH 
COMMERCIAL  PRACTICE  WHICH  WOULD  INDICATE 
WEIGHT  OF  SACKS  SHOULD  BE  INCLUDED  WITH  THAT 
OF  OATS'. 

"2.  An  examination  of  specifications  for  grain  for  forage  shows 
that  this  subject  is  not  covered  by  these  specifications,  although 
No.  22-42,  U.  S.  Army  Specifications  for  Supplies,  Subsistence,  etc., 
does  specifically  require  net  weights.  An  inquiry  in  Department  of 
Agriculture  also  revealed  that  there  was  no  standard  practice  as  to 
net  weight  in  commercial  transactions,  but  representatives  of  that 
Department  expressed  the  opinion  that  a  strict  interpretation  of  the 
Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act  would  make  net  weight  mandatory  in  all 
grain  transactions  and  they  stated  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
•would  appreciate  the  cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  Government 
Departments  in  making  this  a  standard  rule. 

"3.  This  office  also  feels  that,  in  view  of  the  recent  reduction  in 
the  grain  ration  of  animals  of  the  Army,  no  further  reduction,  no 
matter  how  small,  should  be  permitted.  It  is,  therefore,  desired 
that  in  the  purchase  of  sacked  oats,  corn,  bran,  etc.,  for  forage, 
proposals  and  contracts  contain  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  'net 
weights  are  required  in  sacked  grain,  one  pound  to  be  deducted  for 
each  sack,  and  sacks  to  become  the  property  of  the  Government.'

1.  During  the  recent  past,  some  confusion  has  been  caused  by  the 
awarding  of  forage  contracts  to  dealers  at  long  distance  from  the 
organization,  making  necessary  the  acceptance  of  carload  delivery, 
although  adequate  facilities  are  not  possessed  by  the  organization 
to  care  for  such  a  large  shipment. 

2.  In  order  that  this  possibility  may  be  averted  in  the  future,  all 
requisitions  submitted  to  this  office  for  supply  of  forage,  should  show 
the  maximum  quantities  that  can  be  stored  by  the  organization  at 
one  time  and  the  periods  during  the  quarter,  shipments  shall  be  made. 

3.  In  order  not  to  delay  action  on  requisitions  submitted  to  this 
office  care  should  be  taken  to  note  this  information  on  the  requisi- 
tion when  forwarded.

To:    Commanding  Officers  all  units  Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

1.  Circular  letter  No.  19,  issued  from  this  office  under  date  of 
December  5,  1924,  is  rescinded  and  the  following  substituted.  The 
following  amended  instructions  change  circular  letter  No.  19  only 
in  requiring  that  nine  (9)  copies  of  survey  be  submitted  to  the 
Adjutant  General  instead  of  eight  (8). 

2.  In  order  that  prompt  action  may  be  taken  by  all  concerned  in 
the  handling  of  surveys  from  units  of  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard,  it  is  requested  that  nine  (9)  copies,  each  complete  with 
affidavits,  exhibits,  descriptive  cards,  etc.,  as  the  case  may  require, 
be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant-General  instead  of  four,  five 
or  six  copies  as  are  now  forwarded  in  most  cases.  The  present 
method  varies  so  greatly,  that  additional  copies  must  be  made  in  the 
U.  S.  P.  &  D.  office  or  returned  to  the  organization  for  sufficient 
copies.  This  retards  procedure  and  delays  credit  to  the  organiza- 
tion account. 

3.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  surveys  should  be 
promptly  prepared  when  a  shortage  is  known,  as  a  survey  covering 
current  facts,  properly  supported  by  affidavits  and  intelligent  state- 
ment of  circumstances  will  more  likely  result  in  relief  to  the  or- 
ganization, than  a  survey  covered  by  facts  indicating  that  the  matter 
has  been  held  open  for  six  or  seven  months  without  apparent  reason. 
A  survey  should  be  delayed  however,  if  circumstances  indicate  that 
the  property  short  can  be  recovered  within  a  reasonable  time.  In 
cases  of  this  kind  however,  the  delay  should  be  explained  by  affi- 
davits accompanying  the  survey  indicating  what  steps  were  taken  dur- 
ing the  interval  to  secure  such  return. 

4.  Strict  compliance  with  above  instructions  will  result  in  a 
more  uniform  handling  of  surveys  and  a  decrease  in  annoyance  to

Subject :    Disposition  of  colts  or  fillies  foaled  by  Government  owned 
mares  in  the  possession  of  the  National  Guard.

1.  For  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned,  there  is 
quoted  below,  letter  addressed  by  the  Militia  Bureau  to  The  Ad- 
jutant General  of  Pennsylvania,  under  date  of  June  29,  1927,  file 
MB  454.1— Pa.— 88. 

"The  following  policy  on  the  above  subject  is  published  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned  : 

a.  If  foal  is  of  unknown  breeding  from  an  ordinary  mare 
it  should  be  destroyed  at  foaling  time. 

b.  If  foal  is  known  to  be  sired  by  a  registered  stallion 
and  of  value  it  may  be  kept  until  weaned  and  then 
disposed  of.  If  sold,  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Militia  Bureau  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  15,  NGR  73. 

c.  Organizations  that  wish  to  raise  the  foal  to  maturity 
may  do  so,  provided  this  is  done  without  expense  to 
the  Federal  Government,  either  for  forage  or  mainte- 
nance. In  this  case  the  foal  becomes  the  property 
of  the  organization  and,  upon  application,  may  be 
Federally  accepted  at  five  years  of  age,  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraphs  21-25,  NGR  79. 

d.  As  animals  are  issued  to  the  National  Guard  for 
training  purposes  only,  any  Government-owned  mares 
that  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Guard 
should  not  be  used  for  breeding.

1.  Considerable  irregularity  has  been  experienced  in  the  sub- 
mission of  requisitions  to  this  office  by  organization  commanders,  in 
that  some  unit  commanders  submit  but  one  copy,  whereas  others 
submit  as  many  as  eight  copies. 

2.  In  order  to  eliminate  the  confusion  now  existing,  it  is  re- 
quested that  all  requisitions  be  submitted  to  this  office  IN  DUPLI- 
CATE complying  with  the  instructions  for  preparation  of  requi- 
sitions published  in  Circulars  Nos.  4  and  15,  issued  from  this 
office  under  dates  of  4-14-24  and  7-9-24  respectively ;  both  of  these 
circulars  have  been  reprinted  in  A.G.O.  Bulletin  No.  6,  dated  De- 
cember 31,  1925. 
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3.  Heretofore  this  office  has  been  forwarding  organization  com- 
manders copies  of  "Arsenal  Orders  for  Issues"  and  Corps  Area 
Requisitions,  in  order  that  they  may  be  acquainted  with  the  action 
taken  on  requisitions  submitted  to  this  office,  as  well  as  knowledge 
as  to  the  source  from  which  the  equipment  will  be  supplied.  It  may 
be  assumed  from  the  numerous  inquiries  received  in  this  office 
requesting  information  as  to  date  and  point  of  supply  of  requisition 
that  organizations  have  been  loathe  to  accept  as  final  the  copies  of 
papers  forwarded  from  this  office,  or  have  been  unable  to  fully 
comprehend  their  intent. 

4.  In  order  that  action  on  requisitions  taken  in  this  office  may 
be  more  clear  to  the  organization  commanders,  one  of  the  two  copies 
of  requisition  submitted  to  this  office  as  required  in  Par.  2  above, 
will  be  rubber-stamped  as  follows,  and  suitable  references  made 
opposite  the  items  to  which  they  pertain : 

ACTION  TAKEN  ON  REQUISITION 

A.  Re-submit  this  requisition — in  duplicate ;  showing  sizes;  show- 
ing strength ;  showing  quantity  on  hand. 

B.  Overdrawn. 

C.  Unauthorized. 

D.  Allowance  now  charged. 

E.  Submit  new  requisition  with  expenditure  voucher. 

F.  Extracted  on  Corps  Area,  as  per  copy  mailed  you. 

G.  Extracted  on  Mt.  Gretna. 

H.  Issued  from  this  Arsenal.  ,- 

The  use  and  meaning  of  these  various  references  is  as  follows  : 

A.  Requisitions  received  in  this  office  prior  to  receiving  action, 
must  show  all  this  data,  and  if  any  part  is  missing,  the  requi- 
sition will  necessarily  be  returned  for  Completion. 

B.  It  frequently  occurs  that  organizations  make  a  reduction  in 
the  enlisted  strength  of  the  organization,  and  delay  the  return 
to  this  Arsenal  of  the  equipment  of  the  discharged  men,  so 
that  in  the  next  requisition  showing  a  small  strength,  issue  is 
impossible  within  the  prescribed  allowances  for  that  strength, 
as  the  books  then  appeared  overdrawn.  In  such  event  it  will  be 
necessary  that  the  surplus  equipment  be  first  returned  to  this 
Arsenal  for  credit  to  the  organization's  account ;  after  which 
new  requisition  may  be  submitted  for  further  action.  If  the 
property  has  been  lost  or  is  otherwise  unaccounted  for,  report 
of  survey  should  be  made  to  cover,  and  9  copies  forwarded 
to  the  Adjutant  General  of  Penna.,  making  notation  on  face 
of  requisition  to  the  effect  "Replacement  of  property  covered 
on  report  of  survey  dated  ." 

C.  Frequently  organizations  request  issue  of  items  which  have 
been  discontinued  from  issue  during  Peace  time,  and  at  other 
times  request  items  which  are  not  issued  by  the  Government 
at  all.  In  such  event  these  items  will  be  indicated  by  "C" 
unauthorized.  If  some  special  authority  has  been  given  to 
the  organization  for  issue  of  such  items,  separate  letter 
should  be  addressed  to  this  office,  giving  full  details. 

D.  "Allowance  now  Charged"  indicates  that  the  organization 
has  no  surplus  of  that  item  as  against  the  quantity  authorized 
for  its  enlisted  strength,  but  before  any  further  issues  can  be 
made  within  the  ■  allowances  for  that  strength  it  will  be 
necessary  that  the  unserviceable  property  for  which  replace- 
ment is  required,  be  first  returned  to  this  Arsenal;  after 
which  new  requisition  may  be  submitted  for  further  action. 
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If  the  property  has  been  lost,  report  of  survey  should  be 
made  to  cover,  and  9  copies  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  Penna.,  making  notation  on  face  of  requisition  to 
tie  effect  "Replacement  of  property  covered  on  report  of 
survey  dated  ." 

E.  "Submit  new  requisition  with  expenditure  voucher"  pertains 
to  expendable  items  which  are  recorded  in  the  accounts  of 
this  office  as  being  charged  to  the  organization  in  amount 
equal  to  the  allowance  for  that  unit ;  and  prior  to  making  a 
new  issue,  it  is  required  that  the  first  supply  be  consumed, 
and  expenditure  voucher  submitted  to  this  office  in  dupli- 
cate properly  certified,  indicating  consumption  in  order  that 
the  standing  charged  may  be  eliminated.  With  such  ex- 
penditure voucher  new  requisition  should  be  submitted  for 
further  action. 

F,  G,   H.    Correct  requisitions  received  in  this  office  _  will  be 

processed  to  ascertain  the  quantity  authorized  for 
issue  within  the  allowances  prescribed  for  the  or- 
ganization in  the  War  Department  Equipment  Tables. 
If  all  articles  are  authorized  within  the  allowances 
for  the  enlisted  strength  of  the  organization,  notation 
of  "F",  "G",  or  "H"  will  be  made  on  requisition 
opposite  the  pertinent  items  to  indicate  the  point  from 
which  supply  will  be  made.

Subject :    Irregularities  in  property  accounts  disclosed  by  Reports 
•  of  Survey. 

To :  Commanding  Generals  of  all  Corps  Areas  and  Departments ; 
Commanding  General,  U.  S.  Army  Forces  in  China;  and 
Commanding  General,  District  of  Columbia. 

1.  Review  of  Reports  of  Survey  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  of 
Finance  indicate  improved  but  still  inadequate  supervision  of 
maintenance  of  property  accounts  by  Post  and  Station  Com- 
manders as  set  forth  in  Appendix  No.  1,  attached  hereto.  The 
provisions  of  Army  Regulations  relating  to  the  duties  of  Com- 
manding Officers  in  this  respect  are  adequate  to  correct  the 
deficiencies,  if  complied  with.  These  provisions,  however,  are 
contained  in  a  number  of  different  regulations.  In  order  to  in- 
sure stricter  compliance  therewith,  it  is  desired  that  you  direct 
attention  to  Post  and  Station  Commanders  to  those  specific  pro- 
visions that  are  particularly  designed  to  insure  adequate  supervi- 
sion of  property  accounts  and  to  correct  the  other  deficiencies 
indicated  in  Appendix  No.  1. 

2.  The  method  to  be  employed  in  bringing  this  matter  to  the 
attention  of  Post  and  Station  Commanders  is  entirely  within  your 
own  discretion.  It  is  believed  that  inadequate  supervision  is 
most  frequently  due  to  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  present  system 
of  accounting  on  the  part  of  officers  of  field  grade,  and  a  conse- 
quent inability  to  carry  out  their  functions  of  inspection  and 
supervision  in  a  systematic  and  effective  manner  best  calculated 
to  disclose  discrepancies  without  undue  expenditure  of  time  and 
effort.  It  is,  therefore  suggested  that  instructions  promulgated 
on  the  subject  should  include  provisos  to  the  following  effect : 

a.    Pertinent  extracts  from  Appendix  No.  1,  setting  forth 
discrepancies  that  have  been  disclosed  by  review  of  Reports 
.  of  Survey. 

6.  Emphasis  of  the  fact  that  most  shortages  and  specu- 
lations are  in  property  that  is  readily  marketable ;  viz :  sub- 
sistence, fuel,  forage,  gas  and  oil,  and  clothing. 

c.  Specific  mention  of  the  following  provisions  in  Army 
Regulations : 

A.  R.  210-70:    in  general.

Par.  5,  1,  aq,  bd,  bg.

/.  Emphasis  of  the  necessity  for :  familiarity  with  account- 
ing system  by  all  concerned,  prompt  action  on  surveys,  effec- 
tive measures  to  check  property  and  funds  under  personnel 
about  to  relinquish  responsibility  or  accountability,  effective 
measures  to  suspend  pay  accounts  of  those  about  to  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  service  until  all  indebtedness  to  the  United 
States  has  been  settled. 

g.  Attention  is  invited  to  Inspection  Standard  No.  7, 
Warehousing,  and  Inspection  Standard  No.  8,  Accuracy  of 
Property  Accountability,  issued  by  the  Inspector  General  of 
the  Army  to  all  Inspectors  General.  It  is  believed  that  the 
use  of  procedure  indicated  therein,  by  Post  and  Standard 
rCommanders  and  by  Inspectors  General  or  special  inspectors 
appointed  for  cases  that  warrant  it,  will  result  in  a  further 
reduction  of  discrepancies  indicated  by  review  of  surveys.

"1.  In  reviewing  reports  of  survey  referred  to  this  office  for 
action  under  the  provisions  of  Par.  lOg,  A.R.  35-6840,  surveys 
have  been  noted  which  indicate  that  the  degree  of  control  and 
supervisions  exercised  by  Post  and  Station  Commanders  over 
property  accounts  subject  to  their  jurisdiction  has  been  inade- 
quate. Careless  record  keeping,  with  consequent  confusion  of  the 
property  accounts,  has  apparently  been  allowed  to  continue  for 
considerable  periods  of  time  without  remedial  action  on  the  part 
of  Post  and  Station  Commanders.  Instances  have  been  noted  also 
in  which  a  particular  situation  involving  unusual  circumstances 
was  not  apparently  handled  by  the  local  authorities  in  a  manner 
best  calculated  to  protect  the  public  interest.  ******* 
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"2.  Under  the  provisions  of  Par.  17,  A.R.  35-6520,  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  a  Post  or  Station  is  responsible  for  the  se- 
curity and  preservation  of  all  public  property  pertaining  to  his 
command  and  for  the  maintenance  of  accurate  and  up-to-date 
property  accounting  records.  Par.  2b,  A.R.  210-70  also  makes 
him  responsible  for  these  general  duties  as  follows : 

'(4)    The    preservation,    application    and   use   of  public 
property. 

(5)    The  strict  enforcement^  of  laws  and  regulations. 

(9)    The  guarding  of  the  public  interest  in  every  par- 
ticular. 

"3.  In  many  cases  steps  essentia]  to  the  success  of  the  survey 
action  should  be  taken  in  advance  of  the  survey.  When  a  re- 
sponsible organization  commander  submits  his  resignation  to  his 
Commanding  Officer,  pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear,  if  neces- 
sary, to  require  the  resigning  officer  to  bring  his  property  records 
up-to-date,  to  check  his  property,  and  to  adjust  or  explain  any 
shortage  before  the  effective  date  of  his  resignation.  Similarly, 
when  orders  are  received  for  the  transfer  of  an  accountable  or 
responsible  officer,  to  another  station,  particularly  a  Post  Supply 
Officer,  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  officer  transferring 
to  check  his  property  with  his  records  and  to  report  any  shortage 
for  investigation  before  he  leaves  the  Post. 

"4.  Reports  of  survey  as  a  rule  represent  the  final  effort  as 
well  as  the  final  opportunity  of  the  administrative  authorities  of 
the  War  Department  to  fix  responsibility  upon  the  proper  party 
for  the  loss,  damage  or  destruction  of  public  property.  In  order 
to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  survey,  it  is  essential  that  timely 
action  be  taken  to  gather  the  evidence  and  to  complete  the  sur- 
vey while  witnesses  are  available  and  the  events  fresh  in  their 
minds.  Delay  in  the  investigation  of  a  shortage  by  a  surveying 
officer  usually  makes  uncertain  the  accomplishment  of  a  settlement 
with  justice  to  all  parties  concerned.  It  also  necessitates  ad- 
ditional work  not  only  by  the  surveying  officer,  but  also  by  the 
offices  through  which  the  survey  passes  for  administrative  review 
and  final  approval. 

"5.  Reports  of  survey,  Inventory  and  Inspection  Reports,  and 
other  vouchers  covering  lost,  damaged  and  destroyed  property  acted 
upon  by  this  office  for  the  Secretary  of  War  during  the  fiscal 
year  1927  reached  a  combined  total  of  43,846.  One  of  the  most 
economical  ways  to  reduce  the  number  of  surveys  submitted  and 
also  the  clerical  labor  required  to  handle  them  is  to  eliminate  the 
discrepancies  which  make  surveys  necessary.  It  is  believed  there- 
fore that  closer  supervision  of  the  maintenance  of  property  ac- 
counts on  the  part  of  Post  and  Station  Commanders  would  have 
this  beneficient  result.  Such  supervision  is  considered  of  most 
importance  in  the  case  of  Post  Supply  Officers  having  large  stores 
of  property  on  hand  and  numerous  stock  record  cards,  also  in  the 
case  of  commissaries  where  stores  are  sold  thereby  affording 
opportunities  for  speculations  in  both  property  and  funds.  As  a 
rule  certificates  of  audit  show  most  frequently  discrepancies  in 
the  accounts  of  Post  Supply  Officers  and  commissaries.  These  two 
classes  of  accounts  also  produce  a  large  part  of  the  surveys 
recommending  charges  against  responsible  and  accountable  offi- 
cers. For  these  reasons  it  is  believed  that  closer  administrative 
control  over  the  maintenance  of  accounts  between  inventories  would 
react  in  favor  of  accountable  officers  who  would  be  required  to 
account  for  their  property  in  accordance  with  regulations  instead 
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of  having  it  charged  against  them  on  a  report  of  survey.  The 
Government  would  also  benefit  in  the  saving  of  the  time  ana 
labor  of  personnel  now  engaged  in  the  adjustment  of  preventable 
discrepancies."

1.  Recent  changes  in  the  course  of  flying  instruction  at  the 
Air  Corps  Primary  Flying  School,  Brooks  Field,  Texas  have 
necessitated  certain  changes  in  the  courses  of  instruction  con- 
ducted by  The  School  of  Aviation  Medicine.  Hereafter  there  will 
be  three  basic  courses  conducted  annually  each  of  three  months' 
duration  which  will  begin  on  January  the  5th,  May  the  1st  and 
September  the  5th  respectively.  The  short  basic  course  of  six 
weeks,  duration  heretofore  conducted  will  be  discontinued.  Each 
basic  course  will  be  divided  into  two  periods.  The  first  period 
of  each  course  will  be  of  two  months'  duration  and  will  be  de- 
voted to  theoretical  instruction ;  the  last  period  will  be  of  one 
month's  duration  and  will  be  spent  in  practical  work.  An  of- 
ficer will  not  be  accepted  as  proficient  to  make  the  physical 
examination  for  flying  until  he  shall  have  had  the  practical  in- 
struction given  in  the  second  period. 

2.  Medical  officers  of  the  National  Guard  and  Reserve  Corps 
may  be  sent  to  either  a  complete  basic  course,  or  to  the  first 
or  second  period  of  a  course  as  follows: 

(a)  Officers  who  have  had  no  prior  training  in  Aviation 
Medicine  may  be  ordered  to  the  School  for  any  complete 
basic  course.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  course 
beginning  May  1st  will  be  completed  in  the  following  Fiscal 
year.  Reserve  officers  and  Medical  Officers  of  the  National 
Guard  detailed  for  this  complete  course  will  necessitate  the 
use  of  funds  allotted  for  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years  involved. 

(b)  Officers  who  have  had  no  instruction  in  Aviation 
Medicine  and  who  for  any  reason  cannot  take  a  complete 
basic  course  may  be  sent  to  the  first  period  of  any  basic 
course. 

(c)  Officers  who  have  completed  the  correspondence 
course,  or  who  have  received  the  equivalent  of  the  corres- 
pondence course;  i.  e.,  actual  attendance  upon  the  short 
basic  course  formerly  given,  or  who  have  taken  the  first 
period  of  the  basic  course  as  outlined  below,  can  qualify 
as  Flight  Surgeons  by  taking  the  second  period  of  instruc- 
tion (practical)  of  any  basic  course. 
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3  The  following  is  a  description  of  the  course  as  divided 
into  the  two  periods  and  the  hours  of  instruction  given  m  each 
subject : 

BASIC  COURSE 

I.  SCOPE:    FIRST  PERIOD  (First  two  months) 

To  instruct   and   train  Medical   Officers  in  the  theoretical 
work  of  the  Flight  Surgeon. 

II.  DURATION  OF  COURSE: 

Two  months,  beginning  on  January  5th,  May  1st  and  Sep- 
tember 5th  of  each  year.

use  of  the  electrocardiogram  and  the  interpretation  of  electro- 
cardiographs; the  Physiology  of  Aviation  including  the  citects 
of  Anoxemia,  Fatigue7  and  Exposure  and  the  bodily  compensa- 
tions thereto ;  the  organization  and  function  of  the  Air  Corps, 
Aviation  Accidents  and  the  administrative  and  professional  duties 
of  the  Flight  Surgeon.

(4)  To  prepare  plans  for  mobilization  in  an.  emergency, 
based  on  accurate  information  as  to  equipment  and  sup- 
plies on  hand  in  his  Corps  Area. 

6.  To  enable  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing 
officer  of  each  State  to, 

(1)  Check  reported  shortages  and  overages  against  his 
■property  records  and  to  make  necessary  adjustments ; 

(2)  To  correct  shortages  in  certain  organizations  by 
the  transfer  of  overages  in  other  organizations  or  by  issue 
from  arsenal ; 

(3)  To  transfer  to  the  State  arsenal  items  which  are 
on  hand  in  certain  organizations  in  excess  of  training  needs 
for  the  better  conservation  of  property  and  to  relieve  the 
organization  commander  from  the  needless  burden  or  re- 
sponsibility. 

c.    To  provide  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  with  data  that 
will  enable  him  to, 

(1)  Prepare  estimates  for  funds  based  on  accurate  data 
as  to  requirements ; 

(2)  To  furnish  information  called  for  by  the  Congress, 
the  Chief  of  Staff  and  the  Chiefs  of  Supply  Branches ;  and 

(3)  To  take  intelligent  action  in  all  matters  relating 
to  the  equipment  and  supply  of  the  National  Guard. 

8.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  obtaining  accurate  data 
as  to  the  major  items  of  equipment  actually  on  hand  in  the 
National  Guard,  it  is  most  essential,  not  only  that  the  inventory- 
ing officers  exercise  great  care  in  preparing  inventories,  but  that 
the  State  authorities  and  organization  commanders  cooperate 
by  seeing  that  all  property  on  hand  of  which  an  inventory  is 
required  is  included  in  the  inventories,  and  by  otherwise  assist- 
ing in  the  work. 

9.  A  sufficient  number  of  mimeographed  copies  of  this_  letter 
will  be  furnished  Corps  Area  Commanders  for  distribution  to 
all  inventorying  officers,  and  to  the  State  Adjutants  General  for 
distribution  to  the  United  States  property  and  disbursing  officers 
and  organization  commanders.  Copies  for  inventorying  officers 
will  be  forwarded  to  you  along  with  the  blank  forms  referred  to 
in  paragraph  1,  the  copies  for  distribution  by  State  Adjutants 
General  to  be  sent  direct. 
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10.  It  is  desired  that  the  inventory  for  your  Corps  Area 
be  completed  and  forwarded  to  this  Bureau  by  December  31, 
1927.

UNASSIGNED  LIST  FOR  NATIONAL  GUARD  OFFICERS. 

1.  On  July  1,  1927,  the  Militia  Bureau  sent  the  following 
radiogram  to  all  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  telegram  to  an 
State  Adjutants  General: 

"Paragraph  2966,  National  Guard  Regulations,  1922,  and 
1926,  is  hereby  rescinded  owing  to  recent  opinion  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General  to  the  effect  that  there  is  no  legal 
authority  for  the  unassigned  list  referred  to  therein. 

2  The  Militia  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  several  communications 
relative  to  the  above  mentioned  telegram  requesting  information 
as  to  its  effect,  and  it  is  therefore  considered  necessary  and 
desirable  to  furnish  to  all  concerned,  for  their  guidance,  the  in- 
formation contained  below. 

3.  The  telegram  quoted  above  has  reference  only  to  an  un- 
assigned list  authorized  or  set  up  by  National  Guard  Regulations. 
However,  neither  the  rescission  of  Paragraph  2696,  National 
Guard  Regulations,  1922,  nor  the  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate 
General,  upon  which  the  rescission  is  based,  affect  provisions  ot 
State  law  concerning  the  transfer  of  officers,  who  have  tendered 
their  resignations,  to  an  unassigned  list. 
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An  officer  who  has  tendered  his  resignation  may,  if  the  State 
law  so  provides,  be  transferred,  by  State  authority  to  a  htate 
unassigned  list,  in  which  case  his  Federal  recognition  ceases  and 
the  resulting  vacancy  in  the  organization  from  which  he  is 
transferred  may  be  filled  in  the  usual  manner,  (325.11— Revisions 
— Gen-55).

ANNUAL  LEAYE  FOR  CARETAKERS 

The  following  interpretation  of  par.  15*,  NCR  79,  which  ap- 
pears in  Changes  No.  1,  NGR  79,  April  1,  1927,  is  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

1  Par.  15$,  NGR  79,  authorizes  15  days  annual  leave  for 
caretakers  in  one  calendar  year.  This  leave  is  credited  at  tne 
rate  of  li  days  per  month  of  employment  as  caretakers,  how- 
ever, this  does  not  mean  that  annual  leave  is  limited  to.  14  cups 
for  each  month  of  employment  in  the  calendar  year  m  wnicn 
leave  is  requested  except  in  the  case  of  those  caretakers  who 
have  been  employed  less  than  one  year,  or  who  have  indicated 
their  intention  to  resign.  If  a  caretaker  has  been  employed  one 
vear  or  longer  he  can  get  the  full  15  days  leave  m  advance. 
The  above  intent  is  clearly  shown  by  the  express  provisions 
regarding  sick  leave  in  par.  15*c,  which  states  that  sick  eaye 
will  not  be  granted  in  advance".  This  implies  that  annual  leave 
may  be  granted  in  advance,  except  where  expressly  prohibited  by 
the  regulation. 

2  The  method  of  computing  leave  under  the  provisions  of 
car'  15*  NGR  79.  is  explained  below.  Since  the  authority  tor 
leave  became  effective  on  April  1,  1927,.  and.  since  leave  is  ba?,_d 
on  a  calendar  year,  all  credit  must  begin  with  January  1,  l\Mt. 

a  li  &  caretaker  has  been,  employed  as  such  less  than  one 
vear,  he  is  entitled  to  leave  at  the  rate  of  1J  days  per  month 
for  each  month  he  has  been  employed  in  the  calendar  year  in 
which  he  requests  leave. 

I  If  a  caretaker  had  been  employed  one  year  or  longer  on 
April  1,  1927  (the  effective  date  of  the  regulation),  he  was  on 
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that  date  entitled  to  a  credit  of  15  days  annual  leave  for  the 
calendar  year. 

c.  Whenever,  in  the  year  1927  he  reaches  a  date  which  closes 
one  year's  employment,  he  is  entitled  to  credit  for  15  days  an- 
nual leave,  less  any  amount  he  may  already  have  taken  within 
the  year  on  the  basis  of  1%  days  per  month.  However,  since 
annual  leave  must  be  used  within  the  calendar  year  in  which 
earned,  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  caretakers  who  have 
used  no  leave  during  the  year  and  who  are  waiting  for  the  one- 
year  period  of  employment  to  end  in  order  to  credit  a  full  fifteen- 
day  period,  are  granted  their  leave  in  time  to  enable  them  to 
complete  it  before  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  There  will 
undoubtedly  be  some  cases  in  the  year  (1927)  when  caretakers 
will  not  be  able  to  complete  all  their  leave  unless  they  take  some 
of  it  on  the  basis  of  H  days  per  month  and  to  not  try  to  save 
it  all  for  one  period. 

3.  In  order  to  avert  suspensions  by  the  General  Accounting 
Office  it  is  suggested  that  all  United  States  Property  and  Dis- 
bursing Officers  cause  to  be  kept  a  record  of  service  for  each 
caretaker  within  his  state.  When  a  caretaker  has  been  employed' 
a  year  and  is  granted  leave  in  advance  so  that  he  may  take  it 
while  serving  with  his  unit  during  its  field  training,  the  pay  roll 
upon  which  he  is  paid  as  caretaker  should  show  his  record  of 
service  as  such,  i.  e.,  that  he  had  been  employed  as  a  care- 
taker one  year  or  more  with  no  deduction  for  leave  taken  prior 
to  the  encampment.  If  he  has  taken  leave  prior  to  the  encamp- 
ment the  proper  deduction  for  such  leave  should  be  shown.

a.  When  the  aggregate  amount  of  supplies  or  services 
to  be  procured  does  not  exceed  $500.00,  and  m  the  opinion 
of  the  Contracting  Officer  no  advantage  can  be  gamed  to  the 
Government  by  securing  competition  through  the  distriDUr 
tion  of  invitations  for  bids.

10.    METHOD  OF  INVITING  BIDS. — Kids  will  be  invited—

Standard 
Form  No  1036  ABSTRACT  OF  AGREEMENT,  for  the  purpose 
of  establishment  the  fact  of  compliance  with  law  and  good  busi- 
ness administration  in  respect  to  securing  competition,  acceptance 
of  bid  of  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  execntaon  of  a  lawful 
agreement.

f.  System  of  numbering  Short  Form  Contracts— Ml  Short 
Form  Contracts  involving  an  expenditure  of  $1,000  or  more,  or 
on  acount  of  which  more  than  one  payment  is  to  be  made  must 
be  numbered  in  the  series  provided  for  Long  Form  Contracts  in 
the  manner  outlined  in  paragraph  12  h.

3.  Disposition  of  empty  metallic  storage  cases  brass  cartridge 
cases,  cases  of  87  m/m  and  larger  calibers,  and  all  serviceable 
packing  boxes  for  current  standard  calibers. 

a,  Ammunition  fired  at  a  camp  or  post,  or  at  local  station 
of  organization,  where  an  Ordnance  officer  of  the  Regular  Army 
or  a  representative  of  the  Ordnance  Department  is  on  duty  all 
of  the  above  materials  accumulating  as  a  result  of  target  practice 
will  L  turned  in  to  such  officer  or  representative  of  the  Ord- 
nance Department.  If  there  be  no  such  officer  or  representative 
at  the  camp,  post,  or  station,  an  itemized  statement  ot  tie 
quantity  of  each  class  of  such  materials  will  be  submitted  by  the 
organization  commander  or  other  responsible  officer  to  the  United 
States  property  and  disbursing  officer  for  such  disposition  as  the 
latter  may  direct. 

b  At  the  end  of  the  target  season  the  United  States  property 
and'  disbursing  officer  will  report  the  quantities  and  location  ot 
each  class  of  material  on  hand  in  the  state,  through  channels, 
to  the  Corps  Area  Commander  for  instructions  as  to  disposition. 

c.  The  labor  involved  in  the  packing  and  handling  of  empty 
shells,  cartridge  cases,  etc.,  should  be  performed  by  the  troops, 
camn  labor  target  range  caretakers,  or  armory  employees  and 
without  expensed  the  Federal  Government  The  cost  of  trans- 
nnrrtns  such  materials  to  the  arsenal  will  be  borne  by  the  Ord- 
nanceSDepartmen1  who  should  furnish  procurement  authority 
for  citation  on  bill  of  lading  whenever  instructions  are  given 
covering  the  shipment  of  such  materials. 

4.    Disposition  of  anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines. 

Anti-aircraft  targets  and  tow  lines  serviceable  for  further  use 
and  remaining  on  hand  after  the  completion  of  the  encampment 
S  be  turned  over  to  the  organization  Supply  Officer  for  pre- 
servation until  the  following  year. 

5  When  Reserve  officers  who  are  not  members  of  the  Na- 
tional Guard  are  attached  to  National  Guard  units  for  training, 
a  record  will  be  kept  of  the  ammunition  expended  by  each  officer. 
As  soon  Is  practicable  a  requisition  will  be  submitted  to  Corps 
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Area  Headquarters  for  the  replacement  of  the  ammunition  actually 
expended  by  such  officers,  the  reimbursable  cost  to  be  charged 
against  Organized  Reserve  funds.  The  requisition  should  be 
accompanied  by  a  report  showing  the  names  of  the  Reserve  officers, 
the  number  of  rounds  expended  by  them,  and  the,  authority  under 
which  they  were  attached  for  training. 

6.  Small  Arms  Ammunition. 

a.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire  the 
.30  caliber  rifle,  200  rounds  of  .30  caliber  ball  ammunition. 

b.  For  each  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire  the  .30  caliber 
rifle  in  combat  exercises  prescribed  in  an  approved  unit  training 
schedule  and  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  Training  Regu- 
latons  145-5,  an  additional  allowance  of  20  rounds  of  .30  caliber 
ball  ammunition. 

c.  For  each  officer  and  enlisted  man  authorized  to  fire : 
(1)  The  automatic  pistol  or  revolver:  mounted  and  dismounted 
course,  165  rounds  of  .45  caliber  ball  ammunition  dismounted 
course  only,  90  rounds  of  .45  caliber  ball  ammunition. 

Note :  The  mounted  course  for  Cavalry  troop's  will  be 
fired  only  when  authorized  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander. 
Such  authority  will  be  granted  only  to  those  qualified  by 
having  fired  the  dismounted  course  and  by  adequate  pre- 
paratory training  in  pistol  marksmanship  mounted.

c.  For  each  Infantry  Machine  Cun  Company,  Cavalry  Machine 
Gun  Troop  anl  Light  Tank  Company,  20,000  rounds  .30  caliber 
ball  ammunition  per  organization  of  which  not  to  exceed  1000 
rounds  per  organization  may  be  tracer  ammunition. 

/.  If  participating  in  exercises  and  maneuvers  requiring  the 
use  of  blank  ammunition,  the  following  allowance  of  .30  caliber 
blank  ammunition  is  authorized ;  50  rounds  per  rifle,  250  rounds 
per  automatic  rifle,  and  1,000  rounds  per  machine  gun.

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cases  have  been  properly  resized  and  are  clean,  no  difficulty  should 
be  experienced  in  inserting  them  into  the  chamber  it  the  latter  is 
clean  The  continued  insertion  of  cartridge  cases  pat  are  not 
clean  causes  an  accumulation  in  the  chamber  which  may  make 
the  insertion  of  subsequent  rounds  difficult  or  imposhble.

ARMY  CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES,  1927-1928 

1.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  Announcement  of  Army  Corres- 
pondence Courses,  1927-1928.  published  by  the  War  Department 
July  1  1927.  With  reference  to  enrollment  in  these  courses,  it 
should 'be  noted  (par.  8  (b),  page  3)  that  upon  presentation  of 
satisfactory  evidence  of  proficiency  in  the  subject  matter  of  any 
subcourse  the  Corps  Area  Commander  is  authorized  to  enroll  a 
student  in  the  next  higher  subcourse  up  to  and  including  the 
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advanced  course.  This  provision  enables  qualified  National  Guard 
personnel  to  pursue  the  phase  of  training  desired  without  prior 
actual  completion  of  all  other  correspondence  courses  listed  in 
advance  thereof.  In  the  absence  of  other  records  to  the  con- 
trary, Corps  Area  Commanders  should  accept  the  recommenda- 
tion of  instructors  as  to  the  proper  courses  or  subcourses^  to 
be  pursued  by  National  Guard  personnel  under  their  supervision. 

2.  In  an  effort  to  extend  the  advantages  of  enrollment  in  cor- 
respondence courses  to  all  grades  of  National  Guard  personnel, 
sufficient  funds  have  been  allotted  for  this  purpose  during  the 
current  fiscal  year  to  permit  the  enrollment  of  enlisted  men, 
upon  recommendation  of  organization  Commanders. 

3.  The  Militia  Bureau  has  made  arrangements  to  furnish, 
through  Corps  Area  Commanders  and  at  the  expense  of  Militia 
Bureau  appropriations,  lesson  sheets  for  use  by  students  in  the 
army  correspondence  courses  enrolled  from  among  the  personnel 
of  the  National  Guard.  No  publications,  maps,  or  other  material 
except  the  lesson  sheets  can  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  Militia 
Bureau  appropriations.  If  the  State  Military  authorities  desire 
to  furnish  publications,  maps,  or  other  material  for  the  purpose 
stated  above,  arrangements  must  be  made  by  the  State  concerned 
to  defray  the  cost  thereof  from  other  than  Militia  Bureau  funds. 

4.  Instructors  will  make  every  effort  to  impress  the  National 
Guard  commissioned  personnel  under  their  supervision  with  the 
advantages  to  be  gained  from  pursuing  correspondence  courses  in 
addition  to  the  regular  performance  of  their  National  Guard 
duties,  esnecialy  as  a  means  to  fit  them  for  examination  for 
promotion.  It  is  suggested  that  where  sufficient  interest  cannot  be 
aroused  in  correspondence  courses  as  such,  the  lessons  thereof  may 
be  found  to  be  of  considerable  value  as  lesson  topics  for  armory 
schools. 

5.  Correspondence  Courses  are  especially  valuable  for  officers 
contemplating  attendance  at  Service  Schools,  and  their  stand- 
ing at  such  schools  will  be  materially  increased  by  such  pre- 
vious preparation.  Completion  of  subcourses  1,  2,  3  and  4  of 
Command  and  General  Staff  Course  is  required  as  a  prerequisite 
to  attendance  at  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  Kansas.

ATTENDANCE  OF  NATIONAL  GUARD  OFFICERS  AT  THE 
COMMAND  AND  GENERAL  STAFF  SCHOOL 

1  The  next  course  at  the  Command  and  General  Staff  School 
at  Ft  Leavenworth  for  National  Guard  officers  will  begin  March 
12,  1928  and  end  June  12,  1928. 

2  Eighteen  National  Guard  officers  will  be  detailed  to  this 
course,  as  equally  distributed  among  the  various  States  as  appli- 
cations from  qualified  officers  will  permit. 

3  The  following  qualifications  for  detail  to  the  course  are  de- 
sirable and,  where  other  considerations  do  not  preclude,  will 
govern : 

a.  Must  be  assigned  to  a  tactical  division  in  capacity  of: 

Division  Commander 
Brigade  Commander 
Chief  of  Staff 
G-3 
G-4 

b.  Should  be  between  40  and  48  years  of  age  (not  appli- 
cable to  General  officers). 

c.  Must  have  completed  sub-courses  1,  2,  3  and  4  of 
Correspondence  Course,  Command  and  General  Staff. 

4  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Militia  Bureau  to  detail  one  officer 
from  each  Division  (Infantry  and  Cavalry),  the  staff  of  which 
has  been  organized  and  is  functioning.  To  this  end  State  Adju- 
tants General  should  give  prompt  information  to  those  con- 
cerned that  those  who  desire  the  detail,  but  have  not  yet  com- 
pleted the  required  sub-courses,  may  have  the  necessary  time  to 
accomplish  it. 

5.  Not  later  than  January  15,  1928,  all  applications  of  eligibles 
to  take  the  course  should  be  forwarded  by  State  Adjutants  Gen- 
eral to  Corps  Area  Commanders.  Applications  must  show  affir- 
matively possession  of  the  necessary  qualifications,  and  any  others 
that  would  enhance  the  benefit  to  the  Division  of  the  training 
of  the  particular  officer.  Where  the  Division  pertains  to  one 
State  the  Division  Commander's  action  should  be  shown  before 
forwarding. 

6.  It  is  hoped  to  have  at  least  two  applications  for  the  course 
from  each  Division,  indicated  as  principal  and  alternate  (by  the 
Adjutant  General  where  more  than  one  officer  of  a  Division,  irom 
the  same  State,  is  selected)  that  prompt  action  may  be  taken  in 
the  event  that  an  officer  who  has  been  detailed  is  later  prevented 
from  attending. 

7.  Corps  Area  Commanders  are  requested  to  forward  all  ap- 
plications to  the  Militia  Bureau  not  later  than  January  30,  19-8, 
with  their  recommendations  thereon.  Where  the  Division  per- 
tains to  two  or  more  States  the  Corps  Area  Commander  should 
secure  from  the  Division  Commander  an  expression  of  opinion  as 
to  the  suitability  of  the  applicants,  and  indicate  them  as  principal 
and  alternate. 
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8.  For  the  information  of  all  concerned  sub-courses  1  (brief 
review  of  Military  organization,  methods  of  map  problem  solu- 
tion, map  reading,  field  fortification  and  tactics  and  technique  of 
the  separate  arms)  and  2  (tactical  principles :  methods  of  ar- 
rival thereat  and  of  imparting  same  to  troops  by  means  of  com- 
bat orders)  of  Course  D.,  are  short  courses  that  can  be  completed 
in  four  weeks  (one  night  per  week).  Some  Division  Staffs  have 
taken  these  and  other  sub-courses  more  advanced  in  their  weekly 
conferences,  with  excellent  results.  Sub-course  3  is  "Tactical 
Principles"  (continuation  and  enlargement  on  Sub-course  2),  and 
Sub-course  4  is  "Command,  Staff  and  Logistics."  The  texts  for 
all  four  of  these  sub-courses  may  be  secured  upon  application  to 
Corps  Area  Headquarters  to  be  enrolled  for  the  courses. 

9.  The  course  at  the  C.  &  G.  S.  School  is  primarily  a  com- 
mand course  and  applicable  particularly  to  the  Division.  Recog- 
nizing the  difficulty  of  giving  Division  Commanders  the  course, 
through  inability  to  attend  in  most  cases,  as  well  as  the  high 
cost,  it  is  deemed  essential  that  certain  of  the  Division  Staff 
officers  have  the  training  so  that  the  Division  Commander  will 
have  its  results  available. 

10.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Militia  Bureau  to  extend  eligibility 
to  this  course  to  regimental  commanders  qualifying  in  other  re- 
spects, as  in  Paragraph  3  above,  as  soon  as  the  Headquarters 
of  Divisions  and  Brigades  have  several  graduates.  Instead  of 
the  first  four  sub-courses  of  Course  D,  Correspondence  Course, 
qualification  in  the  advanced  course  of  their  branch  of  service 
will  be  accepted.  However,  the  officer  who  has  also  taken  the 
D  Course  (combined  arms)  will  be  better  qualified  to  do  him- 
self and  the  National  Guard  credit  at  the  school  than  one  who 
has  not.

1.    The  following  letter  from  the  War  Department,  dated  July 
15,  1927,  is  quoted  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  con- 
cerned : 
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"(a)  Any  patriotic  educational  institution  including 
military  drill  in  its  curriculum,  to  which  no  officer  of  the 
Regular  Army  lias  been  detailed  as  professor  of  Military 
Science  &  Tactics,  may,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  Territory,  District  or  Pos- 
session in  which  the  school  is  located,  and  approval  of  the 
Corps  Area  or  similar  territorial  commander,  purchase  obso- 
lete small  arms  and  accessories  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  May  28,  1908  (35  Stat.  443).  Similar  institutions 
having  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army  detailed  as  professor 
of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  may  so  purchase*  upon  ap- 
proval of  the  Corps  Area  or  similar  territorial  commander. 
All  sales  will  be  made  at  standard  list  price  plus  cost  of 
packing,  handling  and  transportation  and  no  resale  of  the 
arms  may  be  made  without  the  same  approval  that  governs 
the  original  sale. 

(b)  Patriotic  fraternal  or  religious  organizations  having 
uniform  drill  teams  or  patriotic  organized  bodies  formed 
for  other  purposes  not  in  conflict  with  the  principles  of 
government  under  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  inculcate  the  rudiments  of  military  training  as  part 
of  their  rituals,  may,  upon  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance, purchase  obsolete  military  small  arms  and  accessories 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  May  28,  1908  (35  Stat. 
443)  provided,  that  such  small  arms  are  rendered  unfit  for 
firing.  Sales  will  be  made  at  standard  list  price  plus  the 
cost  of  packing  and  handling,  and  without  expense  to  the 
United  States  for  transportation."

To:  Commanding  Officers,  all  posts,  camps  and  stations,  USP&- 
DO's  of  National  Guard,  and  Professors  of  Military  Science 
&  Tactics,  ROTC  Units,  within  the  Third  Corps  Area. 

1.  This  headquarters  has  been  requested  to  compile  and  furnish 
to  the  War  Department  certain  information  relative  to  the  expendi- 
tures of  ammunition  by  the  Regular  Army,  National  Guard,  RO- 
TC and  CMTC,  in  connection  with  the  present  target  practice 
year.  This  information  is  to  be  incorporated  into  a  report  show- 
ing the  amount  of  ammunition  actually  expended  by  units  during 
the  present  target  year.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  all 
Commanding  Officers  (including  those  at  exempted  stations),  US- 
P&DO's,  and  Professors  of  Military  Science  &  Tactics  on  duty 
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with  ROTC  Units,  to  determine  from  the  records  of  their  offices 
the  data  required  to  compile  the  report  called  for.  These _  officers 
will,  therefore,  prepare  reports  pertaining  to  their  stations  as 
of  November  30,  1927,  and  mail  them  in  time  to  reach  this  head- 
quarters not  later  than  December  15,  1927.  The  number  of 
rounds  of  ammunition  condemned  during  the  year  on  account  of 
deterioration  will  be  included  in  these  reports  as  a  separate  item. 

2.    The  report  will  embody  the  following  : 

(a)  REGULAR  ARMY : — Total  quantity  of  each  caliber 
of  ammunition,  by  type  and  kind,  actually  expended  up  to 
November  30,  1927,  and  the  additional  quantity  it  is  antici- 
pated will  be  expended  by  December  31st,  for  target  prac- 
tice and  other  authorized  firings.  Caliber  .30  ammunition 
will  be  sub-divided  into  that  expended  in  rifles,  automatic 
rifles,  and  machine  guns,  and  the  branch  by  which  expended. 

(b)  TRAINING  CAMPS : — Commanding  Officers  of  all 
Regular  Army  stations  will  compile  separate  reports  cover- 
ing the  total  quantity  of  each  caliber  of  ammunition,  by  type 
and  kind,  actually  expended  at  his  station  by  the  National 
Guard,  ROTC  students,  CMTC,  and  Organized  Reserves  up 
to  November  30,  1927,  and  the  additional  quantity  which  is 
anticipated  will  be  expended  during  the  remainder  of  the 
target  year  for  target  practice  and  other  authorized  firings. 
Caliber  .30  ammunition  will  be  sub-divided  by  weapon,  as 
outlined  in  (a)  above,  except  in  the  case  of  the  National 
Guard. 

(c)  NATIONAL  GUARD :— Total  quantity  of  each  cali- 
ber of  ammunition  by  type  and  kind,  actually <  expended  by 
National  Guard  troops  up  to  November  30,  1927,  and  the 
additional  quantity  which  is  anticipated  will  be  expended 
during  the  remainder  of  the  target  year  for  target  practice 
and  other  authorized  firings.  This  .report  will  NOT  include 
ammunition  expended  by  the  National  Guard  at  Regular 
Army  Stations,  as  such  expenditures  are  reported  by  Com- 
manding Officers  under  the  provisions  of  sub-paragraph  (b) 
above. 

(d)  ROTC  INSTITUTIONS:— Total  quantity  of  each 
caliber  of  ammunition,  by  type  and  kind,  expended  by  the 
ROTC  for  target  practice  and  other  authorized  firings  at 
institutions  during  the  academic  year.  Caliber  .60  am- 
munition will  be  sub-divided  by  weapon,  as  outlined  in  (a) 
above. 

(e)  RIFLE  CLUBS: — Accountable  officers  will  report 
the  total  ammunition,  by  type  and  kind  expended  f°r  Pro- 
motion of  rifle  practice  by  civilian  rifle  clubs  under  authority 
of  Army  Regulations  850-100,  March  26,  1924.

"Due  to  the  greatly  increased  demands  for  cartridges,  ball, 
cal  22  long  rifle,  for  use  in  the  M1922  MI  rifle,  as  authorized 
by  War  Dept.  Circular  No.  21  (1927),  the  available  supply 
of  this  ammunition  at  all  Ordnance  issuing  depots  is  rapidly 
becoming  depleted. 
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In  order  to  avoid  this  shortage  it  is  directed  that  all 
requisitions  submitted  to  issuing  depots  for  supply  of  cal. 
22  long  rifle  ammunition  be  cut  down  to  a  three  months 
supply.  It  is  understood  that  delivery  of  the  new  supply  of 
cal  .22  ammunition  now  being  purchased  for  distribution  to 
the  various  issuing  depots  will  be  completed  within  the  next 
60  days  and  some  depots  will  probably  receive  their  new 
stocks  in  less  time.   

This  office  will  promptly  advise  all  Corps  Areas  as  soon 
as  the  stocks  are  replenished  at  the  designated  issuing  depots 
and  curtailment  of  issues  will  no  longer  be  required.

To:    Commanding  Officers,  all  Camps,  Posts,  and  Stations,  Ord- 
nance Property  Officers,  USP&DO's  for  National  Guard  and 
PMS&T  of  ROTC  Units  within  the  Third  Corps  Area. 
1.    The  following  letter  dated  September  20.  1927,  from  the 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  file  00  471/5357.  3-COO  471.3- 
/494,  is  quoted  for  compliance : 
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"There  is  now  in  existence  a  large  number  of  small  lots 
of  ammunition  of  all  types,  both  in  depots  and  in  the  hands 
of  troops.  The  continued  storage  of  these  small  lots  is  a 
cause  of  inconvenience  and  unnecessary  cost  m  storage,  ac- 
counting, and  surveillance. 

Every  depot  and  other  Ordnance  establishments  charged 
with  the  issue  of  ammunition  will  make  special  efforts  to 
remedy  this  condition  by  giving  priority  of  issue  _  to  small 
lots.  The  objective  of  reducing  the  number  of  lots  in  service 
will,  however,  not  be  reached  solely  by  the  issue  of  small 
lots  from  depots.  Consideration  mnst  be  given  to  ammuni- 
tion in  the  hands  of  troops.  In  making  issues  it  will  be 
borne  in  mind  that  it  is  desirable  to  keep  to  a  minimum 
the  number  of  lots  at  each  station.  The  small  lots  ot 
ammunition  should  generally  be  issued  to  stations  having 
small  expenditures.  When  small  lots  are  exhausted  it  may 
be  desirable  to  reserve  a  lot  for  issue  to  a  certain  station,  hU- 
ing  all  requisitions  from  this  station  for  this  particular 
lot  Also  a  lot  might  be  reserved  for  issue  to  several  stations 
having  small  expenditures.  This  should  help  to  reduce  the 
number  of  different  lots  at  stations  by  eliminating  tag  ends 
left  over  at  the  close  of  the  target  practice  season. 

Corps  Area  and  Department  Ordnance  Officers  will  take 
steps  to  eliminate  small  lots  in  the  hands  of  troops.  This 
should  be  accomplished  by  paying  particular  attention  to 
this  condition  when  inspections  are  being  made,  and  by  tne 
issuing  of  special  instructions  when  necessary.  In  some 
cases  transfers  of  ammunition  from  an  inactive  post  to  one 
more  active  mav  be  necessary.  Corps  Area  and  Department 
Ordnance  Officers  will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  these 
transfers  made. 

Corps  Area  Ordnance  Officers  and  depots  will  give  con- 
sideration to  increasing  the  ouantity  called  for  on  requisi- 
tions so  that  tag  ends  of  lots  will  not  be  left  over  in.  a 
depot,  but  will  be  applied  on  requisitions.  This  can  prob- 
ably be  best  taken  care  of  by  the  depot  requesting  the 
Corps  Area  Ordnance  Officer  to  increase  the  amount  called 
for  on  the  requisition  when  this  is  advisable. 

Ordnance  Officers  at  exempted  stations  will  endeavor  to 
reduce  the  number  of  lots  of  ammunition  at  their  stations 
by  giving  priority  of  issue  to  the  small  lots."

1.    The  following  letter  dated  September -It I.  1927 .  from  the 
office    of   the    Chief   of    Ordnance,    file    00    471.8/470,    6  ouu 
471.3/493,  is  quoted  for  your  information  and  compliance: 

"In  the  stocks  of  components  of  ammunition  there  are 
occasionally  found  some.,  that  either  thru  improper ^^manu- 
facture or  due  to  deterioration  after  manufacture,  are  un 
suitable  for  assembly.  For  instance  a  very  large  number  of 
felt  wads  for  37  m/m  blank  charges  were  recently  assembled 
into  ™nds  It  developed  later  that  many  of  these  wads 
w  e  not  o  proper  sizeP  Many  thousands  of  rounds  must 
therefore  be  unloaded,  as  the  loose  wads  constitute  a  very 
possible  source  of  danger. 

Another  instance  is  reported  of  defective  primers  assembled 
in  blank  charges.  It  was  found  after  assembly  that  tne 
nrimerf  used  were  badly  deteriorated,  requiring  replacement 
of  all  those  assembled  from  a  certain  lot. 

To  avoid  such  conditions,  with  their  loss  of  money,  labor, 
and  possibility  of  being  a  source  of  accident,  all  depots  will 
exerc  se  the  greatest  possible  care  in  the  issue  of  compon- 
ents for  assembly  purposes.  A  reasonable  number  of  com- 
ponents wll  be  examined  to  see  if  they  comply  with  draw- 
ls In  shipments  directed  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  the 
lot  number  of  explosive  components  will  normally  be  indicated. 

At  the  time  of  assembly,  components  should,  be  carefully 
examined  to  see  that  they  comply  with  drawings  Where 
facilities  permit,  such  elements  as  primers  might  well  be 
tested  bv  firing  to  determine  whether  they  are  m  serviceable 
condition.  Where  such  facilities  are  not  available,  and  there 
is  doubt  as  to  the  servicablity  of  components  instructions 
should  be  requested  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance.

Subject:    Ammunition  which  Deteriorates  in   Storage  or  Mal- 
functions during  Firing. 

To:    Commanding  Officers,  all  Camps,  Posts  and  Stations,  Ord- 
nance Property  Officers,  USP&DO's  for  National  Guard  and 
PMS&T  of  ROTC  Units  within  the  Third  Corps  Area. 
1.    The  following  letter  dated  September  23,  1927,  from  the 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  file  00  471/5424,  3-COO  471.3- 
/495,  is  quoted  for  your  information  and  compliance. 

"Most  of  the  ammunition  which  is  being  issued  to  troops 
for  yearly  target  practice  was  manufactured  in  1917  and 
1918,  and  is  now  approximately  ten  years  old.  Some  of 
this  ammunition  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of  deterioration, 
and  while  every  effort  is  being  made  by  means  of  surveil- 
lance tests,  inspections  and  War  Reserving  Firing  Tests, 
to  check  periodically  the  condition  of  all  lots  of  ammunition, 
defective  ammunition  and  malfunctioning  of  ammunition  are 
encountered  in  service.  Where  such  deterioration  or  mal- 
functioning has  resulted  in  injury  to  personnel  or  material 
damage  to  property,  reports  have  been  made  to  the  Ordnance 
Office  and  the  necessary  corrective  action  has  been  taken. 
However,  reports  of  malfunctioning  and  other  defect  which 
do  not  usually  result  in  any  serious  damage  to  property  or 
injury  to  personnel  are  not  always  reported  even  though  they 
may  cause  interference  with  the  training  of  troops.  The 
Chief  of  Coast  Artillery  recently  sent  to  the  Ordnance  Office 
a  summary  of  various  ammunition  defects  such  as  primer  fail- 
ures, erratic  action  of  powders,  etc.,  which  had  given  trouble 
and  caused  delays  during  target  practice.  Target  Practice 
reports  sent  in  by  the  Field  Artillery  also  refer  at  times  to 
an  excessive  number  of  low  orders  or  duds  or  other  mal- 
functioning. 

In  order  that  such  defects  and  malfunctionings  may  be 
eliminated  or  minimized  to  the  greatest  possible  extent,  it 
is  necessary  that  all  malfunctionings  of  ammunition  and 
deteriorated  ammunition  be  reported  to  the  Ordnance  Of- 
fice, and  in  the  next  revision  of  Army  Regulations  775-10-15- 
20,  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  therein  a  requirement  that 
ammunition  which  has  deteriorated  or  is  otherwise  defective, 
and  ammunition  which  malfunctions  during  firing  be  reported 
to  the  local  Ordnance  Officer,  who  will  investigate  the  mat- 
ter, take  all  possible  steps  to  correct  the  difficulty,  and  render 
a  report  of  the  same  to  the  Ordnance  Office  through  the 
Corps  or  Dept.  Ordnance  Officer. 

Corps  and  Dept.  Ordnance  Officers  or  their  assistants 
'should  be  present  during  target  practice,  if  possible,  and 
should  carefully  check  all  reports  of  deteriorated  ammuni- 
tion which  malfunctions  during  firing,  making  such  investiga- 
tion and  taking  such  corrective  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. Target  Practice  reports,  as  they  pass  through  the 
Corps  or  Dept.  Ordnance  Office  should  be  checked  for  ad- 
verse comments  on  ammunition. 

'Corps  or  Dept.  Ordnance  Officer  and  their  assistants 
should  also  carefully  check  the  stocks  of  ammunition  on  hand 
during  the  annual  inspection,  and  endeavor  by  careful  ex- 
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amination  and  tests,  which  can  be  readily  made,  to  eliminate 
ammunition  which  may  cause  delays  or  trouble  during  target 
practice.    For  example: 

(a)  Electric  primers  which  are  apparently  causing 
trouble  can  be  checked  for  continuity  of  circuit,  and 
primers  can  be  inserted  in  firing  mechanisms  to  see  it 
they  fit  properly  or  if  the  primer  seat  is  worn  and  liable 
to  cause  primers  to  rupture  during  firing. 

(b)  Powder  charges  can  be  checked  to  see  if  they  have 
been  properly  stored  and  are  free  from  dampness  or  mois- 
ture and  in  doubtful  cases  or  where  the  powder  is  quite 
old, '  samples  should  be  taken  and  sent  to  the  nearest 
Ordnance  Depot  for  surveillence  test. 

(c)  Ammunition  normally  issued  in  sealed  containers 
should  be  checked  to  see  that  the  containers  have  not 
been  opened  and  the  material  therein  exposed  to  dampness 
and  moisture.  Occasionally  only  a  part  of  a  box  ot 
primers  will  be  used  and  the  remaining  primers  will  be 
put  back  in  storage  without  re-sealing  the  container  fcucn 
containers  can  be  readily  re-sealed  with  a  piece  of  friction 
tape  and  given  a  coat  of  shellac. 

(d)  Separate  loading  projectiles  should  be  checked  to 
see  that  they  are  properly  segregated  by  type,  kind  ot 
band,  etc.  _ 

(e)  A  check  should  be  made  to  see  that  A  K.  'jo-^' 
par.  10  regarding  the  use  of.  the  oldest  lots  of  powder  on 
hand  are  being  complied  with,  and  should  there  be  an 
accumulation  of  charges  for  a  particular  zone  which  are 
not  used  in  Target  Practice,  and  which  are  not  required, 
this  fact  should  be  reported. 

(t)    A  check  should  be  made  of  small  lots  or  tag  ends 
of  lots  and  effort  should  be  made  to  have  these  used 
during  Target  Practice  in  order  that  .accounting  and  sur- 
veillance work  may  be  reduced. 
5    It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Ordnance  Office  that  if  a  care- 
ful study  of  ammunition  defects  and  the  malfunctioning  of  am- 
munition during  firing  is  made   and  the  condi ions  unfer  wh ch 
ammunition  is  stored  are  carefu  ly  checked   that  many  of  the 
defects  which   troops  now  complain   of   can  be   eliminated  or 
greatly  reduced.

To :    AU    Organization    Commanders,    Pennsylvania  National

1.  As  advised  in  letter  of  this  office  of  October  6th,  1926,  the 
Militia  Bureau  has  made  available  a  limited  appropriation  to 
provide  ioj  renovation  of  clothing  and  shoes  in  possession  of  the 
respective  organizations.  By  dry  cleaning  of  clothing  and  the  re- 
pair of  shoes,  a  saving  in  the  appropriation  to  this  State  for  pro- 
curement of  supplies,  can  be  effected,  and  further  reduce  the  per 
capita  expense  in  operation  of  the  National  Guard. 

2.  Economy  should  be  exercised  in  such  reclamation,  particu- 
larly so  where  a  soldier's  term  of  servie  will  expire  within  a 
comparatively  short  period,  so  that  no  expense  is  incurred  where 
it  is  evident  that  full  advantage  cannot  be  gained  from  the  ex- 
penditure. 

3.  Organization  commanders  should  submit  uniform  clothing 
for  renovation  (dry  cleaned  and  not  laundered)  and  shoes  for 
repairs,  to  competent  merchants  and  will  secure  a  certified  bid 
to  cover  the  contemplated  work.  This  bid  will  enumerate  the 
items,  giving  quantities  of  each  article,  and  unit  price  bid.  These 
bids  on  the  official  letterhead  of  the  firm  when  secured  will  be 
forwarded  to  this  office  for  approval  before  the  work  is  performed. 
Under  no  circumstances  will  a  contract  be  made  without  prior 
and  specific  authority  from  this  office. 

4.  When  such  work  has  been  authorized  by  this  office  and 
when  the  work  has  been  completed,  invoices  should  be  furnished 
in  triplicate.  Billing  on  invoice  will  be  in  conformity  with  the 
bid  furnished,  and  under  no  circumstances  will  exceed  the  quanti- 
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ties  on  which  bid  was  made,  enumerating  the  items  sbo^g 
SuLtMes  of  each  article  and  unit  price  with  total of  account 
The  invoice  should  be  certified  by  the  vendor  that  t^ccounx 
ic,  in«+  nnfl  correct  and  the  payment  therefore  has  not  yet  oeeu 
receded"  Suchlnvofces  will  be  further  certified  by  the ^organi- 
zation rommander  "I  certify  that  the  services  billed  hereon  have 
Wu  receded I  and  that  the  work  has  been  accomplished  in,  satis- 
factory mlnler?'

4  The  procurement  of  services  for  such  work  as  is  contem- 
plated to  be  done  by  caretakers  of  such  organization  who  are 
authorized  caretakers  is  prohibited. 

5.  When  work  or  materials  are  required  within  the  scope  of 
this  authority  certified  bids  should  be  received  to  cover  the  work 
and  the  original  bids  on  the  official  letterhead  of  the  bidders 
should  submitted  to  this  office  for  consideration  Bids  should 
IpS  the  items  that  are  to  be  repaired  and  in  the  instance  of 
request  for  purchase  of  supplies,  the  items  for  which  such  sup- 
plies are  required.

To :  All  Mounted  Organizations,  National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania. 

1.  Some  complaints  have  been  received  from  National  Guard 
Organizations  by  reason  of  quality  of  oats  received  on  their 
quarterly  requisitions.  In  many  cases  No.  3  oats  have  been  re- 
ceived instead  of  No.  2  oats  which  has  been  furnished  heretofore. 
This  substitution  is  only  due  to  failure  of  the  Organization  Com- 
mander to  specify  on  his  requisition  the  quality  desired  so  that 
requsition  when  extracted  to  the  War  Department  for  supply 
called  for  oats  without  specification  and  the  most  economical 
article  was  furnished.  In  order  to  obviate  possibility  of  future 
substitutions  of  this  nature  the  Corps  Area  Quartermaster  directs 
that  requisition  shall  specify  oats  No.  2  and  should  further 
specify  the  quality  of  hay  desired.  The  qualities  of  hay  are  as 
follows :

ORC  (3-25-27)  Res.  A,  concerning  qualifications  for  reappoint- 
ment in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  is  hereby  rescinded. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  uniform  system  of  credits 
for  hours  of  duty  performed  by  officers  of  the  Officers'  Reserve 
Corps,  not  members  of  the  federally  recognized  National  Guard, 
as  a  requisite  for  promotion  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  or  for 
further  assignment  therein  upon  reappointment,  as  prescribed  in 
Sections  III  and  VI,  AG.  008— ORC  (6-21-27)  dated  July  8,  1927, 
the  following  schedule  of  credits  will  govern  :

(a)    Correspondence  school 
courses. 


(b)  Conference  Courses.  At- 
tendance on  an  inactive 
status  at  classes,  and  the 
written  solution  of  prob- 
lems in  connection  there- 
with. 


Honrs  of  Credit

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3.  'Credit  may  be  given  for  work  as  indicated  above  whicb  was 
done  prior  to  January  1,  1927,  where  the  full  credit  for  reap- 
pointment prescribed  in  paragraphs  la  (3)  and  2a  (3),  Section 
VI,  of  the  revised  policies  of  July  8,  1927,  has  been  earned  during 
current  appointment.  Where  the  credits  are  prorated  under  Para- 
graph 4,  Section  VI,  of  those  policies  only  work  done  since 
January  1,  1927,  will  be  considered. 

4.  To  be  given  reappointment  based  upon  a  Certificate  of  Capa- 
city, the  certificate  must  be  completely  earned  during  the  current 
appointment  period,  otherwise  officer  will  receive  credit  for  hours 
as  provided  for  in  paragraph  2  above.  In  the  case  of  officers 
commissioned  in  the  Specialist  Section  for  the  purpose  ot  in- 
dustrial procurement  or  officers  of  other  sections  procured  for 
the  purposes  of  industrial  mobilization,  and  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  chief  of  assignment  jurisdiction  to  the  effect  that 
the  work  of  the  officer  during  his  current  appointment  warrants- 
the  issue  of  a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  the  grade  that  he  holds, 
and  upon  approval  of  this  recommendation  by  the  office  of  The 
Assistant  Secretary  of  War  charged  with  industrial  procurement, 
a  Certificate  of  Capacity  for  purposes  of  reappointment  and  in 
the  grade  in  which  the  officer  is  commissioned  will  be  issued  by 
The  Adjutant  General.  A  detailed  report,  to  be  forwarded  so  as 
to  reach  this  office  not  later  than  three  months  prior  to  the 
date  of  expiration  of  current  appointment,  will  be  made  by  the 
chief  of  assignment  jurisdiction  as  to  the  work  which  forms  the 
basis  for  the  recommendation  which  is  made  in  each  case. 

5.  As  announced  in  letter  from  this  office  dated  April  21,  1927, 
physical  examination  for  reappointment  of  field  officers,  excepting 
those  assigned  to  the  Auxiliary  Section,  will  be  required  for  all 
such  reappointments,  effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1927.  It  is 
desired  that  reports  of  physical  examination  in  all  such  cases  be 
forwarded  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander  concerned  so  as  to 
reach  this  office  not  later  than  sixty  days  prior  to  date  of  ex- 
piration of  appointment  and  by  the  Department  Commander  con- 
cerned so  as  to  reach  this  office  not  later  than  ninety  days  prior 
to  expiration  of  appointment.  The  record  of  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination completed  within  one  year  prior  to  date  of  reappoint- 
ment will  be  accepted.  It  is  desired  that  action  be  taken  to  in- 
sure that  these  reports  be  submitted  in  the  case  of  each  Reserve 
officer  of  field  grade  under  the  administrative  jurisdiction  of 
Corps  Area  or  Department  Commanders  and  within  the  time  speci- 
fied. In  cases  where  reports  of  physical  examinations  are  not 
submitted,  Corps  Area  Commanders  will  report  accordingly  and 
will  make  recommendation  as  to  whether  or  not  the  service  of 
the  officers  concerned  should  be  allowed  to  terminate  at  expiration 
of  current  appointment. 

6.  It  is  desired  that  Corps  Area  and  Department  Commanders 
take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  that  report  of 
credits  as  required  by  paragraph  3,  Section  VI,  revised  policies 
of  July  8,  1927  is  forwarded  in  the  ease  of  each  Reserve  Officer 
under  their  administrative  jurisdiction  and  within  the  time  limit 
prescribed  in  paragraph  9,  of  the  revised  policies.  If  a  Reserve 
officer  has  neither  Certificate  of  Capacity  nor  any  credits  as  re- 
quired for  reappointment,  that  fact  should  be  reported.  For  Re- 
serve officers  in  the  Branch  Assignment  Group  the  reports  should 
be  forwarded  through  the  Chief  of  Branch  concerned  so  that  the 
latter  may  report  additional  credits,  if'  any,  or  furnish  the  cer- 
tificates provided  for  in  paragraphs  1,  a,  (5)  and  2,  a,  (5)  of 
Section  VI,  of  the  revised  policies,  which  certificates  apply  only 
to  Reserve  officers  in  the  Branch  Assignment  Group. 
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7.  The  application  for  reappointment  in  the  case  of  each  war- 
rant officer  and  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard,  holding  an 
appointment  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  will  be  forwarded' 
through  the  unit  commander,  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State 
and  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau.  An  applicant  may  be  reappointed, 
irrespective  of  the  requirements  of  the  policies  announced  on  July 
8,  1927,  provided  the  state  authorities  indicate  their  desire  of 
such  reappointment  and  state  they  desire  to  make  use  of  the  ap- 
plicant as  an  officer  with  the  federally  recognized  National  Guard, 
in  the  event  of  mobilization.  Applications  for  reappointment 
should  be  forwarded  so  as  to  reach  this  office  60  days  prior  to 
date  of  expiration  of  current  appointment,  or,  for  those  in.  the 
Hawaiian  Department,  90  days  prior  to  expiration  of  current 
appointment.

(through  the  Commanding  General,  3rd  Corps  Area). 
1.    There  has  been  some  misunderstanding  of  the  provisions  of 
Militia  Bureau  letters  MB  240.91  of  May  28,  1926,  February  9, 
1927,  and  May  5,  1927,  on  Limitation  of  Armory  Drills. 
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2.  Because  of  the  phrasing  of  the  letters  it  has  been,  construed 
in  some  quarters  that  the  Secretary  of  War  through  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  was  limiting  the  number  of  assemblies  which 
might  be  held  during  a  certain  quarter  or  year.  (See  par  11, 
NGR  45).  The  letters  were  not  intended  to  convey  such  a 
meaning.  While  each  organization  is  required  to  hold  the  mini- 
mum number  of  assemblies  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  the  State  authorities  may  prescribe  as  many 
more  assemblies  for  a  unit  as  they  desire.  The  Secretary  of 
War  in  the  letters  above  referred  to  prescribed  the  maximum  num- 
ber of  assemblies  for  which  Federal  pay  is  authorized  within  the 
limits  of  available  appropriations,  which  number  is  also  the  mini- 
mum number  of  assemblies  which  must  be  held.  The  letters  while 
unfortunately  using  the  phrase  "the  number  of  drills  to  be  held, 
do  not  limit  the  number  of  assemblies  which  may  be  held  by  an 
organization. 

3.  However,  no  matter  how  many  assemblies  may  have  been 
held,  in  the  preparation  of  pay-rolls  only  those  assemblies  for 
which  armory  drill  pay  is  authorized  should  be  entered  on  the  pay- 
roll. If  the  number  of  assemblies  held  during  a  quarter  exceeds 
the  number  for  which  Federal  armory  drill  pay  has  been  authorized, 
only  the  particular  assemblies  for  which  such  pay  is  claimed  may 
be  entered  upon  the  pay  roll. 

4.  The  responsibility  for  the  selection  of  such  assemblies  rests 
with  the  various  organization  commanders  and  the  individual  mem- 
bers must  abide  by  this  selection,  the  presumption  being  that  all 
members  of  any  organization  have  been  notified  through  advance 
publication  of  training  schedules  as  to  which  assemblies  are  to 
be  used  for  computation  of  pay.  (See  par.  18  NGR  45).  To 
illustrate,  assume  a  company  has  held  sixteen  ordered  assemblies 
in  a  quarter  on  dates  as  follows : 

January  2,  9,  16,  23,  31 
February  6,  13,  20,  22,  28 
March  4,  11,  18,  21,  26,  31. 

Assume  further  that  at  each  assembly  the  strength  requirements 
for  armory  drill  pay  purposes  have  ben  met;  that  12  assem- 
blies have  been  authorized  for  the  quarter  by  the  Militia  Bureau ; 
and  that  the  organization  commander  has  selected  the  12  assem- 
blies for  entry  on  the  pay-roll.  Assuming  further  that  he  has 
selected  the  five  held  during  January,  those  held  on  February  6, 
13.  20  and  28,  and  those  held  on  March  11.  18  and  26,  only  those 
assemblies  may  be  considered  as  "authorized  assemblies."  The 
officers  belonging  to  the  organization  may  use  only  these  assem- 
blies for  qualifying  for  armory  drill  pay  and  no  enlisted  man 
may  be  paid  for  any  assembly  he  may  have  attended  on  any  date 
other  than  the  dates  selected.  ^^m^m.

There  is  also  a  large 
quantity  of  this  "old  stock"  ammunition  on  hand  in 
Ordnance  depot  storage  and  request  for  sales  may  be 
forwarded  to  the  designated  issue  depot  for  your  Corps 
Area  or  Department  if  the  ammunition,  is  not  on  hand 
in  post  storage  within  your  Corps  Area. 

2.  On  sales  of  standard  case  lot  quantities  (10,000  rds.)  a 
handling  charge  of  $.40  per  case  for  one  case  and'  $.10 
for  each  additional  case  on  any  one  sale  will  be  made 
to  cover  handling  cost.  On  all  sales  of  less  than  the 
standard  case  quantities,  an  additional  charge  of  $.50 
will  be  made  to  cover  handling  cost.  All  sales  will  be 
made  "as  is"  and  "here  is,"  without  any  guaranty  by 
the  Ordnance  Department  as  to  the  degree  of  service- 
ability of  this  ammunition. 

3.  This  "old  stock"  ammunition  is,  as  a  rule,  equally  as 
good  as  new  ammunition.  However,  a  small  percentage 
may  possibly  have  deteriorated  where  it  has  been  in  the 
hands  of  troops  for  several  years  due  to  the  hardening  of 
the  lubricant,  but  no  other  known  defects  exist.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  turn-over  of  this  ammunition 
has  been  retarded  due  to  the  increased  use  of  cal.  .22 
long  rifle  ammunition  for  small  bore  target  firing,^  it  is 
desirable  to  dispose  of  as  much  of  this  "old  stock  cal. 
.22  short  as  possible  before  it  does  become  unserviceable 
and  a  total  loss  to  the  Government. 

4  It  is  requested  that  you  give  such  publicity  to  this  at- 
tractive sale  price  as  seems  advisable  and  encourage  the 
sale.  The  use  of  reserve  officer  publications  as  an  ad- 
vertising medium  is  suggested. 

5  All  requests  for  sales  of  this  ammunition  sent  to  issue 
depots  should  clearly  indicate  "old  stock"  as  all  depots 
have  also  in  stock  cal.  .22  short  ammunition  of  new 
procurement  which  has  never  been  in  the  hands  of  troops 
or  in  post  storage  and  which  will  be  sold  at  the  stand- 
ard list  price  of  $1.88  per  M  rounds.

INOCULATIONS  FOR  SMALL-POX  AND  TYPHOID. 

1  As  a  result  of  the  Armory  Inspections,  1927,  and  of  the 
renorts  relltfvfto  small-pox  vaccinations  and  anti-typhoid  inocu- 
lations administered  to  the  National  Guard,  as  reported  on  Form 
No  11  M  B  the  Militia  Bureau  has  received  several  communica- 
tions from  Corps  Area  commanders  and  State  Adjutants ,  caUing 
attention  to  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  paragraph  16,  In  ational  Guard 
Regulations  25.  One  Corps  Area  commander  has  suggested  that 
if  the !  above-mentioned  reflation  cannot  be  enforced,  it  be  made 
admonitory  rather  than  mandatory. 

2  Paragraph  16,  NGR  25,  reads  as  follows :  "Every  person 
enfi'sted  in  the  National  Guard,  will,  if  there  is  a  question  as  to 
his  immunity,  be  vaccinated  against  typhoid,  paratyphoid  and 

SmThePlow  percentage  of  the  National  GuaTd  which  is  protected 
against  small-pox,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  has  long  been  a  source 
of  much  concern  to  the  Militia  Bureau,  and  on  June  17,  192b, 
Circular  No.  26  A-ll  was  issued.  This  circular  stressed  the 
necessity  for  immunization  and  was  sent  to  all  States  and  -terri- 
tories and  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  calendar 
year  more  vaccines  were  requisitioned  than  during  any  twelve 
months  of  the  three  preceding  years  However,  the ;  anwunts 
supplied  during  the  calendar  year  is  but  one-third  of  the  amount 
necessary  for  the  immunization  of  the  National  GuaTd.       _  _ 

3  With  a  view  to  obtaining  the  best  professional  opinion, 
questions  raised  as  outlined  above  were  referred  to  The  Surgeon 
General  for  his  opinion,  and  likewise  upon  the  question  whether 
in  case  of  a  call  the  entire  National  Guard  would  be  vaccinated 
immediately  and  given  the  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  inoculations 
irrespective  of  their  National  Guard  records  of  immunization. 
In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  the  advisibility  of  modifying  present 
regulations  The  Surgeon  General  recommends  that  instead  ot 
changing  the  regulations,  every  effort  be  made  to  enforce  the  regu- 
lations as  they  now  stand."  In  reply  to  the  second  question, 
The  Surgeon  General  stated— "It  is  not  believed  that  it  is  con- 
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templated  that  the  National  Guard  when  called  ino  the  Federal 
service  will  be  required  to  submit  to  vaccination  and  inoculation 
if  the  individual  records  show  that  these  vaccinations  have  been 
accomplished  within  a  period  of  three  years,  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  individual  records  as  prepared  by  the  National  Guard 
should  be  acepted  when  the  units  are  called  into  Federal  service." 
With  respect  to  the  argument  frequently  advanced  that  typhoid 
inoculations  interferred  with  the  attendance  at  duties  and  daily 
work,  The  Surgeon  General  states — "It  may  be  stated  that  these 
inoculations  could  be  given  on  Saturday  and  by  Monday  the 
reaction  would  be  over  in  practically  all  cases.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  most  individuals  can  keep  about  their  labors  even  during  the 
24  hours  following  the  inoculation."  If  the  provisions  of  Army 
Regulations  and  modern  teachings  are  carried  out  in  vaccinations 
against  small-pox  a  minimum  amount  of  disability  will  be  the 
result  and  the  opposition  to  vaccination  apparent  in  some  quarters  ~< 
will  be  lessened.  The  "multiple  pressure"  method  of  vaccination, 
while  not  yet  adopted  by  the  Army,  is  being  given  an.  extensive 
test  and  might  be  tried  to  advantage  by  the  National  Guard. 

4.  The  Militia  Bureau  is  of  the  opinion  that  no  measure  taken 
in  preparation  for  field  service  is  more  necessary  or  of  more  im- 
portance than  immunization  against  disease.  Furthermore,  the 
Federal  Government  supplies  the  necessary  vaccines  and  their 
administration  is  considered  an  appropriate  duty  in  the  earning 
of  armory  drill  pay.  Taking  all  of  these  facts  into  consideration 
the  Militia  Bureau  does  not  concur  in  the  view  that  paragraph 
16,  NGR  25,  should  be  modified  in  any  way  whatsoever  at  the 
present  time,  and  it  is  desired  that  reports  of  Armory  Inspections, 
as  heretofore,  will  continue  to  report  the  percentage  of  the  per- 
sonnel of  each  organization  which  has  been  vaccinated  and  inocu- 
lated and  that  these  data  will  as  heretofore  be  considered  in  rating 
the  efficiency  of  the  organization  for  readiness  for  field  service.

NATIONAL  GUARD  REGULATIONS  NO.  20 

1  National  Guard  Regulations  No.  20,  dated  November  1, 
1927  on  the  subject  of  COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS  OF  THE 
NATIONAL  GUARD,  has  been  published  and  copies  have  been 
furnished  to  National  Guard  authorities.  Attention  is  invited  to 
the  fact  that  the  regulation  becomes  effective  on  November  1, 
1927 

2  '  In  view  of  the  importance  of  a  number  of  changes  con- 
tained in  the  new  regulations  from  what  was  prescribed  in  Nation- 
al Guard  Regulations,  1922,  it  is  desired  to  invite  special  attention 
to  those  subjects  indicated  below. 

3.  Paragraph  23b  of  the  new  regulation  states  as  follows .  | 

"b  Air  Corps. — No  candidate  in  the  Air  Corps  whose  duty 
requires  him  to  fly  will  be  examined  for  recognition  un- 
less he  holds  a  flying  rating  recognized  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau;  provided,  that  a  person  under  2<  years 
of  age  will  be  allowed  to  present  to  the  board  m  lieu 
of  a  certificate  as  to  flying  rating,  an  agreement  to  take 
a  four  months'  course  in  primary  flying  whenever  the 
Militia  Bureau  provides  the  opportunity." 

4.  Sub-paragraph  23d  of  the  new  Regulation  states  as  follows: 

"d  Waiver. — Except  on  specific  authority  from  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  an  examining  board  will  not  deviate  from 
the  provisions  of  this  paragraph." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  quoted  subparagraph,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  waivers  on  limitations  as  to  age  to  be  obtained 
from  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  before  an  examining  board  may 
consider  a  candidate  as  qualified  for  the  grade  for  which  he  is 
being  examined.  ,  , 

5  Paragraph  24  as  to  citizenship  states  that  no  candidate 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  will  be  examined  for 
original  recognition.  The  former  requirement  on  this  subject, 
as  stated  in  paragraph  221,  National  Guard  Regulations.  1922, 
was  that  no  candidate  would  be  ordered  before  an  examining 
board  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  has  not  declared 
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his  intention  to  become  such.  The  new  requirement  as  to  citizen- 
ship corresponds  to  the  requirement  for  appointment  of  an  officer 
in  the  Officers  Reserve  Corps. 

6.  In  paragraph  45eZ  (2)  of  the  new  regulation,  it  is  stated 
that  the  provisions  contained  therein  do  not  authorize  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Federal  eligible  list.  Authority  for  a  State  eligible 
list  is  contained  in  paragraph  45d  (3). 

Letters  of  eligibility  will  not  be  issued  by  the  Chief,  Militia 
Bureau,  on  and  after  the  effective  date  of  the  new  regulation, 
November  1,  1027,  but  such  letters  issued  prior  to  that  date  will 
excuse  the  holder  from  examination  for  a  period  of  two  years 
from  date  of  its  issue.  However,  in  accordance  with  paragraph 
62  of  the  new  regulation,  if  Militia  Bureau  Form  3a  is  not  issued 
extending  Federal  recognition  to  the  candidate,  the  State  Adjutant 
General  will  be  informed  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  whether 
the  candidate  has  passed  the  examination,  successfully,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  75,  National  Defense  Act,  and  if  successful, 
as  to  the  grade  and  branch  for  which  qualified.  See  paragraph 
55«  (3)  for  further  information  on  the  subject. 

7.  Under  Section  VII,  National  Guard  Regulations  No.  20,  the 
scope  of  examinations,  except  for  General  Officers  of  the  Line,  will 
be  as  set  forth  in  Army  Regulations  140-22  to  140-39,  inclusive. 
The  above  mentioned  regulations  will  take  the  place  of  the  require- 
ments on  the  subject  now  prescribed  in  Section  VI,  National 
Guard  Regulations,  1922. 

The  examinations  for  General  Officers  of  the  Line  are  conducted 
under  paragraphs  58-62  of  the  new  regulation,  which  conforms  to 
the  policy  announced  in  letter,  dated  May  29,  1926,  from  the 
War  Department,  and  published  in  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No. 
27B,  dated  June  17,  1926. 

8.  Paragraphs  65  of  the  new  regulation  states  that  application 
for  recognition  of  an  officer  will  be  made  by  the  State  Adjutant 
General  to  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  on  form  provided  for  that 
purpose,  accompanied  by  all  the  data,  and  information  required 
for  action  on  the  request  in  accordance  with  law  and  regulations. 

Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  62  is  the  form  which  is  provided 
for  the  purpose  of  making  applications  for  recognitions,  and  it 
is  urgently  requested  that  all  such  applications  be  made  on  that 
form  and  not  on  the  old  M.  ,B.  Form  108.  Many  applications  are 
constantly  being  received  in  the  Militia  Bureau  on  old  Form  108, 
but  it  will  greatly  assist  the  administrative  work  of  the  Bureau 
if  Form  62,  only,  is  used. 

9.  Paragraph  82  of  the  new  regulation  prescribes  that  appli- 
cations for  appointment  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  will  be 
submitted  to  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  through  military 
channels,  including  the  National  Guard  commanders,  the  State 
Adjutant  General,  the  Corps  Area  Commander,  and  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau.  It  is  prescribed  that  applications  will  be  pre- 
pared on  the  blanks  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  Chief, 
Militia  Bureau,  and  in  conformity  with  instructions  thereon. 

Many  applications  are  constantly  being  received  in  the  Militia 
Bureau  for  appointments  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps,  and  in 
large  number  of  cases  they  have  not  been  routed  through  military 
channels,  the  Corps  Area  Commanders  having  been  ignored.  This 
action  necessitates  the  return  of  the  applications  for  the  action 
of  the  Corps  Area  Commanders,  thereby  causing  delay  which  could 
have  been  avoided  when  the  applications  were  first  submitted'. 

Militia  Bureau  Form  No.  62  is  the  form  provided  by  the 
Militia  Bureau  for  applications  for  appointment  in  the  Officers' 
Reserve  Corps,  and  it  is  requested  that  the  form  be  used  for  all 
members  of  the  National  Guard,  including  officers,  warrant  officers, 
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anii  enlisted  men.  It  is  desired  that  all  use  of  A.  G.  0.  Form  110 
which  was  formerly  used  for  this  purpose,  be  discontinued,  (MB. 
325.11  New  N.  G.  R.-2).

I.  Mutilation  of  Articles  of  Clothing  Authorized  to  be  sold 
by  I.  and  I.  Report. — Section  II,  Militia  Bureau  Cir.  No.  10  A-7, 
April  25,  1927,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Articles  of  uniform  clothing  covered  by  I.  and  I.  Reports  and 
recommended  to  be  sold  will  be  so  mutilated  as  to  lose  their 
sales  value  as  garments  or  articles  of  the  uniform  before  being  dis- 
posed of,  and  a  certificate  of  the  Inspector,  or  other  disinterested 
officer,  should  be  attached  to  the  I.  and  I.  Report  showing  that 
he  has  witnessed  such  mutilation.  This  also  applies  to  articles 
disposed  of  by  survey  reports.    (MB  400.701  QM  Gen.  3). 

II.  Ammunition  Allowances  for  the  Calendar  Year  1928. — Sec- 
tion I,  Militia  Bureau  Cir.  No.  28  A-16,  September  12,  1927,  is 
amended  by  adding  the  following  note  3  to  par.  106 : 

Note :  3.  For  each  battery  firing  guns  equipped  with  the  37 -mm 
subcaliber  tubes,  50  rounds  37-mm  low  explosive  shell.  (MB 
400.345  Gen.-52). 

III.  Testimonials  as  to  Moral  Character. — Paragraph  46e, 
National  Guard  Regulations  No.  20,  November  1,  1927,  "Testi- 
monials as  to  moral  character,"  should  be  interpreted  to  mean,  that 
the  testimonials  therein  referred  to  are  required  to  accompany 
first  or  initial  applications  for  Federal  recognition  only,  or  appli- 
cations of  candidates  who  are  not  already  Federally  recognized 
officers  of  the  National  Guard.  These  testimonials  are  not  required 
in  the  case  of  the  promotion  of  an  officer  to  whom  Federal  recog- 
nition was  previously  extended  in  his  former  grade ;  when  the 
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latter  status  exists,  the  special  efficiency  report  required  by  Para- 
graph 46f,  National  Guard  Regulations  No.  20,  and  rendered  on 
Militia  Bureau  Form  67,  furnishes  sufficient  evidence  as  to  moral 
character.    (MB  210,  2-Gen.-2).

To:    All  Mounted  Organizations,  Pennsylvania  National  Guard. 

1  For  the  information  of  all  concerned  there  is  quoted  below 
letter  from  Corps  Area  Headquarters  regarding  the  disposition  of 
unserviceable  animals : 

"1.  In  view  of  the  expense  of  maintaining  animals  for  armory 
instruction  it  is  requested  that  instructors  assigned  to 
mounted  organizations  be  required  to  submit  a  report, 
through  channels,  giving  organization  and  identifying 
marks,  covering  any  animal  maintained  at  Federal  ex- 
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pense  whose  physical  condition  does  not  justify  the  ex- 
pense of  maintenance  in  order  that  all  such  animals  may 
be  disposed  of  by  survey,  or  by  withdrawal  of  Federal 
maintenance  in  the  case  of  Federally  accepted  animals. 
"2.  It  is  further  requested  that  the  Adjutants  General  be 
advised  that  all  such  unserviceable  Government-owned 
animals  disposed  of  by  survey  may  be  replaced  by  State 
or  organization  owned  or  hired  animals  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  22,  NGR  79.  In  such 
cases  the  application  for  the  Federal  acceptance  of  the 
replacement  should  be  forwarded  at  the  same  time  as  the 
survey  report  in  order  to  avoid  any  cbange  in  caretaker 
allowances." 

2  When  an  organization  commander  makes  a  Report  of  Survey 
requesting  disposal  of  unserviceable  Federal  mounts  or  request- 
ing for  release  of  unserviceable  State  or  privately  owned  mounts, 
information  should  be  furnished  as  to  whether  the  organization 
commander  contemplates  replacing  the  unserviceable^  mounts  with 
organization  owned  mounts;  if  so,  certificates  required  by_JMxK 
79  should  be  submitted  at  the  same  time  Report  of  Survey  is  for- 
warded. If  the  organizations  do  not  have  any  mounts  available 
for  assignment  as  replacement,  statement  should  so  be  made  and 
the  Adjutant  General  will  be  requested  to  advise  whether  any 
State  owned  mounts  are  available  for  assignment  as  replacements. 
If  no  State  owned  animals  are  available  and  organization  mounts 
are  not  available  it  can  only  follow  that  if  the  unserviceable 
animals  are  dropped  a  possible  reduction  will  be  made  in  the  care- 
taker's allowances  if  the  minimum  then  remaining  on  hand  comes 
below  the  requirements  of  NGR  79.

1  For  the  information,  and  guidance  of  all  concerned,  there 
is  quoted  below,  letter  from  the  Corps  Area  Headquarters  of 
November  18,  1927. 

"In  connection  with  letter  this  headquarters  dated  October 
18  1927,  on  above  subject,  the  following  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Militia  Bureau  is  furnished  you  for  your  information.

Subject:    Transfer  of  suitable  Regular  Army  horses  ordered 
disposed  of  on  I  &  I  Report  to  the  National  Guard. 

To:    The  Commanding  General,  Third  Corps  Area. 

1     Reference  is  made  to  letter  of  this  Bureau  dated  October 

14,1927,    on    the    subject    of    "Disposal    of  Unserviceable 
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Animals,"  in  which  it  was  requested  that  all  Instructors  on 
duty  with  mounted  organizations  submit  a  report  through 
channels  to  this  Bureau  of  all  Government  owned  and  fed- 
eralized animals  in  such  physical  condition  as  to  be  unfit  tor 
use  in  the  armory  and  field  training  of  the  organization. 

2.  The  cost  of  maintaining  animals,  amounting  to  a  per 
capita  cost  of  approximately  $250.00  per  year,  is  not  the 
only  reason  for  eliminating  such  as  are  unfit  tor  the  limitea 
work  required  of  National  Guard  animals  in  armory  and 
field  instruction.  The  reduced  number  now  authorized  mount- 
ed organizations  makes  it  imperative  from  the  standpoint  ot 
training  requirements  that  all  animals  on  hand  be  physically 
fit  for  instructional  purposes. 

3  As  the  allowance  for  caretakers,  based  on  the  number 
of  animals  on  hand,  is  now  reduced  to  the  minimum  it  is  not 
considered  good  policy  to  dispose  of  such  animals  as  are  re- 
ported by  the  Instructor  to  be  physically  unfit  where  their 
disposition  will  result  in  reducing  the  organization  s  allowance 
for  caretakers.  The  necessity  therefore  exists,  in  such  cases,  to 
provide  replacements  prior  to  their  disposal  by  survey. 

4  As  funds  are  not  available  to  purchase  animals  for  the 
National  Guard  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  replacements, 
for  animals  reported  by  Instructors  as  being  physically  unnt 
for  training  purposes  must  be  obtained  from  one  of  the  foi- 
ling sources : 

a.  By  Federalization  of  State  or  Organization-owned 
or  hired  animals  under  the  provisions  of  paragraphs 
24-26,  NGR-79,  or 

6.  By  transfer  from  the  Regular  Army  of  suitable 
horses  ordered  disposed  of  on  I  &  I  Report  as  provided 
in  Section  89,  NDA,  and  AR  30-450. 

5.  As  an  increasing  number  organizations  during  the  past 
year  have  greatly  improved  their  training  efficiency  by  federal- 
izing organization-owned  or  hired  animals,  thereby  replacing 
animals  of  little  or  no  use  to  the  organization  with  excellent 
riding  or  draft  animals,  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  possible 
in  many  instances  to  obtain  replacements  from  this  source 
for  animals  reported  unfit  by  Instructors. 

6  It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  utilize  all  horses  that 
may  be  suitable  and  available  for  transfer  from  the  Regular 
Army  not  only  to  replace  animals  reported  unfit  by  Instruc- 
tors where  it  is  not  possible  to  obtain  such  replacements  by 
Federalization,  but  also  to  make  up  existing  shortages. 

7.  It  is  therefore  requested  that  instructions  be  issued  to 
all  inspecting  officers  acting  on  unserviceable  horses  to  enter 
a  notation  on  the  I  &  I  Report  covering  such  as  are  suitable 
for  transfer  to  the  National  Guard.  The  types  of  horses  de- 
sired are  riding  horses  and  light  draft  horses  that  are  gentle, 
well  broken  and  capable  of  performing  at  least  two  years 
work  required  in  National  Guard  training. 

8.  It  is  requested  that  report  be  made  to  this  Bureau  of 
all  horses  recommended  by  the  Inspector  for  transfer  to  the 
National  Guard  in  accordance  with  the  above  instructions, 
the  report  to  give  the  location,  number,  type  (riding  or  light 
draft)  age  and  disability.  Upon  receipt  of  this  report,  shipp- 
ing instructions  will  be  furnished  you.  Where  practicable 
it  is  desirable  that  the  horses  recommended  for  transfer  to 
the  National  Guard  be  inspected  by  an  Instructor  on  duty 
with  a  mounted  organization  prior  to  the  submission  of  the 
report  by  the  Corps  Area  Commander. 
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9.  Your  cooperation  and  assistance  in  this  matter  will  be 
greatly  appreciated. 

10.  Regarding  the  reports  submitted-  by  Instructors,  several 
have  been  received  direct.  These  reports  should  be  routed 
through  the  organization  commander,  Adjutant  General  and 
Corps  Area  Commander.  The  following  action,  by  each  of 
these  officers  will  assist  the  Bureau  in  its  action  on  the  re- 
ports. 

a.  Organization  Commander. — Comment,  including  state- 
ment as  to  availability  of  organization-owned  or  hired 
animals  in  replacements  of  the  horses  reported  unfit. 
6.  Adjutant  General. — Comment,  including  statement  re- 
garding initiation  of  survey  on  animals  reported  unfit, 
where  the  disposal  of  same  will  not  result  in  reducing 
caretaker  allowance. 

c.  Corps  Area  Commander. — Comment,  including  state- 
ment as  to  prospect  of  replacements  being  available  by 
transfer  from  Regular  Army,  where  replacements  cannot 
be  provided  by  Federalization.

To:    Commanding   Officers,   All   Pennsylvania   National  Guard 
Organizations. 

1.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  many  organizations  have 
been  making  shipments  to  this  Arsenal  of  unserviceable  property 
by  express,  charges  collect.  There  are  no  funds  available  to  this 
Office  from  which  these  collect  express  charges  can  be  settled  noi- 
ls it  desired  that  any  property  be  shipped  to  this  Arsenal  without 
prior  and  specific  authority  from  this  office.  The  shipments  so 
made  to  this  Arsenal,  express  charges  collect,  retards  acceptance 
of  delivery  from  express  company  and  canses  considerable  corres- 
pondence and  telegarph  messages  incident  to  the  collection  of 
such  charges  from  the  consignor. 

2.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  provisions  of  Circular  Letter  No. 
6  issued  from  this  office  under  date  of  April  6th,  1924,  and  which 
is  reprinted  in  A.  G.  O.  Bulletin  No.  6  dated  December  31st,  1925 
as  well  as  Circular  Letter  No.  9725-1  issued  from  this  office  under 
date  of  October  6th,  1926.  In.  order  that  unnecessary  correspon- 
dence^ may  be  obviated  and  that  shipments  of  unserviceable  prop- 
erty be  handled  to  the  best  advantage,  it  is  requested  that  the  pro- 
visions of  those  two  circular  letters  be  complied  with  and  that 
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any  organization  desiring  to  ship  property  to  this  Arsenal  shall 
address  a  letter  requesting  authority  to  make  such  shipment  and 
give  the  necessary  data  or  information  in,  order  that  Government 
bill  of  lading  may  be  issued  to  cover  transportation  to  this  Arsenal. 

3.  If  an  organization  desires  to  expedite  shipment  of  unservice- 
able property  to  this  Arsenal  he  shall  make  the  same  request  for 
authority  to  ship  the  property  to  this  Arsenal  but  will  state  in 
such  request  that  he  will  make  the  shipment  by  express  charges

NATIONAL  GUARD,  TRAINING  YEAR,  1927-1928. 

1.  The  following  instructions  recently  issued  by  the  Militia 
Bureau  are  communicated  to  the  National  Guard,  this  corps  area, 
for  its  information  and  guidance.  These  instructions  may  be  ap- 
plied to  the  current  National  Guard  training  year  to  include  the 
summer  camps  of  1928  where  the  same  will  not  interfere  with  pro- 
grams or  schedules  already  approved. 

a.  Mobilization  Plans. 

(1)  To  be  corrected  annually  by  each  company,  troop, 
battery  and  detachment  commander,  in  the  armory  period. 

(2)  '  To  be  corrected  and  improved  annually  by  higher 
commanders  and  their  staffs  to  conform  to  that  of  the  nest 
senior  and  to  present  conditions. 

b.  Chemical  Warfare. 

Greater  attention  should  be  paid  to  protective  measures 
against  chemical  warfare.  Training  should  be  given  in  the 
employment  of  smoke  and  incendiary  materials  in  offensive 
and  defensive  operations.  Counter  gas  measures,  such  as 
instruction  in  the  characteristics  of  chemical  warfare  agents 
and  the  protective  measures  to  be  taken  against  them,  and 
training  in  the  effective  use  of  protective  appliances  and 
measures,  should  be  stressed.  Non-toxic  gases  may  be  em- 
ployed in  training. 
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c.  Defense  Against  Low  Flying  Aircraft. 

Ground  elements  should  be  trained  in  defense  against  low- 
flying  aircraft.  Tentative  training  regulations  covering  this 
subject  will  be  issued  early  in  the  calendar  year  1928.  Upon 
receipt  of  these  regulations  this  training  must  be  stressed. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  anti-aircraft  units  will 
normally  be  employed  in  defense  of  critical  areas  and  installa- 
tions, and  that  ground  troops  on  the  march  or  in  battle 
will  have  to  rely  on  their  own  resources  in  defense  against 
aerial  attacks.  Accordingly  ground  troops  should  be  self- 
sustaining  for  this  purpose.  This  involves  proper  formations 
and  utilization  of  weapons  to  meet  attacks.  Formations  should 
be  adopted  with  combat  as  the  primary  purpose,  and  not 
passive  defense;  and  while  providing  for  dispersion  and  cover, 
should  be  such  that  every  man  of  the  unit  will  participate 
in  the  attack  on  the  aircraft. 

d.  Movements  by  Trucks. 

Where  practicable  troops  should  be  trained  in  movements  by 
trucks.  This  should  include  entrucking  and  detrucking  on 
time  schedules,  simulating  that  the  troops  actually  present 
are  components  of  a  brigade  or  division  to  be  entrucked,  neces- 
sitating a  strict  adherence  to  time  schedules,  loading  and 
transporting  troops  including  material  and  animals  necessary 
for  tactical  missions  upon  detrucking. 

e.  Range  Firing  and  Service  Practice. 

Paragraph  6  c  (8)  "Range  firing  and  service  practice," 
Training  Memorandum  No.  4,  this  headquarters,  June  10, 
1927,  is  modified  to  read  as  follows : 

All  organizations  will  be  required  to  conduct  range  prac- 
tice or  service  firing  with  the  arms  with  which  equipped, 
as  follows : 

Organizations  armed  with  rifle — Course    D  . 

Organizations  armed  with  pistol  or  revolver — Dismounted 
Course,  except  units  qualified  in  this  course,  may  take  the 
Mounted  course  ichen  so  authorised  by  the  Corps  Area 
Commander. 

Machine  Gun  organizations — Course  "B"  (Course  "A" 
during  field  period  for  such  as  are  qualified.) 

Field  and  Coast  Artillery — Service  practice,  combined  in 
all  cases  with  tactical  exercises. 

Where  range  facilities  are  available,  organizations  armed 
with  the  rifle,  pistol  or  revolver  will  complete  their  range 
practice  during  the  armory  period.  No  instruction  in  the 
preparatory  exercises,  rifle  marksmanship,  except  for  re- 
cruits, will  be  given  in  the  field  and  individuals  or  units 
which  have  not  received  such  instruction,  including  satis- 
factory completion  of  the  prescribed  tests,  will  not  be 
permitted  to  fire.  Firing  during  the  field  period  will  be 
limited  to  instruction  and  record  practice  of  such  indi- 
viduals as  have  not  completed  these  courses  on  home  ranges, 
and  such  combat  firing  as  is  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  execution  of  small  problems. 

See  Militia  Bureau  Circular  No.  28  A-16,  1927,  for  am- 
munition allowances. 

2.  The  following  is  quoted  as  the  policy  governing  the  conduct 
of  field  training  by  organization  and  the  minimum  amount  of  time 
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to  be  devoted  to  command  and  staff  training  by  brigade  and 
division  headquarters : 

"Field  training  will  be  conducted  by  the  assembly  of  com- 
plete organizations  not  less  than  a  regiment  or  lesser  sepa- 
rate organization,  unless  rendered  impracticable  by  lack  of 
funds  or  other  compelling  reasons.  Each  headquarters,  with 
its  headquarters  troops,  (and  Signal  Company  and  Division 
Air  Service  with  Division  Headquarters)  will  be  assembled 
as  a  unit  and  its  own  training  will  be  the  paramount  con- 
sideration. When  a  Brigade  or  Division  Headquarters  at- 
tends field  training  with  troops  of  the  organization,  a  mini- 
mum of  20  hours  Command  and  Staff  training  is  required  for 
such  Headquarters." 

3  About  May  1,  1928,  this  headquarters  will  issue  a  training 
memorandum  containing  the  "TRAINING t  PROGRAM,  NA- 
TIONAL GUARD,  TRAINING  YEAR,  1928-1929.

LEASES  FOR  TARGET  RANGES. 

1.  In  compliance  with  paragraph  4,  NGR  69,  Circular  5-B, 
MB,  1926,  is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following  published  for 
the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned.  General  instruc- 
tions governing  target  ranges  are  found  in  NGR  78. 

2.  LEASE  OF  TARGET  RANGES  IN  GENERAL. — a:  Term 
of  lease. — Leases  of  target  ranges  should  be  made  for  the  longest 
time  possible  and  under  the  most  favorable  terms  and  with  option 
for  extension  and  purchase  if  such  may  be  obtained.  No  lease  will 
be  authorized  for  a  period  of  less  than  three  years  and  it  shall 
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not  be  subject  to  termination  at  the  option  of  the  lessor  without 
the  consent  of  the  lessee.  An  exception  to  the  last  clause  of  the 
foregoing  sentence  may  be  authorized  by  the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau, 
in  cases  where  the  only  procurable  site  is  land  which  is  held  for 
sale.  In  such  cases  the  term  of  the  lease  will  not  be  for  less  than 
three  years  but  the  lease  may  contain  a  provision,  that  after  the 
expiration  of  one  year  the  lessor  may,  after  thirty  days'  notice 
and  only  in  event  of  a  bona  fide  sale,  terminate  the  lease. 

o.  Forms  to  be  used. — Leases  of  target  ranges  for  the  National 
Guard  will  be  accomplished  in  quadruplicate  on  Militia  Bureau 
Form  No.  17  and,  after  approval  by  the  Governor  of  the  State 
concerned  all  copies  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Militia  Bureau 
through  the  appTopriate  Corps  Area  or  Department  commander, 
accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  National  Guard  Instructor  as 
prescribed  in  par.  6,  NGR  78. 

c.  Funds  for  payment  of  rental. — Upon  approval  of  a  lease  by 
the  Chief,  Militia  Bureau,  two  copies  of  the  lease  will  be  returned 
to  the  State,  one  for  the  lessee  and  one  for  the  lessor.  One  copy  of 
the  lease  will  be  forwarded  to  the  General  Accounting  Office  and 
one  copy  will  be  filed  in  the  Militia  Bureau.  A  reservation  of 
funds  to  cover  the  rental  involved  during  the  current  year  will 
then  be  forwarded.  Payment  of  rental  from  Federal  funds  for 
subsequent  periods  will  be  contingent  upon  appropriation  of  funds 
for  such  rental  in  future  fiscal  years  by  Congress,  and  a  reserva- 
tion of  funds  for  such  rental  will  be  issued  at  the  beginning  of 
each  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

d.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  three-year  leases,  they  may  be 
renewed  and  an  amount  not  to  exceed  30%  of  the  three-year 
totals  provided  in  NGR  78  will  be  authorized  for  rental  and 
repairs  for  each  subsequent  year  of  the  lease  thereafter. 

e.  Leases  should  be  made  preferably  in  excess  of  three  years, 
and  an  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  30%  of  the  three-year  totals  pro- 
vided in  NGR  78  will  be  authorized  for  each  subsequent  year  there- 
after for  rental  and  repairs.  It  is  desired  that  leases  be  made 
for  the  longest  time  possible,  under  the  most  favorable  terms,  and 
with  option  for  extension  and  purchase  if  possible. 

3.  PREPARATION  OF  LEASES. — a.  The  heading  of  the 
lease  will  contain  the  name  and  rank  of  the  United  States  Prop- 
erty and  Disbursing  Officer  for  the  State  concerned,  as  lessee. 

6.  Paragraph  one  of  the  lease  will  contain  an  accurate  descrip- 
tion of  the  premises,  described  by  metes  and  bounds,  or  by  desig- 
nation of  part  of  a  Section,  Township  and  range  or  by  lot  and 
block  designation,  if  platted.  The  description  should  also  show  the 
county  in  which  the  land  is  situated. 

c.  If  rental  is  to  be  paid  other  than  monthly,  appropriate 
changes  will  be  made  in  paragraph  two  of  the  form. 

d.  Paragraph  four  will  provide  for  approval  by  the  Governor 
of  the  State  for  the  findings  of  the  board  therein  referred  to. 
The  members  of  the  board  will  not  be  designated  by  name,  but,  in 
general,  the  lease  will  provide  that  one  member  of  the  board  shall 
be  selected  by  the  lessor,  one  member  by  the  lessee  and  the  third 
member  by  the  two  thus  selected. 

e.  Paragraph  six  will  be  properly  filled  in  or  deleted  entirely. 

/.  Whenever  the  lessor  is  a  corporation  the  authority  of  the 
individual  to  sign  on  behalf  of  such  corporation  will  be  submitted 
with  the  lease..  The  usual  procedure  is  to  forward  a'  certified  copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  directors  at  which  the  person 
signing  the  lease  was  authorized  to  execute  such  instruments  for 
the  corporation.    In  such  cases,  the  seal  of  the  corporation  must 
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be  affixed  after  the  signature  to  the  lease.  Whenever  the  lessor  is 
a  partnership,  the  lease  should  be  executed  under  the  partnership 
name  and  signed  by  all  parties. 

g.  The  lease  will  be  numbered  in  conformity  with  the  revised 
system  of  numbering  agreements,  signed  by  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer  of  the  state  concerned  as  lessee, 
and  will  be  approved  by  the  Governor  of  the  state  over  his  own 
signature. 

4.  EXCEPTIONAL  PROJECTS. — o.  AU  projects  having 
more  units  and  calling  for  a  greater  number  of  targets  than  listed 
in  NGR  78,  desired  for  installation  on  land  leased  for  three  or 
more  years  will  be  submitted  separately. 

6.  All  projects  and  plans  for  the  development  of  target  ranges 
on  land  owned,  or  controlled  through  long  leases,  by  the  Federal 
Government,  the  States  or  organizations,  will  be  submitted  sepa- 
rately, and  their  individual  needs  considered  with  a  due  regard  for 
the  number  of  troops  to  be  served  and  the  cost  and  permanency 
thereof. 

c.  In  the  larger  centers  of  population,  where  suitable  target 
range  sites  within  reasonable  distances  are  unavoidable  or  prohibi- 
tive in  cost,  and  where  sufficient  units  of  the  National  Guard  are 
stationed  to  justify  the  cost,  the  Militia  Bureau  will  consider 
applications  for  lease  of  suitable  sites  at  greater  distances,  were 
week-end  camps  may  be  held  for  target  range  instruction.  Esti- 
mates for  facilities  for  not  to  exceed  one  company  at  a  time,  and 
one  wooden  building  for  office,  officers'  mesa  and  bath  houses  may 
be  included  in  application  for  lease.    (MB  684.1  Gen. — 19).
